A CANADIAN ELDORADO. 


Rich Fields of Minerals ju the Kootenay 
District, 

OTTAWA, Noy, 1.—R. G. MeConnell and 
H. Y. Russell, of the geological survey, 
have returned from the seene of their fleld 
work in the western Kootenay district of 
British Columbia, This district has re- 
ceived much attention during recent years 
for its large deposits of minerals, the chief 
minerals being gold wud silver, The mis- 
sion of Messrs, McConnell and Huasell was 
to enquire into the actual mineral re- 
sources of this district. 

“Four or five years ago," said Mr. Me- 
Connell, “prospectors began to co into the 
Western Kootenay, and today there are 
eight or nine thousand people, of whos 
four or five thousind are engaged in min- 
ing. Mines have been started everywhere. 
The Kootenay is bound to beh good mining 
country. Silverand gold is to be found in 
abundance, The Slocan camp, which is 


‘amoung the largest in the district, although 


every camp claims to be the largest, will 
this year ship $1,000,000 worth of silver ore. 
Other camps expect to ship other large 
quantities of ore, Some of the mines have 
been well fitted up with machinery. There 
is also considerable gold mining, and the 
returns for the labor spent are yery satis- 
factory. The magnificent forests of the 
district have been badly destroyed by fire 
this year, and the loss isinestimable. The ! 
river valleys aretovered with a heavy vir- ! 
gin forest, but the timber on the side of 
the mountains is much burné. The prin- ° 
cipal timber areas are the Douglas fir, the | 
cedar and spruce. ‘Che miners are ac- 
countable for the burning of the forests 
for they frequently are careless in setting 
fires.” |

The victory 
of Japan is a foregone conclusion," sald 
the Kev. Maurice J, Walker who lias been 
statiqned in North China by the English 
Government for the past nine years and

the war, Mr. Walker, said: “ Japar was 


obliged to engage in foreign warfare to 
prevent a repetition of the revolution of 
ISTVin her own domi. Tor years she has 
been carefully layioy ont her campaign in 
China, Kor over a year draughtsmen 
and photographers have traversed every 
part of China until the topoyraphy of the 
conntry is better kuown in Vokio than in 
Pekin. 

“The Japanese commanders know that 
the correspondents make a inistake when 
they say that winter will close the cam- 
palxn, Ihave been over ile road at Mouk- 
den at all seasons of the vear. It is im 
passable in the failor spring. In winte: 
it is in perfect condition, Lf the Japaneses 
can cross the mowultatns before cold wea 
ther and capture Moukden, whieh is the 
key to the whole situation, victory is theirs 
The five hundred miles of good roud from 
1 ‘oukden to the great wall at Shan Kwane 
can be covered ina month. The real fight 
ing of the war will be alone the line of one 
of the most beautiful shelving escaches ir 
the world that stretches fora hundred miles 
between Shank Wan and Lan Ho. The 
Chinese are massing there, building forts 
and preparing to attuck both by land and 
sea, By Land the Japanese have advanced 
from Seoul to Ping Yang and from Ping 
Yang to beyond the Yalu river in a mar- 
vellously short time, The next battle wil: 
bein China, As if by prearranged pro- 
gramme, while the army is moving up to 
Moukden, the navy is approaching the 
great objective point of both forces—Lan 
Ho. Alrewly Port Arthur has fallen, and 
once the Japanese capture Chee Foo har- 
bor they control the situation, ‘fhe cou- 
tract for goat skins from America means 
that the Japanese will brave the cold of « 
winter's campaign. 

“LiHung Chang realizes the danger of 
awinter campaigu, and will now make 
his headquarters at Loo Tai, on the only 
line of railroad leading out of Pekin 
There, between Lan Hoand the capital 
he will personally conduct a defensive 
campaign.” 

Speaking of the feeling in China Mr, 
Walker stated that the natives were thor 
oughly indifferent about the war. At 
Tien-Tsin, 100 iiles from Petin, where 
Mr. Walker’s mission is stationed, the 
only means of cotmmunicition is by cour 
ier, who, in passing leaves a few Words 
about a battle. In Pekin the news is tele. 
graphed back from London, 

In the interior at Tien-Kien Europeans 
are in some danger, as the proclamation 
of war merely states that China is in- 
vaded by foreigners, and all forchzners are 
treated as common enemies. “The gentle- 
man reports that Europeans in Pekin are 
becoming uneasy, and all through the 
empire the Gee Hinys and other secret 
socicties are preparing for a great uprising 
against the Emperor, who is exceedingly 
unpopular, Thoy think defeat by Japan 
means civil war in China and a general 
dissolution of the empire. At ‘Tien-Tsin 
the only knowledge the people have ofa 
war is by seeing soldiers passing on the 
grand canal, They are apathetic, and so 
peaceful (hat they would rather ron than 
fight, and as thereare no telegraph wires 
in China it would take mouths, if not 
years, Comiss anh army large enoigh ta 
successfully cope with the plucky little 
Japs. 





Germany's Embargo ou U.S. Cattle. 

Lonxpon, Noy. 1,—The Standard’s Berlin 
correspondent says: The prohibition of 
imports of cattle from the United States 
produced a lively exchange of views 
between Mr. Runyon and Proiherr Mars- 
chall von Bleberstein. Runyon declared 
the order severe, unjust and needless and 
evidently a reprisal for the American 
sugar duties which the president would of 


course annul, Marschall admitted the

French Journalist Jailed 

Panis, Noy. 1.—The judges of the Sethe 
Assizes, sitting without a jury, pronounce 
ed condemnation in default upon Heart 
Rochefort, sentencing him three 
months’ imprisonment for having publish- 
edan article in the Intransigeant insult- 
ing the judiciary, M. Parjat, manager of 
the Intransigeaut, was tried for complicity 
in the same offence and aequitted.

MAIL BAGS RIFLED. 


Thieves Enter the Haggage Room at King- 
Suspects Arrested, 
Krnastox, Nov. 1.—The Kingston out 
golng mails for the east and weat were 
rifled by thieves They 
mall bags containing a quantity of regiy 
tered letters and money orders, The mail 
leaves the olty at ten o'clock and Is looked 
in aamall house at the atation, being left 
‘neuarded, The robbery was not dis 
covered until the arrival of the train from 
the west. ‘Phe mails from the city were 
sent to the outerstation by waggon a4 
usaal and placed In the mail room which 
isn compartment of a amall building in 
which is the office of the station agent and 
the baggage room, On account of the 
proximity of this building to the refresh 
ment rooms on one side and the train de 
spatcher’s office on the other, the mails 
wore always considered fairly safe in the 
mutt room up to last year, when the build 
ing Was broken into and some matter 
atolen. 
The burglar took plenty of time in lay- 
+ ing his plans. Tho first move was to out 
outa pane of glass In the window of the 
baggage room, This enabled the mis 
creant to unfasten the catch and ralse the 
sash and offect an entrance, A trap door 
was then raised and by crawling along 
underneath the robber reached another 
trap door in the floor of the mail room, 
where he ontered and ransacked the re 


atole a number of 


} open and strewing such letters as did not 

} contain money about the floor After 
taking what he wished without interrup: | 
tion the thief returned as he had come to 
the baggagé room window and it was at 
this point that the first alarm was raised, 
forashe bad one leg out of the window | 
Thomas Sweetman, a train despatcher, 
passed through the yard and saw him, 
The window was dropped like a shot and } 
the man ran across to the window on the 
opposite side of the room and plunged 
through it with a crash, taking part of the 
sash with him. He ran across the railway 
tracks toan opening in the fence across 
the yards, which is the last known of his 
movements, 

It would seem that for 
nobody suspected robbery, for when Gexo 
the baggage man, entered the niail room 
at train time he tripped over the mail bags 
lying about and fell to the floor, The 
condition in which the mail was found 
made everything plain. 

Several arrests have been made on sus 
picion. Among those in custody are Johu 
MacDermott, a brakeman, and Walter 
Cooper, who formerly drove the mail con 
yeyance between the city and junction. 
The registered mail was unusually heayy 
that night, It is said one lealing business 
man from here had « remittance of $1,500 
init. 

A prominent police official remarked to 
day that there must be a screw loose some- 
where or the burglars could not have 
chosen such a time, when there was a 
large number of money letters in the mail, 
to make a raid on it,

Lord Brassey's Farm, 

MONTREAL, Novy. 1.—Lord Brassey, who 
passed through Montreal some weeks ago 
enroute for his farm at Indian Head, 
N. W.T., bas returned to England. A 
Winnipeg despetch to a Toronto paper on 
Saturday stated that the 40,000 acres known 
asthe Brassey farm had been disposed of 
to the C, P. R. company, the reason given 
being that the venture had not proved 
successful and the C. P. R. authorities, 
khowing the capabilities of the land for 
farming purposes better than the Brassey 
pedple, had determined to manage it them- 
selves. This despatch was shown to a 
C. P. R. official this morning, who stated 
thatit had been manufactured of whole 
cloth. The Brassey farm has paid divi- 
dends up to this year, when it bad not 
done so well, owing to the prevailing de- 
pression, but Lord Brassey was well satis- 
fied with the prospect and the C. P. R. has | 
nointention of taking over the manage- 
ment of the property. 


A Decision Important to Tenants, 

Toronto, Noy. 1.—A decision has been 
given by Chancellor Boyd which, if con- 
firmed by the higher courts, will be a great 
hardship on tenants unless the law is 
amended. The tenant, in this case, eoven- 
anted to leave the premises in good re- 
pair, but the Chancellor held this as also 
referring to fixtures putin by the tenant 
at his own expense during the term. Fur- 
ther, all fixtures attached by screws, nails, 
ete., become part of the freehold and can- 
not be taken out by the tenant. These 
gas fittings, gasaliers, shelving, mirrors, 
awnings and even the furnaces are held to 
come within the meaning of the covenants 
in the short form of leases as becoming 
part of the freehold and therefore the 
property of the landlord. It will not be 
safe now for tenants to attach any fixture 
tothe walls or basement or houses they 
do not own. 


Burglary at Lindany. 

LinpsAy, Noy. 1.—The house of Mr. J. 
C. Marstone, principal of the Collegiate 
Institute, was entered bya burglar, Mr. 
Beverley Ross, of Niagara Falls, who was 
vising at Mr. Harstone’s, heard a noise in 
his room. and on getting up was clinched 
by the burglar, who shoved him over the 
bed, when the robber jumped throuch the 
window and escaped. Mr. Ross fired two 
shots from his revolver at the man, but 
does not appear to have hithim. After 
the burglar disappeared Mr. Ross found 
that his gold watch and chain and $83 in 
cagh Were mons. 


A Doctor's Suicide, 

PALMYRA, Nov.1.—Dr. De Lamater, who 
committed suicide here, was buried at 
Albany to-day.

MOVEMENTS IN THE EAST: 


Japs Collecting Tholr Forces Near Mouk- 
den-—A Battle Expocted. 


YorRoHAMA, Novy. 8.—The second Japan- 
ese army has landed onthe Gulf of Lia- 
tung ata point four days’ march from 
Kinchow, and a battle isimminent. It is 
stated here that the Japanese forces have 
completely invested Port Arthur by land 
and sea, and both armies are being rapidly) 
pushed in the direction of Moukden, It is 
intended that the Japanese army under 
Field Marshal Oyama shall attack the 
Chinese at Kinchow, forty miles northeast 
of Port Arthur, Gen. Nodzus’ advance! 
column in the meanwhile is approaching. 
Fung-Whang, « fortified town on the 
main road between Wi-Ju and Moukden, 
to which place all the Chinese forces re- 
treated after vacating their position north) 
of the Yalu river. ‘The Japanese expect to 
defeat the Chinese at both places and 
unite their forces in front of Moukden. 

SHANGHAI, Noy, §.—I1t is announced in 
the native papers that the Chinese troops 
have recaptured Kienlien-Chang after 
desperate fighting. ‘Che Japanese are said 
to bave been defeated wigh a loss of 
8,000 killed and wounded, Upon good 
authority it is reported that the Japanese 
are leaving Port Arthur and its vicinity, 

The Central News learns that the cap- 
ture of Fong-Fang-Chen leaves the road 
to Moukden clear for the Japanese. 
Marshal Yamagata is expected to be with- 
in striking distance of Moukden on No- 
vomber 10,” It is believed that the city is 
held by a very large but untrained and 
poorly equipped force. .

‘OTTAWA, Noy. 8.—W. P. Anderson, chief 
engineer of the Marine Department, has 
‘just completed the work of surveying 
Lake Nipissing, with a view of placing 
buoys and lighthouses where they would 
be most advantageous to navigation, The 
steamer Booth was placed at his disposal. 
Mr. Anderson has reported that it will 
take sixteen buoys and several lighthouses, 
including a large one on the Manitou 
Island, tomake navigation perfectly safe. 
It is understood that Mr, Coste, vhe engi- 
neer of Public Works, will yisit North 
Bay at an early date in regard to improve- 
ments to the docks, 

A telegram to Commissioner Sherwood 
says that Neale, the ubsconding sub-col- 
lector of St. Mary's, N. W.'T., has been 
sentenced to seven years in the Stony 
Mountain Penitentiary. It was the end 
of September when Neale skipped out and 
he bas been traced, caught and punished 
in about a month, the Atlantic having 
been crossed and re-crossed in the mean- 
time, thus forming about the quickest 
instance of Canadian justice on record. 

A. F. Wood, ex-M. P. P., Madoc, Goy- 
ernment valuator for the Soulanges canal 
lands, has 50 claims of damages to dispose 
of yet out of 800. He has several import- 
ant claims before him, chief among which 
are those of the seinorial estates, which 
reach fabulous sums. At Cascade Point 
the Government has encroachad on some 
land laid out into village lots by Mr. Har- 
wood, M. P., and that gentleman wants 
$50,000, The Government says $1,000 is 
sufficient.

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DETERMINED TO ODIE- 


A Young Toronto Man Makes a Deter- 
mined Attenipt at Suicide. 

Toronto, Noy. 3.—Albert Laycock, a 
stenographer who recently worked in the 
law office of Mills & Mills, 85 Adelaide 
strect cast, made a deliberate attempt to 
take his own life by drinking about three- 
quarters of an ounce of laudanum. The 
poison was taken with whiskey, a full 
bottle of which was in his: pocket. Lay- 
cock worked several years for Mills & 
Mills, and left two or three months ago. 
It is said by Messrs. Mills & Mills that he 
tried to take his own life about a yearago. 

The young man has been very despond- 
ent for some time, and on Thursday in the 
law office put a loaded revolver to his head 
and pulled the trigger. The weapon was 
at half-cock, however, and did not go off. 
It was taken away and locked up in the 
safe. He also admitted taking a quantity 
of luudanum previous to that. 

Laycock was taken to the hospital in 
the ambulance. He admits to the detec- 
tives that he had tried to kill himself, but 
would assign no reason for the rash act. 
He declared if let go he would finish the 
job at once. 

Trade tn the Dominion, 

MONTREAL, Noy, 3.—Business has been 
fair for dry goods throughout Nova Scotia, 
but the movement in other lines has been 
checked by mild weather. In New Bruns- 
wick the lobster business is poor this sea- 
son. Jobbers throughout Ontario continue 
to order,for small lots and the resultis a 
noticeably quiet trade. In Quebec bad 
weather and the provincial holiday have 
cut into business, although jobbers in 
groceries report an increased distribution. 
Mid-winter trade prospects are not regard- 
ed as bright. ‘Che total number of failures 
reported in Canada this week is 46, as com- 
pared with 86 lust week, 39 a year ago, 82 
two years ago and 43 three years ago. 
Bank clearings at Hamilton, ‘Toronto, 
Montreal and Halifax aggregate $16,972,- 
000, as compared with $20,350,000 last week 
and as contrasted with $16,078,000 in the

fruit, the enterprising vendors of which 
drove a brisk trade under the very shadow 
of the fatal tree. It was estimated that on 
that tragic summer day over twenty-five 
thousand people, a large proportion of 
whom were women and children, were 
clustered around the gallows to witness 
the dying throes of the wretched man, 
And, thoughtless boy theagh I was, I was 
shocked by the horrible indifference to the 
dread event for that poor soul which was 
manifested, and by the still more horrible 
jestiug, profanity and drunken combate 
that were indulgedin. It was asaturna 
lia of brutishness and indifference never to 
be forgotten.

of the Romans, then to the Anglos,

particle of historical facts backed hy monu- 
ments to prove their assertions, On the 
contrary, as it will be seen, the monuments 
or graves found in England and called 
Saxon or Anglo-Saxon graves or in France

gans are simply wonderful; [can eat any 
thing and everything, and when and as | 
choose.’ In course of time, however, we 
have heard the same persons modify this 
statement very decidedly and bewail the 
fact that the “wonderful digestive organs” 
had at last wone olf, as it were, ono strike 
and refused to work till they received bet 
ter pay in the forin of better treatment 

We have seen, too, both men and women 
literally rush in from work, 
selves at the dinner-table and make way 
in a few minutes with a startling amount 

of food, and then rush back in similar 
haste to the office, And 
here again we have frequently been amarz- 
ed at the wondrous longsuffering of Moth- 
or Nature, though in the end she was sure 
to give expression to her disapproval of 
this cruel treatment of the digestive or 
ganism 

In order to derive the full and proper 
benefit from our food, there is but one 
course to pursue—it must be thoronghly 
masticated and mixed with the saliva, and 
to do this it is absolutely essential to take 
only a small quantity into the mouth at 
once, and to chew it slowly. ‘here is no 
exception to the rule; in this, as in all

Etching on Glass, 

Every boy and girl at some time has a 
strong desire to try experiments, and but 
for the lack of materialand the want of 
apparatus, together with not knowing 
just what tocommence upon, agreat many 
rainy days would be spent in making mix- 
tures and compounds. 

A-search through the textbooks of the 
elder brother or sister brings no informa- 
tion. The mysterious signs and the ela- 
borate, unintelligible explanations and 
definitions serve more to confuse than help 
the young beginner. But if the start is 
made from a few interesting experiments, 
performed by one’s self with simple appar- 
atus, the pleasures of investigation and 
discovery will lead on and on until the 
study of the great science of chemistry be- 
comes a delight and the days of the school- 
room lecture or practice are awaited with 
eagerness, 

Everyone has seen the narrow, frosty- 
looking lines bordering the glass door of 
many railway cars and the fancy let 
ters and devices on the table glassware.

patience and ingenuity can produce eteh- 
ing on glass. 

First of all go to the drug store and buy 
10 cents’ worth of fluor spar; grind it up to 
a fine powder. Then if you have any little 
vessel of lead about the size of a teacup, 
very good; if not, get some sheet lead—the 
grocer will give youa piece from his tea 
chest—and carefully line a cup with this, so 
there will be no chance of any of its con- 
tents reaching the china. 

Now fortheetching, take a piece of glass 
and heat it gently, then smear evenly over 
one side bea’s wax, such as the laundress 
uses for her flat irons. When this has 
cooled, with any sharp tool write your 
name or draw any design you wish on the 
waxed side of the glass, being sure to cut 
down through the wax to the glass itself. 

Put a tablespoon of the powdered fluor 
spar in the cup and cover it with sulphuric 
acid. Enough for the experiment may be 
bought at the drug store for 5 or 10 cents. 
Place the etched glass over the cup, waxed 
side down, and cover the whole with a piece 
of paper. Heat the bottom of the cup fora 
few minutes; this must be done gently, 
very gently, or the wax will melt, Let 
the cup and glass stand in some warn 
place for an hour or so and then wipe off 
the wax. You will find your drawing 
distinctly on the glass. 

With a little practice very pretty designs 
can be made or your name engraved in an 
artistic mariner. 

Care must be taken in handling the sul- 
phuric acid that none may get on your 
skin or clothes, and the experiment must 
never be attempted without first putting 
on a long “pron. 

The scientific part ofthe experiment is 
that fluor spar and warm sulphuric acid 
readily combine and form a new acid, 
called fluorhydric acid, which is one of the 
most powerful acids known. This is so 
strong that it corrodes glass, Now, when

MonpDAY, June 10.—Though it is only a 
little more than a fortnight sinco wo k tt 
the Ragnyald Jarl, in that tine we have 
bad a great varloty of exporionces. Wo 
have tasted the delights of arctic sledging, 
bavo bad our steamer wrecked behind us, 
pave known the pangs of hunger, wallow- 
ed in deep snow, fought our way through 
fico Incredibly rough, bathed in a most 
beautiful natural bathtub within tho foe, 
and finally we ave found some opon wa- 
ter, killed our dogs in order to take ad- 
vant of it and have been shipwreeked 
in our aluminium boats, escaping with 
our lives only through tho superior 
atrongth of thoso admirablo little craft. 
Yolay wo aro in a pocket. Our camp is 
about four miles from the shoro of North-

east Land, Gapo Platen bearing southwest. 
The ico is so rough In every direction, oven 
that from which wo have come, that it is 
diMloult to see how wo are to moye at all. 
Wo are, in fact, wholly surrounded by a 
frozen jungle which grows more forbid- 
ding and impassable as the northwest 
storms boat up the ice and with the powor 
of a million hydraulic presses ceaselessly 
ram and jam it upon tho shore. Somo 
way out of this dilemma must be found, 
and our scouts are now out looking fora 
fousible road. 
Whon last I wrote, you wo were at the 
scene of the wreck of tho Jarl, Walden is- 
and” On the last day of May Dodge and 
J, with Mate Sandbu and tho sailor Hoyde, 
who were engaged to go with tho expedl- 
tion, sot out for our camp, 20 miles to the 
eastward. Most interesting 1s a trip like 
this on skis. Absolute stillness prevails, 
excopt as it is broken by tho shufile of the 
wooden runners oyer the spow and the 
taps of the Bamboo sticks which the men 
hold in thelr hands. One man, as 4 rulo, 
follows another, as by so doing he can 
keop-the course without mental effort and 
may doze if ho likes as he moyes along. 
Tho long, black snow skates just in nent 
of him—two pairs, bis own and his lead- 
or’s—follow one another in every move- 
ment with tho rhythm of a geared ma- 
cline and lull the runner alniost to sleep. 
Queer optical delusions affect a man as he 
slides over the frozen surface. On either 
side of the track the snow now appears to 
rise in high ridges, so that the skates are 
running in a groove, or the revorse effoct 
appears in the eyes of the traveler, and hoe 
then {issliding upon’ the crest of a snow 
wave, giving him apprehensions of slip- 
pidg to one side or the other. As a matter 
of fact, the surfuco is perfectly level. It 


runner discovers only by finding his skatos 


tie elevation which his eyes had been un- 
In this vast expanso of 
white all Joyols appear the same, and tho 
eyes, evon when well protected with 
flusses, baye a hazy mist over them, Over 
good snow tho ski isan ideal skate, far 
superior to the Canadinn snowshoe. We 
have snowshoes with us, but havo not as 
yet used them. As long as the tompera- 
ture is Sor more dogrees below freezing 
the ski slips along beautifully. Its great 
advantage over tho Indian snowshoo is 
that with every push of his foot the runner 
slides a few inches, thus longthening his 
pace without incroase of onergy, ‘Tho dis- 
tance slipped with each stroke may be 
only four or five inches, but add four or 
five inches to overy pace of a walker, with- 
out extra cffort on his part, and it is casy 
to seo how rapidly and easily he will put 
tho miles behind him, Consequently the 
good ski runner Iitemlly shoves his wood- 
en skate under him with a lunge forward 
and knees bent, trailing the other foot be 
hind s0 as to make the strokes as long as 
possible. Tho skis are not lifted from the 
snow at oll. Most oxperts use but one 
stick, pushing themselyes along with ita 
little at every other stroke, but when great 
speed is desired two sticks aro better, for 
then one enn use both arms as well as his 
"logs in getting himself over the ground. 
On good, bard snow aski runner will 
cover four or five miles an hour and keep 
ftup ail day without as much fatigue as 
one would fecl from walking at half the 
speed over a good road, but when the snow 
is softond sticky the ski js not of much 
advantage, for then the wooden skates 
take on no sliding motion, and tho result 
is simply walking with six pounds of 
weight on cither foot Bnt even under 
sich clroumstances the ski may be a great 
help if the snow is deop, for it prevents the 
foot of the walker sinking deep down. It 
thor becomes a snowshoo instead of a 
skate, and in this as well as other partiou- 
lars the ski is superior to the Canadian 
snowshoe and adiuptable to a greater yari- 
oty of surfaces. If fortune will only favor 
us with a way to reach the unmapped lands 
to the northeust, there we hope to have an 
opportunity to see what some of our crack 
eki runners can do jn the way of a spurt 
to the far borth.

But wo have our own bard work, 
anxiotios to ondure, and the 
poor brutes are not bearing moro than 
thoir sbaro of tho burden. Wo worked 
along protty steadily until 7 in tho morn: 
ing, and as the mon came into camp with 
tho last loads thoy fell down In tho snow 
to rest and gasped for water, An hour 
later overy man in the party was us bright 
and obipper as ho ever had been in his 
life after partaking of a fino supper of 
bear stew, biscuit, stowed apples and tea, 

cooked with driftwood brought w ith us 
from tho island, As usual when thelt 
pipes were lit, the men made tho desert of 
joo and snow ring with thelr song and 
laughter, 

Juno 8.—Professor Fronch and Captain 
Pedorson returned this morning froma 
prospecting trip five miles to tho south, 
whore they were glad to find pretty gor ul 
joo castward toward Cape Platen In this 
direction wo shall resume our merch after 
slecping. Wo bad somo amusitiy ex} orl 
enovs in-trying to cook fapjacls, Which 
were quite a mystery to our Norwegian 
contingent, The first trials proving un 
satisfactory, they seized thoir share of (he 
batter mado from prepared flour and in 
sisted upon making a gruol of tt The 
product was termed “portland coment" 
by the men, which it very much resem: 
bled. Every ounce of ib was consumed 
neyortheless, 

The temperature whon wo retired was 
80 F., about ten degrees warmer than we 
wished for. We had breakfast of bear stew 
and bisoult at 8 this evening and moved 
over 4 road alternately rough and smooth, 
but nearly always too soft and sticky, for 
several hours. Here and there our course 
lay across brokon flat pieces, and under- 
neath the thin covering of show were sey- 
eral inches of slush, which wet tho feet of 
eyery ono in the party, but this was noth 
ing to what we encountered a Jittle later, 
when it was found necessary to wade 
through slush and water up to our kneos. 
Such a bath of ico water is not very pleas 
ant when you first go in, but ina fow mo 
ments the sozzling feet beoamp quite warm 
and comfortable, It is nothing when you 
got used to it. 

Enormous Norwegian Appotites. 


June 4.—We traveled all night over just 
such Ico as that which we met last evep- 
ing, though gradually becoming smoother, 
If tho temperature were only lower, we 
should be much happier. Some of- the 
Norweglans hayo such enormous appetites 
that it is with great difficulty they come 
down to the sledging ration which we now 
issue—less than 134 pounds per man per 
day. It is tho smallest ration ever issued 
on such a journey, where men are required 
to work with all their strength all day, or 
rather all night long. We are now experi: 
menting to some extent with the ration 
and may find it necessary to inoreaso ib, 
except when we can supplement our stores 
with bear meat. As yot tho mon seem to 
hold up very well, though the majority of 
them are more or less hungry all tho time. 
We take the position that cating a large 
quantity of food is more or less a habit. 
In our ration of about 22 ounces per day 
we know there is enough nutriment to 
keep a hardworking machine in good or- 
This has been svientifically demon- 










































































mals 
exposure and 


to break off the habit of years and feel sat- 
isfled without the senso of fullness. It is 


the value of their food by eating it very 
slowly. Forinstance, wo issue every morn- 
ing three small amcebis crackers, weigh- 
ing an ounce each, to each man, They are 
almost a perfect food, containing 16 per 
cent ef nitrogenous matter, The writer in 
experimenting subsisted several days to: 
gether with no other food than ten of these 
crackers, but to obtain their full value it 
is necessary, of course, to cat them very 
slowly, merely to nibble at them, 

When eaten in this way, a couple of 
them are almost as good as an ordinary 
meal, and those of us who know how to 
use them find tho three little crackers of in-\ 
estimable value in keeping up our strength 
and in suppressing the desiro for large 
quantities of food at the meal hours. They 
seem unable to learn this valuable lesson 
and gulp their crackers down ina few 
mouthfuls, So it is with other foatures of 
our daily ration. We shall go on preach- 
ing and commanding, however, in hopes 
finally of inducing all the members of the 
party to use their food as it was intended 
to be used. 

Sore Footed Dogs. 


Many of our dogs are still suffering from 

sore fect. Some get better and are of great 
assistance to us in pulling the loads, while 
others suffer so much that they are unable 
todo any work, and we find it necessary 
to shoot thom to put them out of their 
misery. Today wo executed three of the 
unfortunate creatures and shall haye to 
dispose of some more in a day or two. We 
have 80 dogs left, about two dozen of 
which are working very well. Tho ques- 
tion of food for the remaining dogs will 
soon be & pressing one. Only one box of 
dog biscuits remains, and then it must be 
boar meat or dog eat dog. An unfortu- 
nate feature of the dog business is the re- 
luctance with which the animals change 
from day to night, as we do. Whilo we 
8 cop during what corresponds to the day 
aud work at night, the dogs show ao tena- 
ency to sleep at tho time they are expect- 
ed to work and to roam about and howl 
when they should be asleep. It would be 
coynical if it wero not so painful to wit- 
ness the offorts of the dogs to slumber. 
They place their heads upon one another's 
shoulders and snooze until they fall down 
In tho snow. They lean up against boxes 
x scramble to the top of tho aluminium 
cases and fall asleep until they slip off, 
with many a plaintive howl and scratch- 
Ingon the metal. As soon as a boat or 
sledgo stops for a moment the tired brutes 
fall oaleep, and it is certainly cruelty to 
animals—though pardonable cruelty—to 
give thom a kick and a cuff and set them 
going through tho snow. 

Wo ronewed our journey at 9 In the 
evening, with no improvement in the road. 
The weather continues murky, and we aro 
wondering if the sun bas been lost some- 
where in the terrestrial regions. Upon tho 
distant fee mountains of Northeast Land 
and west Spitzbergen we oceastonally sco |

June 6,—After a hard night's work wo 
milo camp at 7 o'clock this morning, bay- 
ing covered about fiye miles, much of it 
over very rough loo, with occasional pock 
eta of deep snow it is surprising how 
much strength and endurance mon who 
have led professional and even sedentary 
lives develop in the pure alr of tho arctica 
For instance, Dr. Mohun and tho writer,

ing to the flesh, ‘Lhe last bath any of us 
had enjoyed was tho night before we loft 
the Ragnyald Jarl, and under these eh 
cumstances we could bo pardoned for bn 

proving any opportunity to web and wash 
our skin, no matter how frigid. The reac- 
tion on coming out and vigorously drying 
oneself with a rough towel while seaid 
upon a box of tinned meats was really do- 
lightful. One could even bask in the warm 
sunshine before dressing. It was rather 
unkind of Mr. Dodge, our expedition 
photographer, to sneak behind a largo 
plece of ico near by and snap bis cameras 
at usin the act, Some of the Norwegian 
miombers of our party were surprised to seu 
an American bathing in an ico pool ina 
temperature of 26 dogrees F., but none of 
them, save Mr. Jucll, cared to imitate our 
exdinple. 

Our road tonight was very rough, skirt- 
ing the edge of tho frightfully rough ico 
and over a constant series of little hum- 
mooks, This sort of travel is trying upon 
the strength of tho men and boats and the 
patience of overy ono in the party. If our 
aluminium boats can endure this sort of 
knocking about, wrenching and straining, 
they can endure anything, for in addition 
to tho strain incidental to the travel when- 
ever one of the craft sticks in thesnow tho 
mon take hold of the gunwales and rock 
it to and fro in order to loosen and start 
it. This is exceedingly trying upon tho 
boat, but it is the only way in which wo 
can got along at all, so the risk of injury 
to our little craft must be endured, As 
yet we notice no damage. The rivets have 
not even started. 

Discouraging Difficulties. 


It must be confessed that the difficulties 
which we have encountered, the loss of 
steamer, the unfavorable nature of the 
ison and the slow rate of our trayel, are 


yery discouraging. Our original plan of 
reaching the heavy ice to the north was 
frustrated first by the wide belt of impas- 
sable drift ice between the pack and the 
shore, 


Often the pack 1s hard down upon 
the land and comparatively sinooth, af- 


fording a surface on which wo could haye 
traveled to the northeast, though perhaps 


slowly, as wo had originally intended. 
Then came the loss of the steamer whilo 


wo were trying the experiment of sledging 
to tho eastward, precluding tho possibility 
of carrying out our alternative—that of a 
return to the ship In case the wind chang- 


ed and afforded an opportunity to push 


northward by steum. In our journey over 
the ico we have had a great deal of bad 


road, but in the face of all these discour- 


agoments wo haye kept to our work, de- 


termined to do all that can be prudently 
We now often 


were in when fortune was smiling hor 
sweetest upon us and it seemed as if we 
had found a royal road to tho highest lati- 
tudes. But we remind one another also 

f our prediction, made at that timo, to 
the effect that wo should get our share of 
Hard luck before the year was over, and 
that when it came wo should fight it out 
like men and smile and sing even in the 
midst of our misfortunes. Well, that is 


just what we are doing now. 


As we sit writing up our journal this 
June morning at 3 a. m., with tho lap for 
a desk and the gunwale of a boat fora 


chalr, the scene is one of rare beauty—ua

breath of air stirring, the sharp or conical 
peaks of Spitzbergen and bicgh inland toe 
a hundred miles away glittering Uke a 
city of domes, towers and minarets. Capo 
Platen looms up dark and shadowy eight 
or ton miles to the eastward of us. Thirty 
miles northwest wo can just seo Walden 
island, on whose fen shore the Ragnyald 
Jarl lies a hopeloss wreck, with Captain 
Bottelfsen and his crew cumped on the ice 
foot near by. Absolute stillness reigns, 
or would reign save for the snoring of a 
draft dog under the boat and the screech 
ing of an arctic fowl over the heavy ice. 
AsI write in the journal Dr. Mohun sits 
near by, with his eyes alert for bear. We 
are in the beur country, sure enough, for 
wo see tracks overy half mile, but nota 
shot has tho good doctor yet had. 

Supper camp was made at 1 o'clock, the 
last mile having fatigued all hands very 
much, being o succession of icy hummocks 
and deep pockets of snow. The meal con 
sisted of tho cartridge soup, so called, 
mado in two pots and giving every man 
the second cupful; biscuit, two pounds of 
corned beef in slices, apples and ten. Some 
of the men haying. complained of late of 
the “fare,cwd itookeaccnalonvasitho rire 
course was soryed to address the party and 
osk Mr. Franklin to interpret for us, ro- 
minding them that no other arctic sledging 
party had ever bad such rich and whole 
some food in the fleld nor so much in na 
trition or varicty as we arohaying. Where 
other aretic oxpeditions had simply frozen 
pemmican and tea wo have our concen: 
trated food in hot dishes, and fruit and tea 
besides, all hot It was oven necessary to 
remind some of the men that what thoy 
havo jokingly and perhaps in one or two 
instances snooringly called “soup three 
times a day’ was really only one portion 
of soup per day, tho other two dishes being 
an improvement upon tho old style pem 
mican in that it was richer in nourish 
mentand always served hot These ro 
warks, when literpreted into Norsk, were

‘Hurrah! Open water!"’ We all clambeorod 
up beside him, and a shout of joy leaped 
from allour throats. To the northoust, as 
far as our vision could extend, was a broad 
belt of open water. Tho strong southerly 
wind was giving us tho opportunity which 
wo had been looking for, Theo leo had eyen 
opened out from the violnity of Marten's 
island, and had we but known Jt we could 
hayo remained In camp there, saved our- 
selves five days of tho hardest kind of 
work and launched our boats thoro ns 
wollas hore. But in arotico work as in 
many othor affairs of life one cannot look 
far ahead, and our polloy has been and 
will continuo to bo to work on, through 
water when we can, over tho ico when wo 
must, Naturally onough, tho mon are all 
tired of tho hard work of dragging tho 
boats and sledges and glad enough to take 
to the water. Tho sailormen wero particu 
larly delighted, and all hands set to work 
with redoubled energy. 

Juno 7.—At 1 o’olock this morning or 
ders were issued to prepare to go to soa 
with all possible speed. First it wan noc 
essary to move the camp from the pressed 
up ice, which, if loosened by the drift, 
might overturn and involve us in disastor, 
Near by was ao large level floc, and wo 
transferred all our equipmentto it. There 
the boats were unloaded and overturned 
and carofally examined for injuries. Wo 
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were delighted to find they had suffered so 
little during tho ordeal to which they had 
beon subjected. The Parry was tntaot, 
The Kano had been bent a little by colll- 
sions with the ice, but was tight and 
whole, The Lockwood had a hole in it 
about o quarter of an inoh in diamoter, 
which was easily stopped up, ‘The rivetsin 
all the plating of tho boats seemed as well 
seb asthe day the craft came from the 
builder's shop. In an incredibly short 
time the gailormen had put up masts with 
bamboo poles and rigged sail to them, Tho 
loads in the boats were restowed for a voy 
age. 

Twelve of the dogs are led away behind 
the high ico and shot, poor recompense 
for the seryices which they have rendered 
us. It was not acheerful scene, that of 
their execution. They looked up with 
friendly eyes at the men who held the 
deadly rifles over them, wholly unmindful 
of their impending fate. ‘The brutes had 
seryed us faithfully and had suffered more 
than their share of the hardships of the 
journey. They had slept in the snow and 
shivered in the wind, had left o trail of 
blood behind them from their sore feet, 
had missed many o mealand dined half 
the time on short rations, But the neces- 
sities of arctic work know no such thing 
as pity where dogs concerned, and the 
rifles cracked one after another, and the 
fee was soon strewn with tho bloody 
corpses of our faithful servitors. A dozen 
dogs remain, and thoir fate hangs in the 


valance. Wo have not yet decided whoth- 
er we shall take them with us on the boats 
or mercifully put an end to their carcers 
with our winchesters beforo embarking. 
‘Tho boats being made ready for Jaunch- 
ing, Jt was found that no room remained 
for dogs. They couldn't be carried with- 


out filling the boats so full that therd 


would be no room for any one to stir, and 
there being no other way outof the diffi- 
oulty it was with great sorrow we gave the 
order to have the remaining dozen shot 
If we are able to reach land to the north 
east, a dozen of these dogs would be of in 
estimable valuo to us in our sledging oper- 
ations there. We haye been compelled to 
kill today at least 20 good draft animals. 
dogs that pull a heavy load and keep it up 
all day long, strong and of great endur- 
ance, able to withstand any sort of weath 
er, and with their feet, at first somewhat 
sore, constantly getting better. Of the 53 
dogs which we bought in Belgium perhaps 
80 or 85 were useful in arctlo work. Wo 
lost some by accident, others strayed away, 
and a few were spoiled by inconsiderate 
treatment and lack of patience on the part 
of the men. During the first week of their 
service they wero at their worst, but im- 
proved daily. Had we exercised a littlo 
more care in buying larger and sounder 
dogs and alittle more patience in their uso 
our experiment with Belgian draft dogs 
would haye been a marked success. It was 
a success as it was, notwithstanding the 
long confinement of the animals in tho 
hold of the ship and the peculiar difficul- 
ties under which they labored when final- 
ly put to work. They are woll adapted to 
sledging work, and we regret exceedingly 
that the change of plan mado accessary in 
our expedition by the adoption of the cast- 
ern route and the early launching of tho 
boats in open water has made it impossi- 
ble for us to carry the oxperimont to a 
conclusion. We do not say that if we were 
to organize another arctic expedition wo 
should employ European dogs, but are in- 
clined to think we jvould, taking caro to 
procure very large and strong dogs and to 
have them well acoustomod, to the lan- 
guage of the men who werd to work with 
thom. As it is, we confess that no moro 
than 60 or 60 per cent of the dogs which 
wo brought from Bolgium wero of usoful- 
ness to us, but that percentage might 
easily have been raised to 80 or 90 by tho 
exercise of greater caution in purchasing 
and other conditions. Wo haye therefore 
spont nearly $1,500 in our dog oxperimont 
only to find that just at the momont they 
were becoming of real value.to us it is nec- 
essary to leave them behind, killed out 
of mercy. If wo had tho best dogs in tho 
world—and some of our animals could not 
bo improyed upon—it would bo the samo. 
Wo and they would have to part company 
at tho Water's edge. Some of tho mon 
noarly shed tears as tho winchesters crack- 
od out the death of Wolf, Tom, Bebe and 
others who had become favorites by their 
great strongth and willingness to work, 
Perhaps the saddest fate of all was that 
of Bob, who long reigned as tho king dog 
aboard ship. He ruled the pack with his 
iron jaws. All the othor dogs were afraid 
of him, and most of the men also. Nono 
but Mr. Franklin would make friends 
with him, and for Franklin Bob appeared 
to have gonutne affection, As s00n a8 wo 
cameo upon the leo the othor dogs wreaked 
terrible yongeance upon the king They 
rebelled against his rule, and by concert 
of action set upon bim and chewed and 
toro and bit him into the most miserable 
speolmon of dog life that ever walked tho

At 11 o'clock wo set sail, and, the wind

ing, after five hours of bard work anda 
day that has been 20 hours Jong, wo mado 


tired and miserable, the weather having 
become inclomont. After supper wo Is 
sued o ration of brandy and then crawled 
into our sleeping bags. 

We were so much fatigued that we foll 
asleep with our lighted cigars and pipes 
in our mouths. In balf an hour all wer 
roused by tho voico of Captain Pedersen 
calling us out. The wind had shifted to 
the northwest, and blowing strong bad 
beaten up the sea and began to break off 
the odge of the shore ico where our camp 
Was. Imagine the pleasure of being rooted 
out of our warm sleeping bags into the 
cold wind to move tho boats and sledfes 
to a place of greater safety. Fortunately 
wo had not far to go, and jp half an hour 
everything bad been moved a hundred fcot 
farther up on the joo and wilh some heavy 
blocks between us and tie wind. liven 
here we did not know but it would be 
necessary to move again before morning 
should the wind go more tothe north, but 
we decided to risk it and crawled ayain 
into our snug bags. 

Our progress today was very encourag 
ing. Werowed about 12 milesin 549 hours. 
Only one of the three aluminium boats, 
the Parry, leaked at all, and that very ht 
tlhe. Any wooden boat would haye beon 
splintered into kindling wood by tho rough 
usage to which our light metal craft have 
been subjected. Our aluminiuim sledges, 
lashed rigidly to bamboo poles, tandem, 
took kindly to the water, It is almost im- 
possible to capsize them, and their con- 
tents were perfectly dry, With any other 
form of sledge than this it would bave 
been impossible for us to have made the 
boat voyage of today, for the simplo rea- 
son that the boats could not carry all the 
load. 

June 8.—We spent the morning thor- 
ougbly repairing the Parry, tightening 
her rivets, A novelty of the broakfast was 
the choice of the Norwogians to cat their 


slice of bacon raw instead of having it 
cooked. The weather was incredibly bot, 
with a temperature of 34}¢ degrees F. in 
the shado and perhaps 50 degrees in tho 
sun. Wo actually suffered from tle heat 
Here for the first time in our journcy we 
were able to scoop up perfectly frosh wa 
ter from the base of tho bigh picces of ice. 
Woe left a notice of our visit under a cairn 
“‘n the rocks of Cape Plater, 

As we took to the water at 1 this after- 
noon the wind sprang up from the north- 
west, with snow, quiokly changing the 
summer sceno to one of decided wintry as- 
pect. It proved a good sailing breeze, and 
we hoisted our canyas and sped away to 
the east, following the shore lov after go 
ing a milo or 60, the Lockwood and the 
Kane towing the two pairs of sledges after 
them. We had to stop at the edgo of the 
shore ice and wait an hour or more in the 
driving snowstorm for the wind to clear a 
way for us. A queer scone our party made 
standing about upon the ice in the midst 
of a white desert, the boats rapping and 
lapping against the margin of our frozen 
shore, Though the land was but a mile or 
two to the south, we could see it only at in- 
tervals. Dreary as the aspect was, our men 
proved cheerful in its midst. Professor 
French and Captain Pedersen went ahead 
to mount high pieces of ice and look for 
an opening. Mr. Dodge, as usual, struck 
up a bit of song, in which the Norwegians 
joined. 

Dr. Mohun and others found snug rest- 
ing places in tho leo of masses of ico, 
Presently » narrow strip of open water 
appeared ahead of us, and wesetout. Tho 
wind was almost a gale, and whenever wo 
got far from the shore ice the big waves 
made our little boats dance a lively tune. 
The Kano fell far behind, and we soon 
signaled the Lockwood to join the Parry 
at tho edge of the ice and walt for hor, 
When she camo up, woe held a council of 
war, and as ao result of it issued orders 
that all the boats should keep as near tho 
shore ico as possible, and that the Parry 
should take tho Kano, with its sledge, in 
tow. Our idea in this was that near the 
fast loo the water was smoother than far- 
ther out, and that in caso of trouble to el- 
thor of the bgats the shore ico would be 
near at hand to make fast to. This seemed 
a wise precaution, and if the order had 
been carefully obeyed we should have had 
no trouble. But about 4 o'clock in the 
afternoon, before we had realized that 
danger threatencd, tho Parry and the 
Kane found themselves in a most perilous 
situation. We came to a deep bay in the 
shore ice, across the mouth of which tho 
wind was blowing with tremendous force. 
At first it was our intention to cut across 
the sea end of the bay and around tho 
point of ico beyond. But, seeing the Look- 
wood working up the bay, evidently to 
mako camp for supper, we changed our 
course and ondeayored to follow into the 
bight. It came near being a fatal change 
of plan for us. As the Parry and Kane 
were brought about broadside to the wind 
ond thoir sails taken in the gale swept 
them with amazing rapidity toward the 
edge of the ico, where the surf was tossing 
in the airand darge and small pieces of ice 
wore surging up and down furiously. Bo- 
fore the men could get out tho oars—and 
in the strong wind it would not baye 
made any difference if they had beon al- 
ready munned—we were upon the leo shore 
of tho bay. It was 4 critical moment, but 
luckily every nan kept his head, With 
oars and boat hooks we held the two boats 
off tho ico the best we could, though, 
with all our efforts, wo ground against it 
with ao force which threatened to destroy 
tho craft under our feot and leave us 
struggling amid the water and ico. Hay- 
ing come broadside on, our danger was the 
greater, and tho first thing we endeavored 
to do was to sawing the stom outward and

hands showed flne courage and presence 
of mind. Sailors Eilofeen and Hovde risk 
ed their lives by getting out lipon the 
dancing, loose pleces, while the four young 
meno froin Christiania—Cuptain Jucil, Al-

You must hit 
the ball properly to send it in the de sired 
drection and you must deal with It as you 
find it; you cannot arrange the ball to suit 
your better advantage nor await a mort 
satisfactory onc, 8s in baseball and cricket 
The club must be held correctly and 
awung accurately in order to properly ad 
dress the ball, from which the player 
should never take his eye, while at the 
same time he must move absolutely freely, 
and yet maintaiy an exact balance. Be 
sides which, it demands judgment and 
good temper, and if you fail in the latter 
your play will be weakened on the many 
trying occasions that arise, 

It is a selfish ganie, where each man 
fights for himself, seizing every technical- 
ity for his own advantage, and there is no 
doubt that to this fact its popularity may 
in a large measure be attributed, Unlike 
cricket, baseball, or football, one is not de- 
pendent on others for play, You can wsu- 
ally find some one to make up a match, or 
you may go over the course slone, getting 
the best of practice and fairly good sport, 
or at least there is always a caddie to be 
had for the asking,-and the usual small 
fee. 

The exercise may be gentle, but whoso- 
ever fancies golf does not test the nerves 
shonld play a round on popular links. Un- 
less he is a veteran of tried experience he 
cannot be indifferent to the scrutiny to 
which his form is subjected at the tee, nor 
does it make him more certain of his swing 
to know that he is being mentally criti- 
cised by the most skilled players in the 
world. If heisanovice, he is pretty apt 
to top his ball on the drive, and fancy all 
kinds of maledicttons heaped upon his 
duffcr play by those awaiting their turn 
at tlie tee, Ishould advise a beginner to 
serve his novitiate on little-frequented 
links, if such are to be found in Great Bri- 
tain, for on popular ones both his pleasure 
and form are likely tosuffer, He is sure 
te make wild drives and erratic iron shots 
in his anxiety to play hurriedly and keep 
out of the way of following golfers, and it 
is not calculated to increase his accuracy to 
bear balls dropping around him and to 
know that he is delaying the game of a 
dozen or more back of him. But the duf- 
fer’s trials are suspended for the time 
being once he has reached the putting- 
green, since tradition rules that here on 
this golfing sanctuary no man may drive 
into or molest him. And yet his respite is 
but half enjoyed, and not at all shared by 
his partner, if he be a foursome match, for 
the desirability of always being “up” in 
his puts having been vigorously impress- 
ed upon him, he is likely, in his zeal and 
wish to win a look of approval from that 
patient individual, to entirely overshoot 
the hole, : 


LIFE ON AN IRONCLAD AT SEA. 


Ordinary Gales Seem Like Hurricanes and 
Existence is a Continual Misery. 


Admiral von Werner, a high authority 
in naval matters in Germany, describes in 
a work recently published the behaviour 
of armor-plate men-of-war in a heavy sea, 
He says: ‘Even with a moderate gale and 
sea an armor-plate cruiser, if going against 
the wind, will find herself in conditions 
similar to those of a s#Orm—at least the 
crew will have that impression. The 
movements of the stern of the ship are 
violent and exceedingly disagreeable. The 
waves pushed by the advancing prow 
sweep continually over the ship from bow 
to stern. All windows and portholes must 
be closed, and air reaches the lower decks, 
only through the artificial ventilators. 
With the exception of the specially pro- 
tected command bridge, all the uncovered 
portions of the ship are impassable; thus 
the whole crew must bear as well as they 
can the hell of the closed decks. On such 
aship no one can feel comforrtable; and 
when there is a storm in which a sailing 
ship would feel comparatively at ease, the 
crew of an armor-plated ship imagines 
itself to be in a heavy hurricane which 
threatens destruction at every minute, 
The long, narrow forepart of the ship, 
which is not borne lightly by the water, 
and is rendered extremely heavy by the 
‘mighty ram and the armoured deck and 
the cannon and torpedoes, forces the ship 
in a high sea to pitchings and rollings of 
such an extraordinary kind that they can- 
not be described. The crew of such a ship 
is not only exposed to mortal dangers, but 
the voyages they make render them ex- 
tremely and dangerously nervous; the 
mental impressions they receive wear 
them out and make the profession hate- 
ful.” 


A Pleasant Occupation, 

Those who are much at home and have 
plenty of spare time will find an interest- 
ing occupation and a capital way to utilize 
old carpets by converting the pieces into 
mats, First cut the pieces of carpet about 
two and ahalf inches wide, any length, 
just as your pieces will best cnt. Then 
ravel out all the wool from the cotton 
very carefully, sothat it will retain the 
crimpy effect. Of course, the pieces of 
woot will be the same length when ravel- 
ed. Then take a piece of jute the size of 
desired mat and a good stout thread. Now 
take enough of these pieces of wool to 
make quite a bunch, perhaps eight to four- 
teen, and fasten them on by sewing over 
and over in their centre, letting the ends 
stick up, Crowd these bunches together 
rather closely and when you get it done 
you will have arather pretty mat. You 
can make many charming designs, using 
different colors, or if the eolors are put al 
together, just as it happens, it will still be 
very pretty. 


Machine and Hand Needlework, 

The difference between hand-wrought 
needlework and that done by machinery is 
regarded by most women as the difference 
between an art and an industry, and each 
is valued accordingly. The machine work, 
of course, approaches nearer to the model 
of exactness tu execution, but it entirely 
lacks the impress of refinement and indi- 
viduality of its creator, to which whatever 
artistic value handiwork may possess is 
due, There are vulgar souls who value 
such work solely because of its greater 
cost and because it cannot be afforded 
by many, but there : certainly others to 
whom the real artestic quality of hand 
wrought embroidery laces appeal and to 
whom they give a delight impossible to 
machine-made articles An engraving, if 
finely execnted is beautiful in ite way, but 
can never possess quite the significance 
and value of its personally wrought as 
well as personally concelyed original

IN MEMORY OF THE CZAR. 


Services in St. Petersburg—Princess Alix 
Recelved Into the Church. 


Lonpon, Nov. 5.—The correspondent in 
St. Petersburg sends this despatch: 

“Metropolitan Palladius, assisted by the 
orthodox Greek clergy of the capital, con- 
ducted an impressive service yesterday at 
St. Isaac’s Cathedral in memory of Alex- 
ander III, Part of the cathedral was re- 
served for persons of high rank. All the 
men were in black, and against the black 
background of mourning which hides the 
walls, could be seen only as shadows. The 
women were in white. Outside the re- 
served section thousands were admitted 
freely—rich and poor, titled and untitled. 
They stood crowded together on the moist 
pavement, the shabbiest moujiks cheek by 
jowl with the members of the capital's 
high society. Huge chandeliers lighted 
the nave, but only flickering candles shone 
from the side walls, and the marble pillars 
and gold ornaments were left in heavy 
relief. The service was painfully impres- 
sive. Many weptsand with every pause 
came the sound of sobs from some recess 
of the great building. Memorial services 
were held also in the American and Brit- 
ish churches. 

Arrangements are proceeding in the 
fortress church for the reception of Alex- 
ander’s body. Along the route to be taken 
by the funeral train from Odessa to St. 
Petersburg special orders haye been given 
out to all railroad officials. The journey 
will occupy ten days, as the train will stop 
at many towns for services, and will re- 
main two days in Moscow. 

LIvApDIA, Noy. 5.—Princess Alix hay 
been received formally into the orthodox 
church. After the ceremony she ex- 
changed rings with her betrothed, the 
Emperor Nicholas.

Iwo Mon Under Arcoat for the Crime-One 


ofthe Childrou, a Litet Gitl, Was Out

PAULDING, Ohio, Noy 6.—George and 
Neflie aged 9 and 6 ara respec 
tively, children of Samuel Good, who lives 
about three miles norsh of Paulding, were 
found by a searching party in the woods 
near the house with their throats cut fron 
ear to car and their bodies blackenéd fron 
A fire started with the object of remoy ing 
all trace of the erime 

On? ty aflernoon the Good children 
Were playing in the roud near their home 
and wandered into a near-by wood. They 
failed to return at supper time und could 
not be found by their parents, At dark x 
scurchingg party was ¢ cenized, and thé 
search continued throuchout the night 
but no trace of the littl: ones was found 
until morning, when a party of men founc 
the bodies in « brush heap forty rods fron 
the roud and than a mile from their 
home. he little girl’s head was pounded 
tou pulp, her throat was cut and she ha 
been disembowelled, The little boy’s hear 
Wis nearly severed from his body, which 
was terribly mangled. 

The little bodies had been ‘tied together 
with a tarred rope and thrown into the 
brush, which had afterwards been fired 
but owing to « heavy rain the brush was 
too damp to burn and the fire only black 
ed the mangled bodies. Itis supposed that 
the little girl was outraged and then mur 
dered and her companion was killed te 
prevent him telling of the crime. 

About 500 persons visited the ‘scene of 
the murder and threatened swift and ter 
rible punishment to the guilty ones ij 
found. Sheriff Staley arrived upon the 
scene and arrested Charles Hart, aged 1¢ 
years, a boy who resides near the Good 
Home, on suspicion, Hart is an illiterate 
boy and is by some considered fnsane, His 
arrest was due to his strange actions al 
the time the bodies were found. Leo Gain 
& negro, 21 years old, who has been a com 
panion of Hart, was also arrested and 
placed in jail, Paulding was quickly fill 
ed with men who talked of lynching the 
arrested persons. Judge Snook and othe) 
leading citizens made an effort to quiet 
the mob by delivering speeches in the 
streets, 

The attitude of the mob continued te 
grow more and more threatening and the 
prisoners were sent to Vanwert for saf< 
keeping. 


JUDICIAL SYSTEM OF THE EMPIRE 


Good, 
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The Loudon Times Discusses This lmpor- 
tunt Question, 

LONDON, Noy. 6—The Times this morming 
says in « leader on the AwStralian sug- 
gestion that judges from Australia should 
be cligible for the Buglish bench: ‘ There 
is a strong feeling in the self-governing 
colonies that if the judicial cominittee of 
the privy council is to retain itsold position 
itmust be enlarged to meet the new 
requirements which it is expected to fulfil. 
The alternative seems to lie between this 


and the creation of independent +u 
preme conrts for each great group 
of colonies. The existing supreme 


conrt of Canada is an indication of tle 
direction in which the colonies may be 
expected to move. If in Colonial appeal, 
the judges composing the committee have 
given decision on points with which they 
necessarily were unfamilisv, it is not 
surprising that they make mistakes which 
bring the judicial system of the empire 
into disrepute. 

“If thore were no remedy the eventual 
severance of the judicial systems of the 
principal colonies from that of the United 
Kingdom probably would be inevitable. 
It is, however, very generally recognized 
thata remedy liesin the exercise of the 
power by which the provision already has 
been made in theory for the adimission of 
colonial judges to the committee. It is 
felt that the Australian, Canadian or 
South African judges should sit in the 
committee for the reason for which the 
Indian judges originally were called to 
share the council’s affairs 

“The self-governing colonies have as- 
sumedan import warranting the grave 
consideration of the demand. The change

The Times insists up n the advantit 
of maintaining the existing unity of the 
British legal system, ‘The question can 
not be determined solely by legal merits,” 
itsays. ‘The committee has for the ma- 
jority of the colonists something more 
than the significance, of a mere court of 
appeals. Perhaps no British institution is 
more universally accepted as a symbol of 
the unity of the empire, Its efficiency has 
high political importance and any measure 
tending to increase its efficiency must be 
viewed with general satisfaction, The 
question of expense may be raised, but if 
the colonies are earnest in thelr desire for 
judicial representation this ought not to 
be a permanent obstacle,”

7.—The civil suit be- 
tween Mrs. Andrew White Brown and her 
husband and father-in-law, Lyman Brown, 
of New York, was before Mr. Justice 
Pagneulo in the Practice Court yesterday, 
Mrs. Brown seeks to have her father-in-law 
condemned to pay her alimentary allow- 
ance and pending the final decision of the 
Courts she seeks to have an interim al- 
lowance of $150 per month ordered. The 
defence to the petition for interim allow- 
ance was that a petition of this nature was 
governed by the laws of the state of New 
York, where Mr. and Mrs. Brown had con- 
tracted marriagts. Mr. Lyman Brown's 
counsel also filed a declinatory exception 
to the action, and made a motion that Mrs, 
Brown be ordered to furnish security costs, 
The Court ruled all points in favor of Mrs.

The Japanese flying squadron is reported 
to be hundred miles off New Chwang and 
the Chinese there are re-shipping thelr 
goods, considering it unsafe to remain 
there during the winter.

_ Ujina isa port five miles from Hiro- 
f j,dtown offsthe ipland sea, where 
the Emperor of Japan, as commander-in- 
chief of the military and naval forces has 
established his headquarters. On the 138th 
of October a great flotilla of Japanese 
transports, steamed, out of Ujina, They 
carried 22,000 men, with all their field 
equipments. They heared for the entrance 
of the Pechili Gulf, to attack simultane- 
‘ously Port-Arthur atid Wei-Hai-Wei. At 
this moment the flotilla is probably dis 
embarking its freight. Port Arthur and 
Wei Hai-Wei are, China’s only fortified 
harbors in thé northern part of the empire. 
Their works, of; defence enjoy the reputa- 
tion of being impregnable. The Japanese 
troops willlattack both these places from 
the landside, and it may be predicted that 
they will-take them. In‘that case the Gulf 
of Pechili and therefore the marine ap- 
proaches ta Pekin will be completely com- 
manded by Japanese troops. 

The Chinese fleet will have to fight or 
run south apd abandoning the duty of 
defendiig the route to Pekin or entering 
the Gulf of Pethilli, awaiting in exposed 
positions the attack of, the Japanese 
squadrons, As the Chinese ships met a 
disaster in September they arein a very 
bad plight. 

The Chinese prisoners of war have begun 
to arrive in Japan. They are distinguished 
by dirt and dejection. The Japanese crowds 
laugh at them as they pass, but make no 
more demonstrations. he wounded are 
tended wit’ the utmost kindness. his is 
in striking contrast with the Chinese 
method, They make no prisoners. From 
the killed aud wounded alike they cut off 
the heads and make bunches of the latter 
by. passing strings throyg the mouths 
and gullets as @ fisherman does with a 
catch of trout,

One of the Mail Bag Robbers Makes a 


Confession of the Crime, 


HE AND HIS PARTNER COMMITTED 


Coopor Tells How He and His Accomplice 


Secured the Booty—Three Others Under 


Arrest Charged With the Robbery Din- 


charged—Vleven Hundred Dollars of the 


Stolen Money Kecovered. 


KINGSTON, Noy. 8,—The police court yes- 
terday was crowded jvith men anxi- 
ous to sce the prisoners arrested for 
complicity in the mail bag robbery, and 
the report that one of them had turned 
Queen's evidence added interest to the 
affair, The prisoners were W. Cooper, J 
McDermott and J. Dinamore. They stood 
up and were then charged with stealing a 
post letter on October 80 contatning $1,000, 

Il. W. Richardson, of the firm of Rich 
ardson & Sons, gave evidence as to the re 
mittaunce of $1,000 made by mail, which 
wis robbed, Post-oflice officials’ evidence 
followed. The mail bag in a tattered con- 
dition was produced in court and identi- 
fied by the officials of the Post-office De- 
partment. 

After the examination of Mackie, the 
Grand Tronk agent and other railway 
employes, the court adjourned until the 
afternoon, when Walter Cooper, one of 
the prisoners, tostified to the effect that 
himself and John McDermott, were the 
only ones who participated in the robbery, 

Ile said: “After the mail cart bad left 
the station McDermott went to the hag- 
kage rooms and tried to open the window 
atthe back, Wecould not get the win- 
dow up at firstand John McDermott broke 
the glass. Tran behind the coal shed, and 
in « tittle while Iwent back, I do not 
know if McDermott got into the building 
first. We vot in and lifted the trap door. 
We pot tuto the ditch underneath the 
building and crawled through to the mail 
Yoom and opened the trap door there. Wd 
got hold of the mail bags, cnt them open, 
pocketed the money and crawled ont 
again, Jolm McDermott Was petting out 
of the baggage window and I saw him go 
back, I usked him what was the matter 
and he replicd: ‘There is somebody there.’ 
ITheard Sweetnam yell ‘Billy,’ and ran to 
the front window, broke it and jumped 
out. Ido not know how McDermott got 
out, Wewent down the railway track 
and behind a house near the marsh I hid 
the money.” : 

Counsel for McDermott claimed that 
Cooper's confession was improperly ex- 
tricted from him. Dr. Smythe, counsel 
for the Crown, said considering the seri- 
ousness of thé charge the means used were 
justifiable, :

FATAL RAILWAY COLLISION. 


Two Trains Collide on the Baltimore aid 
Ohio—Six Killed. 

PitrssurG, Pa., Noy. 8.—A disastrous 
collision between a passenger and freight 
train resulting in the loss of six lives 
occurred at Rosensteel siding, 103 miles 
west of Pittsburg on the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad last evening. The killed are 
Engineer Henry Bush, of the passenger 
train, and his fireman, McCarthy; 
Engineer Browning, of the freight train ; 
Brakeman Manning, of the freight train, 
and two mail clerks, names not known. 

The trains wrecked were the Chicago 
Express No. 5 west bound and the firt 
section of east bound train No, 64 a fas, 
stock train. The freight train had a time 
order to reach Pine grove against the 
passenger train. Engineer Bush dis- 
regarded this order, and this caused the 
collision. J. L. Pearce and J. D. Degrains, 
two other mail clerks, were injured. 
None of the passengers were injured. 

A Connellsville, Pa., special says that 
ten or twelve passengers are reported 
killed in the wreck at Rosensteel siding, 
and that the first coach was smashed to 
splinters and later the wreck took fire, 
The special also states that the dead 
bodies of the railroad employes had not 
been recovered. All traffic wascompletely 
blocked and trains were being run through 
Grafton and Fairmount. <A wrecking 
train has gone with surgeons, and Super- 
inténdent Cutter left for the scene of the 
disaster on a special train. The Connells- 
ville report does not include Brakeman 
Manning among the dead. General Super- 
intendent Patton of this city stated that 
asfarashe could learn none of the pas- 
sengers were injured, and this is probably 
the case, 


A Full Inquiry Demanded, 
Lonpon, Novy, 8,.—The latest action of 
the Grand Trunk Railway board of direc- 
torsis attracting considerable attention, 
The board demurs from its decision and 
promise made at the meeting a few days 
ago to allow Mr, Barker to inquire into 
the accounts of the subsidiary lines of the 
company on behalf of the dissatisfied 
shareholders, A deputation of share- 
holders, however, has waited on the board 
and demanded thata full and searching 
examination be made into the details of 
an item in the accounts, designated as 
£500,000 for sundry ontstanding accounts 
due to the sompany. The deputation 
makes the assertion that three parts of 

this alleged asset is no asset at all.

Tae prisoner had $2.10 fn a lady's

She Encountered a licavy Gale and Went 
to Pieces—Four Drowned, 

HALIFAX, Noy. 9,—J, R, Siteman, owner 
of the schooner Coronet, has received par- 
ticulars of the Joss of his vessel before re 
ported abandoned at sean. The vessel had 
fine weather after leaving Halifax until 
October 14, when they met astrong gale 
and the vessel was hove to, but five hours 
later the storm sail was blown away. At 
11.80 Captain Balcom used the bent jib as 
a storm sail on the main mast, but it was 
soon blown away, The vessel was thrown 
on its beam ends, and they bezan to cut 
away the masts. The vessel filled with 
water by the skylight and companion 
way and the steward, named Angulla, a 
native of the West Indies, was drowned. 
The vessel partially righted, and the crew 
at this time were lashed to the weather 
rail. There they remained throughout the 
night. 

At 10 a.m. next day a heavy sea came 
aboard and washed off one seaman, a Nor- 
wegian. Next day and throughout the 
night, with tremendous seas washing over 
them, the men remained and when day 
light broke on the 16th they found Mate 
Freeman Hood, of Halifax, and a Norwe- 
gian sailor had been washed overboard. 
Captain Balcom and two seamen, named 
Freed and Peter, were all that remained, 
They were continually washed and knock- 
ed about all through the 17th, enduring 
much suffering with neither water or 
food, and with little hope of beiug rescued. 
At 6a, m. on the 18th the steamer Creole 
Prince, from New York to Trinidad, bore 
down and took the. survivors off. They 
were all yery much éxhausted, their limbs 
swollen and badly bruised, almost nude, 
their clothes having been washed off

THB NEW TREATMENT FOR 
DIPHTHERIA, 





M. Roux, of the Institate Pasteur, Paris, 
Proves the efficacy of the new treatment of 
diphtherla with sotitoxin by a five months’ 
toast, says a contemporary, and finds that 
fojections of the autl-diphtherltlc secram 
reduced the death rate from 51 to 24 per 
cent. in hospital practice. Nothing Is so 
conclusive as success in the actual use of a 
newremedy. This French physician began 
to treat diphtheritlo children with antitoxIn 
in February last, in tho isolation wards of 

-tho hospital, Previous to this date the 
death rate of diphthorla patients averaged 
61.71 per cent, ; in 1890 {b exceeded 55 per 
cent., while ia the three following years it 
foll slowly to 47.64. But since February 1, 
1894,when tho socrumt roatment was com- 
menced, 445 children have entered tho 
Aiptherla wards cf the hospital, and only 
109 [leas than oue-fourth] of thom succumb- 
edto the terrible disease. If any doub, 
arises as to whother the antitoxin ts to be 
fs to be credited with having made the 
death rate ono half of what it had hitherto 
been, that doubt seoms to be removed by 
the fact that in snothor Parls hospital [the 
Trousseau) in which antitoxin was uot used, 
the mortality among 520 diphtherla cases 
was 316, or 60 por cent.! As {n all other 
Fespects the two groups of pationts wore 
apparently subject to elmilar conditions and 
airoumstances in thelr respective hospitals, 
the great difforouce in the nambor of cures 
seems clearly and fairly attributable to the 
secrum treatment alone,

The first questions that you ask when 
about to change your residence to fuy city 
is: “What is the health of the place? Is it 
shaken of terrible d® orders Whit aro 
the bills of mortality What is tho death 
rate? How high rises the thermometer?’ 
And am I not reasonable in asking, What 
are the sanitary conditions of the heavenly 
city into which we all hope to mover My 
text answers it by saying, “Neither shall 
there be any more pain.” 

First, I remark, there will be no pain of 
disappointment in heaven. If Tcould put 
the picture of what you anticipated of life 
when you bogan it beside the picture of 
what you have realized, I would find a 
great differonce, You have stumbled 
upon greatdisappoint ments. Perhaps you 
expected riches, and you have worked hard 
enough to gain them. You have planned 
and worried and persisted until your 
hands were worn and your brain was 
racked and your heart fainted, andat the 
end of this long strife with misfortune you 
find that if you have not been positively 
defeated it has been «drawn battle. It is 
still tug and tussle, this year losing what 
you gained last, financial uncertainties 
pulling down faster than you build, For 
perhaps 20 or 80 years you have been run- 
ning your craft straight into the teeth of 
the wind.

Attimes the earth has swel- 
tered with suffering. 

Count up the pains of Austerlitz, where 
80,000 fell; of Foutenoy, where 100,000 fell; 
of Chalons, where 800,000 fell; of Marius’ 
fight, in which 200,000 fell; of the tragedy 
at Herat, where Genghis Khan massnered 
1,600,000 men, and of Nishar, where he 
slow 1,747,000 people; of the 18,000,000 this 
monster sacrificed in 14 years, as he went 
forth to do, as he declared, to exterminate 
the entire Chinese nation and make the 
empire a pasture for cattle. Think of the 
death throes of the 5,000,000 men sacrificed 
in one campaign of Xerxes. Think of the 
120,000 that perished in the seige of Ostend, 
of the 800,000 dead at Acro, of 1,100,000 dead 
in the scige of Jerusalem, of 1,816,000 of the 
dead at Troy, and then complete the re- 
view by considering the stupendous estt- 
mate of Edmund Burke—that the loss by 
warhad been 85 times the entire then 
present population of the globe. 

Go through and examine the lacerations, 

the gunshot fractures, the saber wounds, 
the gashes of the battleax, the slain of 
bombshell and exploded mine and falling 
wall, and those destroyed under the gun 
carriage and the hoof of the cavalry horse, 
the burning thirsts, the camp fevers, tlre 
frosts that shivered, the tropical suns that 
smote. Addit up, gather it into one line, 
compress it into one word, spell it in one 
syllable, clank it in one chain, pour it out 
in one groan, distill it into one tear. 
Aye, the world has writhed in 6,000 
years of suffering. Why doubt the possi- 
bility of a future world of suffering when 
we see the tortures that have been inflicted 
in this? A deserter from Sebastopol com- 
ing over to the attay of the allies pointed 
back to the fortress and said, ‘That place 
is a perfect hell.” 

Our lexicographers, aware of the im- 
mense necessit¢ of having plenty of words 
to express the different shades of trouble, 
have strewn over their pagres such words as 
“annoyance,” “distress,” “grief,” “bitter- 
“heartache,” “misery,” “twinge,”

Ife did not specifically desig- 
nate any corrupt proposals. 

% Thomas Walmsley, a director of Mr. 

} Wright's company, stated that Mr, Wricht 
called on him on July 12th and told him 
that heshad been approached with a view 
to putting up $15,000 to secure the con- 
tract. He said that the approach had been 
made by Ald. Stewart, chairman of the 
Fire and Light Committee, 

W. A. Martin, secretary of the above 
company, also testified to the same effect. 

Each of these witnesses told of Mr. 
Wright's acquainting them with the fact 
that Ald.

Speaking of the recent fires Ald. Starling 
sald that many of the fires were no donbb 
the result of carelessness.

In many of the back 
yards were heaps of {inflammable rubbish 
and packing cases, which should all be re- 
moved. What was needed, In his opiaton, 
was a local inspector whose duty {1b would 
be to visit such places as above mentioned 
and compel the owners or ocoupants to 
conform to certain roles in that regard, 

Mayor Walmsley thinks the Inspector 
did the clby an Injustice In many ways In 
his report. To begin wlth, the report ts 
addressed to the Mayor and corporation of 
the Town of Bolloyille, In reference to 
the defictonoles the Mayor sald hoe woald 
like to know what the taxing of Insurance 
compantes had to do with the workings of 
an effiolent fire system, Thon as to the 
alarm system, there are now 250 tole- 
phones, which they would replace by ab 
most 165 alarm boxes, which he did nob 
think would Inorease the efficloncy of the 
system.

The Executive Oommitteo of the Wis- 
contin Dalrymen’s Assoclation recently 
met at Fort Atkinson to consider the best 
means of preventing the entire destruction 
of the dairying Intoveat of the State. The 
Milwaukee Sentinel prints a long artlolo 
containing the substance of the discusalon 
and In lt wo find much ground for con- 
gratulatlon upon the wisdom of Oanadilan 
laws and the honesty and competency of 
Oanadlan dalrymen. 

After describing and lamenting the de- 
cay of the home Industry, the Sentinel 
says: ‘In sbrong contrast with the man- 
agement of the cheese business in Wls- 
conoin fs the course of the Canadian Goy- 
ernment and cheese makers. there. In 
Oanada there ls a law which absolutely 
prohibits the manufacture of filled cheese, 
which {a backed by not only an over- 
whelming public sentiment but also by the 
actlve ald of Professor Robertson, the 
efficlent dairy commlasloner of the pro- 
vince. Oanadlan cheese fs in demand 
everywhere In the European markets and 
at the World's Fair last year swept every- 
thing before lb in competition with the 
produote of the American factorlos. Even 
in Wisconsin and Illinols {bis no uncom: 
mon thing to see Oanadlan cheese cn the 
menu card. It has been ralsed to the 
highest position in the, markets of the 
world by the aid of the Government in 
preventing frauds,” 

This tribute from a disinterested source 
speaks volumes for our cheese industry 
and explalos one of the causes why our 
farmers haye malntalned a comfortably 
prosperous condition during years of 
world-wide depression,

To the Editor of the Intelligencer, 

Sin;—Judging from your repord of the 
Olty Council proceedings on Monday night, 
{tb ke»me that the only members who are 
deelrons of preventing the mlsappropria. 
tlou of olty property, and who domand the 
return or payment of that which hos al- 
ready boen taken, sro Ald. Diamond and 
the Mayor. Ib is to be expected that they, 
at lonst, would be sgainst the grabbers ; 
thelr past record warranting that expect- 
ation, Although they seem to stand with- 
out support In the Oouncil, thoy can rosb 
assured that they have the support of all 
cltizons, who will doubtless see to thelr 
election {n January next, should they 
again be candidates, 

The mombers of the Oounoll who haye 
participated {n the grab, by appropriating 
the curb stones for themselves, by taklhg 
the job of laying thom for eltizsns, or by 
obtaining them for thelr friends, will do 
well to retire voluntarily to private lite, 
Thelr usefulness !s gone. They have for- 
felted public confidence, which, in view of 
the exposure of municipal corruption in 
New Yorkand Toronto, {s much more 
sensitive than formerly, Ib {6 to be hoped 
that the remaining members of the 
Councll will havo thelr facultles sharpened 
by the time the Councll meets again, that 
they may see the wrong—both moral. and 
financlal—that has been done, and lose 
no time in remedying {t. Should they 
fallin thelr obylous duty, it does not 
need a prophet to prediob that the ory at 
the ensuing elections will be, ‘‘Restore or 
pay for those curb stones,” and that the 
men only who will pledge themselves to 
this action will be elected. 

The bland and childlike pose of Innocence 
made by the Alderman who has become a 
trader in lumber with the clty, and who, 
{b seems, was the first to appropriate the 
ourb stones, is touching. It 
{fs dejlolons and refreshing. Alas that 
8 good man shonold fall from 
grace and and be unconscious of it. How 
soon hfs bad example is followed. Oltizens 
have seen the Oity lumber delivered at 
this Alderman’s house ; they see the curb- 
stoues adorning his boulevard, and they 
have seen (what has hitherto been omitted 
in the record of his municipal advantages) 
the corporation laborers working in his 
yard, Glvsn as broad a field as New York, 
the *“‘Datch method” of Belleville would 
beat even Tamany Hall. The lumber, he 
says, has been pald for. Now let the 
Treasurer be Ingtracted to ascertain the 
value of the time spent by the corporation 
laborera at his honse and demand payment 
for it, and for the carbstones. Just here 
one naturally asks, what kind of surveying 
does the Street Surveyor do ? 

A School Trustee has brought hie home 
{nto prominence by the curb stone adorn- 
ment. Ib ls expected that he will see the 
error of his way, and forthe sake of ex- 
ample to the children, voluntarily reatore 
or pay for the stones. The other citizens 
whose place of buelness or residence Is 
adorned at the expense of thelr nelghbors 
by the curbstones, would be wiee to abstain 
from the expense in the way of sodding, 
unless they purpose buying the stones. 
Their only hope of otherwise retaining 
them {s the carrying oub of the extraordi- 
nary suggeation of the Ohairman of Pablio 
Works at the last meeting of the Counoll, 
‘thatthe Olty would do well to quarry 
stores for the purpose of boulevarding if 
the cltfzans would use them.” If the 
gentleman meant this gerlously, 1b is time 
his friends were *putting him ander some 
restraint. The restraining loflaence of the 
balloc box ab eleotior thme will sult his 
case admirably and render him harmless.

A German chomist is reported to have

Where Potatoes Can't Be Kolled. 

When the barometer stands at thirty 
inches sea level, showing an atmospheric 
pressure of fifteen pounds to the square 
inch, the boiling point of water is 212 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. When part of this pres- 
sure is removed by ascending to higher 
levels, water will boil before coming to a 
heat of 212 degrees, or if a descent is made 
into a level below the level of the sea the 
boiling point will rise accordingly, Thus 
it is plain to see that in highly elevated re- 
gions, where there is less atmospheric pres- 
sure upon the water, the boiling point is 
much lower than at sea leyel—in other 
words, it will boil before it is sufficiently 
heated to cook potatoes, beans, ete. An 
elevation of but 510 feet makes a diminu- 
tion of one degree in the boiling point. At 
the City of Mexico, where the elevation is 
7,471 feet above sea level, water will boil at 
198 1-2 degrees; at Quito, which is 9,541 
feet, the boiling point is reached at 104 de- 
grees. It will be seen, therefore, that 
boiling is not always equally hot. At the 
places mentioned and in several localities 
in our own country, many articles of food 
cannot be cooked at all by boiling; or, if 
they can, it takes several hours, where a 
few minutes should suflice.—St. Louis Re- 
public. 


Largost Family on Record. 

In the Harlein Manuscipt, Nos. 980 and 
78, in the library of the British Museum, 
mention is made of the most extraordinary 
family that has ever been known in the 
world’s history. The parties were a Scotch 
weaver and his wife (not wives), who were 
the father and mother of sixty-two child- 
ren, : 

The majority of the offsprings of this 
prolific pair were boys, (exactly how many 
of each sex is not known) for the record 
mentions the fact that forty-six of the 
male children lived to reach manhood’s 
estate, and only four of the daughters 
lived to be grown-up women, Thirty-nine 
of the sons were still living in the year 
1630, the majority of them then residing 
in and about New-Castle on-Tyne. It is 
recorded in one of the old histories of 
Newcastle that “a certyne gentleman of 
large estaytes’’ rode “thirty and three 
miles beyond the Tyne to prove this won- 
derful story.”’ It is further related that 
Sir J. Bowers adopted ten of the sons, and 
that three other “landed gentlemen" took 
ten each. The remaining members of this 
extraordinary family were brought up by 
the parents, 

HORSEFLESH FOR FOOD. 





The Taste for It Spreading in Europe— 
Sentiment and Sclence Against It. 

Hippophagy, or to speak less euphemis- 
tically, the habit of eating horseflesh, is 
spreading in Europe. While savage man 
is known to have sated his ravenous hun- 
ger on horseflesh or any other variety of 
flesh he could find, the modern origin of 
this peculiar taste dates from the siege of 
Paris, during the Franco-Prussian war, 
when the populace were compelled from 
dire necessity to sacrifice this noble quad- 
ruped to sustain life. Many acquired a 
taste for the meat and the demand for it 
did not cease with the capitulation of the 
city. 

“Tt was to be seen onsale at many of 
the butchers’ stalls, and has been ever 
sincea staple article of diet for thousands 
ofthe poor of the French capital. For 
horseflesh js much cheaper than beef. 
Beef in Paris is worth 20 cents a pound, 
while horseflesh can be had for 8 cents a 
pound, which affords a reason why the 
barbarous custom should take such 4 firm 
hold upon these people when once neces 
sity gave it root. 

Once planted in Paris the practice spread 
to other Continental cities, especially 
Berlin, where horseflesh is now consumed 
in considerable quantities by the poorer 
classes, and thé medical authorities and 
humanitarians are raising their voices 
against what they justly consider a bar- 
barous and dangerous custom. 

The medical men warn the eaters of 
horseflesh that the horse Is partioularly 
liable to the disease known as trichinosis, 
also found in hogs, and while cooking gen- 
erally destroys the germs of this disease, it 
cannot always be depended upon to do so, 
The disease is fricghtfully fatal in its effects 
and baffles medical skill. 

The humanitarinns take the ground of 
sentiment, urging the almost human af 
fection of the horse and the close com- 
panionship he has shared with man since 
the dawn of the human race, A base re- 
turn, they deem it, to slaughter and eat 
this noble ercature, In spite of these 
warbings and protests hippophagy ts on 
the {nerease in Europe. It has not yet

This method of cold siorage is 
especially adapted for holding tompari 
tively small amounts of perishable goods, 
Without the cost of expensive machinery. 

The system most wenerally in use, how- 
ever, is that of producing intense cold by 
the evaporation of ammonia, and one of 
the largest and best-equipped cold ware- 
houses uses the so-called .“direet expan- 
sion’’ system, which it is not necessary 
here to explain. In this immense catab- 
lishment which comprises in two ware- 
hotises 1,500,000 cubic feet of cold storage 
and freezing space, cight boilers, each of 
75 horse power, are used in the smailer 
building alone.

short, spirit controls matter, and “what 
spirit ye are of” will determine the 
character of the roads in any locslity 

If the spirit is for the road, then one 

of the first necessities is a jrood tour- 
wheel road machine, These machines 
are usually bought by the districts them 
selves, in which case it is customary for 
three or more districts to club together 
for joint use and ownership. The pay 
for these machines is usually made in 
instalments covering from three to fve 
years—the districts paying one halt 
of their assosaments on nccount of thor 
‘road machines, and working out the 
offer half on the roads. In some in- 
stances the towns have bonght tho ma- 
chines outright, which is nop so desir- 
able, however, as for the districts to 
own therm. 

It has been the custom for towns to 
build all Uridyes larger than a six foot 
span, and for the tSwnsto supply plank 
and aid in building sluices requiring 
Jess than a six-foot span. Towns are 
now beginning to buy cast iron water 
service pipe for all sluices and supply 
them to the road districtsfor use, Such 
pipe is generally from 38 to 34 inch 
thick, which, imbedded in the gronnd, 
stunds the weight of heavy loads, even 
in muddy going, and will last for all 
time, Being round they are less liable 
to catch the road scrapers when work- 
ing the road, and all annoyance and ex- 
pense of rebuilding and replanking 
sluices is done away with and the road 
is at all times entirely smooth and com 
fortable. Such pipe in carload lots can 
be bought at from 1 1-8 to 1 1-4 cents 
sper pound—making the cost of a 12 foot, 
4inch sluice $2.67. 
~Width of road must depend upon 
conditions. Just wide enough and none 
to spare, and well taken care of, is bet- 
ter, but the road should be worked suf- 
ficiently wide so that teams are not 
compelled to travel in the same ruts in 
muddy weather, and should be so 
crowned and flatted in the centre as to 
ayoid water running in the tracks, 
Keep runways on sides of roads open 
and iron sluice pipes clear, to prevent 
the road bed from washing out and the 
road itself cleared from loose stone, 
Such aroad once well formed needs 
but little care to keep itin condition— 
but that little is required. 

Put the teams on road building and 
road working cheerfully, for what they 
do saves double their labor to the team 
itself in the course of the year, and the 
man gets his pay for the work done, 
three or four times over in the lessened 
Wear and tear of himself and of ve 
hicles, and the dirtilling dew of the 
commendation of his brother man who 
passeth thatavay, repays it over again 
in the currency of the gods. 

To remove rocks and such like ob- 
structions, dynamite will be found very 
usefol and cheap. Its use is simple and 
with ordinary care not dangerous. It 
costs but ten cents per pound. On dug- 
ways and sidehills use the road worker 
on the upper side only; drain the road 
bed with iron sluice pipe, at proper in- 
tervals, and leaye the lower side for a 
path. 

One day’s working with Jack- Frost 
when he lets loose in the spring, and 
again when he commences ‘‘journey 
work” in the fall, is worth two days 
without him in summer time.—D. W.

Reps ISLAnp, July 4 
July 1 we were 
end of the Island, which lies 
mainland and the Reps Chis island, rare 
ly if ever visited by man, we named Walsh 
Island. There to feel that 
the face of nature is not always frowning, 
even in the aretics A finer stimmer camp 
than wo had on the gravelly beach of this 
island t¢ would dificult to find any 
where inthe world. There was sand to 
pitch our tents and lay our sleeping bags 
upon, ranning from the melting 
glaciers, elder ducks in a little lake near 
by and vast quantities of driftwood so 
broken up by the waves Uhat the use of an 
AX Was not necessary to make it ready for 
our campfives. Nothing but shade from 
the hot rays of the sun was needed to com- 
plete the picture of outing comfort, and as 
there is notatree in all Spitzbergen we 
wore forced to find relief from the bright 
glare on sunny days underneath our tents, 
The cight days passed here waiting for the 
southerly wind which hoped would 
cloar away the rough ico and give us boat 
ing water farther north were days of rest 
and comfort, 

We try to live as far as possible upon the 
country. Away up here near the top of 
the globe—so near its apex that the dist- 
ance around the world in this latitude is 
only 3,600 miles—we see how nature has 
ordained that the superior animal shall 
feed upon the Inferier, The lazy seal feeds 
upon the medusm of the sea; the sneaky 
ice bear lives upou the seal and a reindeer 
when he can eateh one, and here comes all 
conquering man to fill his pots with bear 
and venison,’ Even the birds prey upon 
one nuother, 

While at Walsh Island we tightened up 
the riretsin our aluminum boats. The

another battle with the ice. The Parry, of 
thinner and softer metal, leaks alittle, but 
can be ensily repaired, While going through 
the reugh ice we have seen the sides of the 
Parry move in and then out again in 
waves, the result of pressure of hard pieces 
against her plating. While some of the 
plating has bent itis all intact, and only 
the seams have suffered, An ordinary 
modern boat would have been splintered 
by the usnge which these crafts have ad- 
mirably withstood. 

Much of the weather during the week 
was too warm for comfort, On several | 
occasions we haye played whist in the open 
air, and except when the wind blows we 
prefer the shady to the Sunny side of our 
tents. Our friends in America will be 
surprised when we tell them of the genial 
weather we have been enjoying. They did 
not believe us when we said we should 
have too much warmth rather than too 
much cold in this region, Fortwo weeks 
we have had no use for gloves or mittens 
ayid could always have managed to do 
without them, for the lowest temperature 
we have setn is 11 degrees Fahrenheit, not 
below zero, but above. The mean tem- 
perature is about the freezing point, but 
the thermometer often rises to 40 or 50 de- 
grees in the shade and oyce registered as 
high as 58 degrees. The arctic summer is 
simply delightful if the wind does not 
blow. 

Our lope that a south wind would move 
the yongh ice off the shore and enable us to 
nike a portherly advance in ice free water 
proved futile. Once indecd a narrow strip 
of water did show itself between the land 
and the pack, but it gradually closed up 
again, to our intense disappointment, 
June closed with fifty hours of strong 
wind from theé—south and southwest, 
just the wind we had been waiting 
for, But the ice did not move. It 
hugeel the shore with provoking 
persistency and was ecyory day getting 
in worse condition as the pools be- 
tween the high pieces softened and then 
melted, We then perceived that if any- 
thing at oll were to be accomplished it 
must be by literally crawling over the 
rough ice and through the pools of slush, 
It was a desperate chance that anything 
could be done in this way, but that chauce 
we resolyed to take. Preparations were 
made for the last desperate struggle to- 
ward the north by fitting out the Lock- 
wood and a crew of cight men, cutting off 
évery ounce of weight that could possibly 
bewlispensed with and taking fuel and pro- 
visions for seventy days, The Parry was 
left behind with Dr. Mohun and three un- 
der orders to wait a week and then make 
their way back to Walden Island. 

So we bade gocd-by to our comrades of 
the Parry crew, hauled our boat and two 
sledges to the eilge of the tide hole and em- 
barked. If you had seen the Little Lock- 
wood as we set out you would have said we 
were foolhardy to yenture from the shore 
in her’ Firft she had been stowed 
with the sleeping bags, extra clothing 
bags, cooking apparatus, alcohol case, 
awning, weipons, instruments and a great 
varioty of articles indispensable to a trip 
of thissort, Before a mansct foot in the 
bout she was comfortably full, her three 
thwarts being completely covered and her 
Water-tight compartments piled high with 
freight. It was dificult to see how «man 
wai to find room in her, and yet eight men 
did find places to squeeze themselves in, 
and we soon had an opportunity to observe 
how yood a asnilor the Lockwood 
Though very topheavy and with our two 
aluminum eledges towed behind, she rode

Imagine our disappointment 
upon ascending the heights of Cape Scott 
to see that the strait through which we 
had rowed for two miles a few days ago 
was now not only completely filled with 
pick ice, but the smooth shore ice which 
had surrounded it was nearly all broken 
up. Nothing could better illustrate the 
sort of luck which has attended our enter- 
prise since the 12th day of May. During 
the week that we were camped at Walsh 
Island, waiting to see the effect of a south- 
western storm, the lake between that 
island and the Reps constantly grew in 
size. On Monday it extended nearly from 
one island to the other and we came across 
with ease, To-day it isa maelstrom of 
crushing, sawing ice, through which even 
a man could not make bis way, 

In an effort to make our way to Walsh 
Island Captain Pedersen and I took a long 
detour to the west. Even this did not ob- 
viate the difficulty and danger which we 
had feared. An east wind was driving the 
pack ice into the strait, with the pressure 
of mile upon mile and billion upon billion 
of tons of ice outside for u slédge hammer, 
After crossing a large number of channels 
from four to ten feet wide, where the 
shore ice had split under the pressure, we 
made an effort to short-cut across the 
westerly end of the moving pack. Before 
We were aware of our danger the screwing 
had entirely surrounded us, In every di- 
rection could be heard its ominous grind 
and swish and the clatter of pieces falling 
and bursting. There is nothing frightful 
in the noise ofa breaking pack.

Keep the box containing the cut- 
tings in a room where the thermometer 
registers about 65° and out of the direct 
rays of the sun 36 hours. 

As soon as tho plants are well rooted 
remove each one to a pot two and one- 
half inches deep. Some florists recom- 
mend placing the pots in a shallow box 
or tray containing an inch or two of 
sand, that the plants be occasionally 
sprinkled, and the sand kept wet for 
four or five days, then gradually accus 
tomed to the sunshine.—Ohio Farmer.

PATHMASTERS. 


Mow Prof. Shaler, of Marvard University, 
Would Do It, 

The Atlantic Monthly contains an ex 
cellent article on the subject of country 
roads, by Prof. N. H. Shaler, of Harvard 
University. The Prof Lys: 

This field of activity is not one which 
can be advantageously cultivated by 
ignorant men whatever bo their natural 
capacities, or the measure of the experi 
ence which they May save derived from 
a wise use of their blunders. ‘his art 
demands a wide and well-founded train 
ing. Itaust rest, indeed, upon a good 
knowledge of several nathral sciences 
No amount of general determination t 
improve our conditions in this economic 
field will be frnitfal unless we provide 
our communities with men who are well 
trained for the work which is to be 

done. Unless provision is at once 
made to educate roadmasters, the 
present access of interest in this 
art will lead inevitably to a 
vast array of costly inistakes which will 
be likely to discourage our people, and 
to lead them to the conviction that their 
new estate is worse than the old, At 
present there are probably not fifty en 
gineers in the United@States who have 
been properly trained for the work of 
constructing highways. There may be 
several times this nomber who are 
more or less satisfactorily expert in con- 
structing city streets; but that particu- 
lar task, though difficult enough, is, as 
compared with that which the rural 
highway engineer has to take up, of a 
relatively simple nature, Few, if any, 
of our engineering-schools pay any par- 
ticular attention to this science and art. 
The question of common ways is treated 
incidentally, and with ne emphasis at 
¢ll commensurate with its importance. 
There is practically no effort made to 
develop specialists in this profession. 

The first step towards our new dis- 
pensation is to persuade our greater 
schools to undertake the systematic ed- 
ucation of road masters, giving to the 
task the same care which they devote te 
the preparation of yonng men for rail 
way or hydraulic engineering. 

The next question for the reformer in 
the matter of road-building concerns 
the method by which the work of con- 
struction, improyement and repair can 
be insured against the evils of ignor- 
ance. 


St. Thomas’ Way. 


In building macadamized roads in St. 
Thomas, the stone is supplied from the 
quarries in three grades of coarseness; 
1, screenings, consisting of the stone 
dust, and small particles of stone not 
oyer five-eighths of an inch in diameter; 
2, egg, consisting of what passes over 
the five-eighths inch screen and will 
pass through a one and one-half inch 
ring; 8, tailings, or what is too large for 
the one and one half inch screen, averag- 
ing from two and onehalf to three 
inches in size, A first coating of the 
largest size as above mentioned, six 
inches thick in the middle of the road 
and four inches at the sides, is laid on a 
prepared sub-grade and rolled until it is 
well consolidated. If possible, it is well 
watered or advantage is taken of wet 
weather to facilitate the binding of the 
materials. This is coated over with 
stone of the second size to a depth of 
three inches and the road is again thor- 
oughly rolled. On this is placed 
a layer of screenings sufficient to 
fill the surface interstices between 
the stones and to cover them about 
an inch This last coat, like the 
preceeding one, is watered and well roll- 
ed. In place of screenings, fine gravel 
or very coarse and perfectly clean river 
sand may be used, but on no account is 
fine or dirty pit sand permissable, 
Coarse pit sand may be allowed after 
having been thoroughly washed so as to 
remove all earthy matter and the finer 
particles of sand, which would work 
down between the stones, prevent them 
from binding, andconyert the macadam 
in a short time into a loose mass of 
rounded stone. The ‘great object is to 
cause the stone to consolidate under 
traflic into a firm, compact and smooth 
roadway through the stones being wedg 
ed together among themgelyes. If any 
loose, earthy or other fine materia] be 
mixed with the stones they cannot 
become so consolidated.--Municipal 
World. .

to be grafted two inches below the our 
face of the ground; then with a fine 
saw cut a V shape three inches in 
depth perpendicularly, tapering to a 
point at the bottom. Cut the scion at 
the lower end to correspond with the 
cat in the stump, being careful to make 
tho bark of the scion match the inner 
bark ofthe stump; then pack the soil 
firmly about the graft and cover the 
stump level with the surface of the 
surrounding soil 

Scions should be of the ordinary size for 
cleft grafting. No tying or waxing will 
be needed. The gain by this method is 
that one year’s time is saved, as we do

THE GREENHOUSE 


Vinns and Specifeations for Muattding a 


Cheap nnd Gool One 





The accompanying iHlnatration shows 
the plan for a greenhouse which is cheap 
aud gives a different temperature in the 
various parts of the house, yet is heated | 
with only one fire, It really consists of 
two small greenhouses joined together 
as shown, The front part is ten feet 
wide and twenty-two feut long. Ihave } 
used thia greenhouse for two winters 
and it works admirably. I grow palina 
and hothouse plants in one section, and

primroses, cinerivins and cool green- 
house planta in the other, and all thrive 
satisfactorily. ‘lo build the house I dug 
in the ground two and a half feet, then 
set in oak posts eight feet long, sinking 
then three feet in the ground. This 
left the walls five feet high, except the 
south wall, which is only fonr feet high. 
This wall, being low Jets in plenty of 
sunshine. The framework is oak scant 
ling, two by three inches, and the walls 
are made of oak boards one inch thick. 
Then earth is bauked up to the top of 
the wall, and sodded. The rafters on 
the south side are seven feet long; all 
the other rafters are four and one-half 
feet long. 

Tho letter a indicates the position of 
the stove, which is an old-fashioned 
wool heating stove, for which I paid 
$1.50. The legs are let off and it is set 
on bricks s0 as to place it law down, 
and over itis buili*the cutting bench, 
the bottom of the bench being two feet 
frou the top of the stove. A large pot 
of water is kept on the stove to main- 
tain due moisturo inthe air. A large 
piece of sheet iron is placed between the 
stove and the wall; another piece is ar- 
ranged so as to be easily moved in and 
out between the top of the stove and the 
bottom of the cutting bench, The dot- 
ted lines show where the flue pusses 
from the stove,. The flue is made of 
six inch tile except one joint of stove- 
pipe next the stove. ‘This tile is sup- 
ported by strong galvanized wire, fasten- 
ed to the wall at aue end, and to the rail 
on the flower bench at the other end. 
The joints of tile ave luted together 
with wet clay, which makes it eusy to 
take them down for cleaning ont the 
soot, which must be done about once a 
month in winter. The bench indicated 
by b and c is built high enongh to allow 
twoand one-half feet space under it, 
which gives room to get under to put 
wood in the stoye; b is a bed of helio- 
trope which is always in bloom, and cis 
where the carnations are grown for 
winter blooming. 

‘The fire is allowed to burn its full 
force only in zero weather, when it must 
be looked after every four hours. In 
moderately cold weather it may be left 
all night. There is always a difference } 
of ten to twelve degrees between the > 
middle and the ends of the greenhouse. 
At d is the rose bench, where roses are 
grown for cut flowers, a Merechal Niel 
being in the end nearest the fire. The} 
bench is two feet high; e is the place for 
begonias and young palins; f, smilax, | 
the bench low down; g, coleus, begon- | 
ias, etc.; h, a large palm; i, a tall plant, | 
All the benches, k, ] and m, are used for 
plants for sale. The walks are two feet 
wide. The door is in the west end, and 
a storm door is built outside, I did all 
the work myself, and the greeshouse 
cost me fifty dollars. Witha few cold 
frames in addition it will, if well man- 
aged, turn out $200 to $3800 worth of 
plants and cut flowers per year, 

Still, if the purse will adinit, I advise 
to build it on the level ground and not 
dig. Use two thicknesses of boards and 
put tarred paper between them, as the 
building will then last much longer, 
will not beso damp in continued wet 
weather, and avill then allow old frames 
to be placed outside the east wall. My 
honse has a good drain, which is indis- 
pensable for a house built below the level 
of the ground. —Amorican Agriculturist. 


Splitting Cabbage Stems, 

A description is given of a method for 
arresting the growth of cabbage heads 
nearly mature, and thereby preventing 
their cracking. This is performed by 
cutting the cabbage stem half or two 
thirds across with a sharp pruning knife 
and then extending the cut either up or

DRAINING A SWAMP. 


The Depth and Capacity of Drains That 
WIT Do dt 

A correspondent of the Country Gent 
leman makes this statement and pro 
pounds his queries I am draining a 
awamp Which in some places is muck 
down three foet and in others not more 
than two feet, and then it is hardpan 
How deep should I lay tile in order to 
drain it, and how large tile had I better 
use? The paper answered 

The land spoken of is difficult to drain 
Decause of the varied churacter of the 
soil. If the drains are not placed much 
below the hardpan where it comes near 
est the surface, then the moisture from 
the places where the muck is deep will 
often rise to the surface by capillary at 
traction. 

The objects in draining are many ; one 
is, to carry off the stagnant water 
in the soil, and another to prevent cold 
water from rising to the surface by 
capillary attraction where, by evapora 
tion, the land is cooled and the growth 
of many of the cultivated plants ar 
rested. 

In the land described the drains should 
be laid 8} feet deop and not more than 
40 fect apart, One thousand tiles will 
be sufficient for an acre, Before enter 
ing upon the work a few rules shonld 
be carefully observed in underdraining 
land. 

The work should be well done 

If there is danger of silt ontering the 
joints of the tiles, strips of tar red build 
ing paper 2 by 4 inches wide, should en 
circle the joints for three fourths of 
their upper circumferences 

Avoid so far as possible mains and 
sub-mains; that is, do not join the 
drains, but make each one pirallel or 
nearly s0, to the others, even if the 
drains have to depart from a straight 
line, or deep digging hus to be resorted 
to in order to get through high knolls. 

Figs. 1 and 2 show the two systems of 
draining. It will be seon that the mein 
drain in Fig. 1 is not a drain, but a con. 
duit for carrying off water, In some 
cases these mains are not to be avoided, 
In that case they should always be a 
few inches deeper than the laterals and 
the laterals should enter near the top of 
the main and ata sharp angle, in order 
that the flow of water in the main may 
not be disturbed. In case the laterals 
enter at right angles or nearly so to the 
main drain, the capacity ofit is reduced, 
so that it is not difficult to reduce it one 
half by a little carelessness or by a lack 
of knowledge of the principles of good 
draining. 

It is always safest to use pipe tile. For 
a long while in England inch pipes were 
used, but they had to be furnished with 
collars in order to keep the joints in per- 
fect line. It was found in practice that 
a little larger tile without collars was 
quite as cheap and just as efficient.

Where drains are laid deep and without 
afair amount of descent, a two inch 
tile will carry the water of 2,000 to 5,000 
linear feet of drain. From 5,000 to 15,- 
000 feet a three inch pipe will be requir- 
ed. This of course means that the 
drains are to carry oft only the water 
which falls upon the land; if additional 
water is to be curried, then the tiles 
must be increased in size accordingly. 

In spongy land, or where it is difficult 
to get a firm foundation for the tiles, 
two methods are in vogue, Boards of 
about six inches width of some fairly 
durable wood are laid upon the yielding 
bottom of the ditch, The tiles are laid 
upon these boards, and where clay is 
handy they may be partially imbedded 
with it. In other cases the smaller 
tiles are placed instead of larger ones— 
that is, the large tiles are made to serve 
as collars to keep the tile in line and 
from sinking. In any case, it may be 
said that too much pains can hardly be 
taken in draining this class of land. In 
time, as the water is carried from the 
land, the parts of the ditch where no 
clay is present will be inclined to sink, 
while the other parts do not; soit might 
be well to give the ditch extra fall 
where it leaves the peaty land and enters 
upon the clay, 

To give all the information that is 
desired, a map of the land should have 
been furnished, giving the size of the 
field, its surroundings, and the direction 
of the outlet. My advice to the ques 
tioner is to spend a great doal of timo 
upon planning the work before entering 
upon it, If well done, it will last for a 
century; if badly done, itis often more 
expensive to repair the ditch than it was 
to lay it at the first 

The Earth In Miniature, 

Four leading French scientists, Villard, 
Cotard, Seyrig and Tissandiecr, have suc- 
ceeded in making a wonderful model of 
the earth. It Is a huge sphere, 42 feet in 
fliameter, and has painted upon its outside 
all the details of the earth's geography 
At Paris, where this pigmy world is being 
exhibited, an lron and glass dome has been 
prected over the globe. The building is 
eight-sided and is well provided with ele- 
vators and stairways, which make it an 
easy task for the visitor to thoroughly ox- 
amino ‘all parts of the world.’ The globe 
weighs 13 tons, but is so nicely balanced 
that it can be casily rotated by a small 
handwheel, The entire surface area is 525 
feet which Is sufficlont to exhibit aX the 
mountains, rivers, islands, citles, etc., even 
to the principal thoroughfares the latter,

PLANTING AND PRUNING TREES. 


Joseph Meehan Tells of Karly Successes In 
the Fall, 

If it were better known how success 
ful the early planting of trees in the fall 
is, I ain sure we should seo inany more 
trees planted in September and October 
than we now do. I have tried for many 
years to get persona to plant in late 
September in preference to waiting 
longer, and lam sure that those who 
have followed my advice have been | 
more than usually successful with their 
trees But it is such up hill work to 
get many personas to believe that it is 
proper to plant before leaves fall off, 
that but little progress has beon made 

In regard to waiting for the leaves to 


\ fall, I have often shown them trees in | 


full leaf which would be stripped of 


| 

their leaves in a night by frost, and I | 

have put the question to them if it mat 
tered to the trees whether I stripped the | 
! 


leaves or Jack Frost did it For my 
part, I would prefer to plant deciduous 
trees in early October than at any other 
time. It has been within my experience 
several times to see large blocks of trees 
dug up in early October, to be replant 
ed. Whensuch work is in progress, it 
is cugtomary to hoel the trees in fora! 
while as they are dug, until the replant | 
ing commences. Very often the trees 
reinain heeled in for two or three weeks 
or more. At the end of this time, those 
who are in doubt as to the wisdom of 
early planting should see these trees. 

I have referred before in my writings 
to ny success some years agoin planting 
aswall orchard of fruit trees in lite 
September. The collection consisted of 
pears, quinces, cherries and plums. The 
leaves were stripped off, the trees prun- 
ed, planted and watered, and, though 
the weather was dry and hot, I did not 
lose a tree. I advocate this early plant 
ing, knowing as | do that new roots are 
formed at once, and by the time winter 
comes it does not find newly planted 
trees, but, practically, established ones, 
for the new roots are there to carry it 
safely through the winter. In fact, after 
the arrival of the first of September I 
never fear to plant trees, for none are 
ever lost by it. 


PROPERLY PRUZED PIN OAK. 

The question if often asked, how much 
should a trausplanted tree be pruned?— 
aud it is indeed a difficult one to answer, 
so much depending on the kind of tree. 
Trees with numerous small roots need 
but little pruning, except for the pur- 
pose of shaping them. Maples among 
trees, and nearly all shrubs, are in this 
class. On the other hand, oaks, mag- 
nolias, hickories and tulip poplars will 
servo as subjects to illustrate those with 
but few roots, which will need close 
pruning. Even the pin oak, which has 
more small roots than many other oaks, 
is the better for a good pruning. Plant- 
ers here prune it much as in the above 
illustration, which shows that fully 
two thirds of its branches haye been cut 
away. When itis black, white or any 
other oak (save the swamp white, which, 
with the pin, is easier to transplant than 
some others), even closer pruning is 
exercised. Hickories are extremely hard 
to transplant. If they are seedlings 6 to 
8 feet high, and have never been trans- 
planted, nothing should be left but the 
main stem. It will be better to dig 
under them a year in advance, chopping 
off the tap root at about one foot under 
ground, and pruning the tops at the 
same time.—Jos. Meehan, in Country 
Gentleman.

12.—The Imperial party 
of Alexander LI. arrived 

here yesterday in typical Moscow weather, 

The sky was dull, the thermometer wis 

two degrees below the freezing point, and 

a north wind blew fitfully throughout the 

day. Although thousands were busy all 

night putting the city in mourning for the 
late Czar, the streets at daybreak looked 
asifsome great festival was to be cele 
brated. But for the heavy folds of black 

which hung high and low on all walls a 
person would have thought that the crowds 
thronging every corner turd open space 
had come to celebrate a national holiday 
rather than to lament the death of a power 
ful monarch. Such universal 
activity and such enormous numbers of 
peasants, tourists and soldiers had not 
been seen here since the coronation of 
Alexander HTL., more than ten yeirs ago. 

Aside from the draping of the buildings, 
the decorations in the strects along the 
route consisted of high poles wound with 
black and white and joined with streamers 
and crossed strands of evergreen. Hun- 
dreds of draped portraits of Alexander 
Ill. were displayed in the windows of 
shops and private houses. 

The train with the body arrived at 10.40 
o'clock. The Czar Nicholas L1., as soon as 
he alighted, was saluted by the Grand 
Duke Serguis, the Metropolitan of Moscow 
and Koloma, the high cler, y, the command- 
ant and civil governor, members of court, 
the chief nobility, the mayor, many gene- 
rals and others officers, All stood bare- 
headed. The procession was then formed 
in groups as had beeu arranged, and the 
generals carried the coffin to the dais in the 
temporary chapel near the station, Four 
of them removed the pall and the Metro- 
politan read a short service. The four 
generals who had removed the pall bore 
the coffin slowly to the funeral car in the 
station yard, 

Three guns from the Kremlin gaye the 
signal that all the 180 groups to be formed 
in the column, fall into the fifteen divi- 
sions of the procession. Three more guns, 
and the divisions took their places in the 
line ; three more guns, and, amid the toll- 
ing of athousand bells, the head of the 
huge column moved off slowly toward the 
red gate. The master of ceremonies rode 
first on ablack charger. Behind him came 
the second and third companies of the 
Moscow house-hold dragoons with a band 
of trumpeters ; two companies of grena- 
diers with enormous antique helmets, 
their marshal mounted and in the deepest 
mourning; the first company of the 
dragoons, acompany of cadets from the 
Imperial Alexander academy; court 
lackeys, the family standard of the 
Romanoffs, the red war standard; Alex- 
ander III.’s charger, richly caparisoned 
and led by two staff offiers in mourning ; 
the stable servants of the imperial house- 
hold; the banner and arms of Moscow ; 
the imperial nayal flag, carried by an 
admiral and supported by captains; an 
immense black silk mourning banner and 
an equally large white banner, each car- 
ried by staff officers, assisted by sub 
ordinates; the Grand Escutcheon of the 
Fmpire, borne by four major-generals ; 
the Grand Standard of the double eagle, 
carried by two major-generals and two 
colonels. 

‘Then came a deputation of city officials, 
numerous societies and delegations off 
merchants, shopkeepers, workingmen and 
peasants, all marching abreast; the mayor 
of Moscow and the mayors of all other 
towns in the government of Moscow; 
noblemen, conspicuous citizens and head 
marshals, three abreast and in heavy 
mourning. the governor and vice-goyernor 
of Moscow; delegates from local assemblies 
and ministries and the judges of the dis 
trict; squadron of dragoons; two heralds, 
four colonels with reversed swords and 
officials carrying on cushions of gold bor- 
dered with silver the decorations of the 
late Emperor; the imperial regalia, includ- 
ing the banner, shield, sword, ball, sceptre 
and great crown, borne on golden cush- 
ions; also the crowns of Poland, Siberia, 
‘Tauria and Astrachan; the Emperor's war 
sword, brought from St, Petersburg to 
Moscow; the historical insignia of Mos 
cow; the clergy in the long robes and high 
hats of office, with the metropolitan of 
Moscow and Kolomna at the head, all 
carrying lighted tapers; the court clergy 
and confessor and the proto-presyyltery 
Janeschofl, holding aloft the picture of a 
saint. 

The funeral car, which came next, was 
drawn by eight horses led by eight major 
generals, The tassels of the canopy were 
held by four adjutant-generals, flanked by 
sixty cadets bearing torches, Direetly be 
hind them rode Kmperor Nicholas IL, 
alone, looking pale but resolute. His unt 
form was half hidden in crape. The order 
was then: Count Woronzoff Dachekolf, 
Minister of the Imperial court; the com 
mandant of the guards and eight adjutant 
neorals; the Prince of Wales alone, the 
Grand Duke Michael Nicoluevitech, the 
Grand Duke Sergius, the Grand Duke 

Alexander Michuelovitch, the King of 
Prince Alexander Petroviteh and 
the Duke of Oldenburg, excorted by adja 
tant-generals,

Kung and the Grand Council held Satur- 
day, ib was determined that the court and 
the personnel of the government shall leave 
the capital before it falls into the hands of 
the Jupanese, 

It is believed that an entente exists be- 
tween Viceroy Li Hung Chang and Japan. 
It is even said he has gone to Port Arthur 
to watch the operations there, instead of 
following the command of the Emperor to 
proceed to Pekin, Many of his relatives 
have vanisbed quietly taking with them 
their valuable and personal effects. 

The humanity of the Japanese, which 
has caused the people of Manchuria to 
welcome them as friends and deliverers, 
and the unexpected display they have 
made of splendid statecraft have created 
consternation in Pekin. 

Lonpon, Noy. 12.—The Pall Mall Ga- 
zotte’s despatch from Chee Foo says that 
Port Arthur has been captured. The de- 
sputch also says that five Chinese torpedo 
boats passed Chee Foo at an early hour 
yesterday morning, steaming in the direc- 
tion of Wei-Hai-Wei. 

A despatch from Shanghai to the Cen- 
tral News says the Emperor of China has 
had asevere attack of fever. The same 
despatch says that the power of Viceroy 
Li Hung Chang is gradually waning. 

Thirty thousand Chinese are awaiting a 
chance to leave New Chwang. 

The Tokio correspondent of the Central 
News says: “Unofficial returns say that 
Gen. Oyana has captured the Talien Wan 
batteries and Kinchow, that Port Arthur 
has been inves-ed and the two outer forts 
have been taken, and that a Chinese steam 
torpedo layer has been captured. The 
oflicial despatches there haye not reached 
here. Mr, Otter, formerly Japanese minis- 
ter in Seoul, has been made a privy coun- 
cillor in recognition of his services.” 

A special steamer has arrived at Hwang 
Chu with despatches as to the course of 
the war in Corea. “Kinchow was taken 
by the Japaneso on November 4. The 
garrison consisted of some 1,200 infantry 
und artillery, The batteries were very 
badly served during the defence, 

“The first division of the Japanese army 
mlvanced to the attick with spirit on the 
morning of the 4th, The resistance of the 
Chinese was feeble. The fire from their 
guns was weak and ill-directed, and the 
outlying fort works were cleared quickly. 
A panic then took place in the troops. 
They abandoned their guns, standards 
and stores and fled in disorder, the infantry 
even casting aside their small arms in 
their haste. The defence was so weak 
tha’ «nly a few Japanese were wounded, 
but twenty or thirty Chinese were killed 
and wounded, It is believed that many 
of th: garrison had deserted on the 3rd 
when they became conyinced the battle 
was at hand, 

“After the victory the first division 
joined the second division in investing 
Talien Wan. In the evening of the next 
day (Noy. 5) fire was opened on the Chin- 
esé position. Onthe 6th the works were 
carried with arush. ‘The garrison of 3,000 
men hardly waited to resist the attack. 
They fired a few shots and then fled to- 
ward Port Arthur, strewing the road with 
their firearms, swords, drums and stand- 
ards.

CANADA PACIFIC ENTERPRISE. 


A New Line Said to Ke 
Niagara Valls 
BUFFALO, Nov, 12.—For 
there has becn more or less talk about the 
Canadian Pacific coming into Buffalo, but 
it has never developed into anythiug of a 
definite nature, Lf, however, the infor 
mation that has recently come to tills city 
is correct, and it came from a source that 
is apparently entirely reliable, this great 
corporation his finally completed its plans 
to build a line of its own into thi 
but nothing is known as to when dt will 

do so. 

Ever since the electric road from Chip- 
pewa to Quecnstown was built and all 
doubt as to the Canadian Pacifle being 
vitally interested in the enterprise dissi- 
pated, it has been confidently believed that 
the great aim of the company was to 
secure such a footing as the Falls 
as would enable it to offer the most allur 
ing inducements to the travelling public. 

It wiil be remembered that several years 
ago a charter was obtained to buildin 
bridge at the Falls. Later a line was 
surveyed on this side of the river and lead- 
ing toa point in the city that warranted 
the conclusion then formed by those who 
were watching the movements of the 
Company that thelr intentions was to 
build this bridge between the present car- 
riage or upper Suspension Bridge and the 
Cantilever Bridge used by the M.C. It 
would seem in the light of more recent 
development that this was simply a blind 
to cover up the real intentions of the 
company. It appears according to the 
Courier that the company deemed it advis- 
able to head off any opposition that might 
possibly come from the company that 
controls the upper Suspension Bridge and 
soa deal was made it is stated under which 
it was arranged that when the C. P. R. 
was ready to come to this side of the river 
from Canada certain alterations should be 
made in the bridge which would make the. 
structure available for railroad purposes 
both by steam and electric motor as well 
as foot passengers and conveyances. 

The plan is to first build a steel arched 
bridge underneath the present structure 
for a carriage way and foot passengers 
when that work is completed and ready 
for use. The present bridge is to be re- 
placed by a modern steel railroad bridge 
of sufficient capacity to admit of the pas- 
sage of railroad trains and electric cars. 

It will be at once seen that if a scheme 
of this character were carried out and 
trainsof the Canadian Pacific were run 
over such a bridge travellers would be 
bfought closer to the cataract while en 
route than they now are by any road run- 
ning to the Falls. The value of such a 
position is quite obvious, particularly when 
one reflects on the fact that it would make 
the Canadian Pacific master of the situa- 
tion so far as any likelihood of any other 
road being able to bridge the Niagara 
gorge so faras the other side of itis con- 
cerned. : 

The understanding is that the company 
has its right of way all secured and the 
line laid out in readiness to build when it 
is prepared to carry its plan into effect. 
The statementis made that it will bridge 
Niagara river from a point above the city 
of Niagara Falls to Navy Island and from 
that island to Grand Island. Then it will 
build its road from the foot to the head of 
Grand Island and from that point will 
reach Strawberry Island and the mainland 
by bridges, It will be remembered that 
some time ago the sale of Strawberry 
Island to «a company was recorded, and 
much was said at that time about what 

-Was to be done in the way of utilizing it 
for immense docks, ete. It is now said 
*that the sale was a blind to cover up the 
plans of the Canadian Pacific. 

How it proposes to come up into the city 
after it again strikes the mainland is not 
known, but, having accomplished so much 
as hus been herewith outlined, it is not 
likely that they have lost sight of so im- 

yortuint © wD itter, aud now that so much 
« known of its plans and intentions in all 
probability more developments will even- 
tually follow. Ifthe line is to be built as 
stated it will be the shortest of any road 
running between Bulfalo and the Valls,

The Prime Minister did not reveal the 
exact line of diplomacy to be followed te 
reach the desired end, but stated that it 
hud received the sanction of the Cabinet, 
and would effect such an arrangement 
with Russia as would be counter to the 
French policy. An article which ap 
peared in the Daily News signed 
“Diplomat,” but known to have 
been inspired by Lord Rosebery, 
urges the settlement of both European 
and Asiatic difficulties with Russia and 
suggests the construction of extensive 
Russo-Asiatic railways to me:t the stra- 
tegic lines in India, making a continuous 
trading connection. ‘ Diplomat" argues 
that every advance made by Russia in 
Asia within assigned limits ought to be 
welcomed, not only with the least misgiy- 
ing, but with the -most positive satisfac- 
tion. 

With regard to the effect upon Europe 
of an entente, such as the one in view, 
“Diplomat " asserts that the Deitbund has 
brought the natives of the localities con- 
cerned to the verge of bankruptcy. With 
England and Russia friends, however, all 
Europe would be compelled to follow theit 
example. The monstrous system now ip 
voxue, he declares, cannot survive to the 
end of the presént centiry, 

No policy stich as advocated by ‘ Dip 
lomat,’’ however, has been foreshadowed 
by uny Government organ, and it is gener 
ally believed that Lord Rosebery grounds 
his plans upon the hope that the regime of 
Emperor Nicholas I. wili be favorable to 
the establishment of close relations be 
tween the two countries, 

Michael Davitt has written an open 
letter denouncing Cardinal Vaughan and 
many priests for trying to coerce Catholic 
votes in the London School Board elec 
tions. He says that no obligation rests on 
Catholic laymen to think as do the priests 
on the election of & commoner or member 
of the school board. Like the Archbishoy 
of Canterbury and Lord Salisbury, Cardi 
nal Vaughan, he thinks, ison the side of 
Toryism and with them represents the 
anti-Irish feeling. 

Tr is expected that Lord Jersey's report 
on the Ottawa colonial conference will be 
issued this week. If his lordship’s private

POULTRY RAISING. 


One thing that tends to make low prices 
from this time on is that a good per cent 
of the poultry sent to market lacks much 
of being in condition, and this, with the 
quantity, helps to lower prices. 

All roosts should be level or parallel 
with each other, Where a series of roosts 
ix so arranged that the rear roosts are 
kigher than those in front, the hens will 
always crowd up into the higher places. 

Wheat bran should always be scalded 
before feeding, as it is not relished other- 
wise. For fattening chicks for market 
cornmeal that has been scalded will often 
induce them to eat more and to fatten 
more rapidly. 

When the young poultry are confined in 
small runs it will babest to change every 
few days to fresh g#und in order to avoid 
filth. Notonly will the chickens enjoy the 
change, but better health will be main- 
tained. 

As soon as the hens begin to moult there 
is always a liability that they will begin 
to pluck feathers fyom one another, and as 
soon as one hen learns it she teaches it to 
another. ‘The only suré cure is to kill the 
hen, and the sooner it is done the better. 


THE CHURCHES.

His Lectures on Canada, 


STABILITY OF TRADE CONDITIONS 








Sic Charles Refers to the Evér-Increasing 
Trade and the Economic Conditions and 
Resources of Caunda—Sir Frank Smith 
Writes to the Times With Reference to 
the Proposed Line of Fast Steamships. 


Epinpuren, Noy, 18.—Sir Charles Tup- 
per, Canadian High Commissioner, de- 
livered a lecture before the Geographical 
Society yesterday upon the resources and 
“eneral economic condition of the Do- 
minion of Canada, He dilated upon the 
influence of Federation upon the economic 
position of the Dominion as seen in the 
enormous developments of trade and com- 
merce and the prosperity of the country 
generally since the establishment of the 
Dominion, especially in the expansion of 
foreign commerce. 

Canada’s trade in 1893-04, he said, was 
the highest ever reached, and the increase 
since 1577 had been 90 per cent. The sta-

bility of trade had been remarkable in 
Spite of the McKinley law, the financial 
disturbance and the fall of prices, Canada 
having been little affected, 

The demand for staple products and ex- 
ports was as high asever, The salvation 
of the country lay in the soundness of its 
banking system and the prudence of its 
traders, The excellence of the national 
credit had been shown in the success of 
the recent loan, which was now at par. 
He referred to Canada’s extensive coal and 
jron resources and deposits of nickel, and 
expressed his belief that wheat would con- 
tinue to be the great staple product of the 
Northwest long after the United States 
had ceased to grow it at a profit or to ex- 
port, 

The French treaty, said Sir Charles, had 
senled the powerof Canada to regulate ex- 
ternal trade relutions, The Ottawa con- 
ference would do much to promote inter- 
colonial and imperial trade, the develop- 
ment of steamship lines and ocean cables, 

Sir Charles will deliver addresses in the 
course of a week at Aberdeen and Dundee.

WHERE IS J. S. KERNEGOOD? 


An American Who Was Last Seon at St. 
Thomus, Out, 

Rochester, N.Y., Noy. 13.—Jacob S 
Kernegood, who formerly resided in this 
city and whose home is now in New York, 
has disappeared in a very strange and 
mysterious manner. Mr. Kernegood is 
employed as a travelling salesman by Ber- 
nard L, Price, a clothing manufacturer 
doing business on Green street in New 
York M 

Last week he started out from Omaha 
on an eastbound Michigan Central train 
at St. Thomas, Ont, He was preparing to 
retire to his berth just after the train left 
St. Thomas. Since then he has not been 
seen. The next stop of the train was at 
Buffalo and it did not stop again until 
Syracuse was reached, It passed through 
Rochester about two o'clock on Sunday 
morning. 

At Syracuse it was discovered that Mr. 
Kernegood was not on the train. Hiscloth- 
ing, satchel and shoes were in the sleeper. 
The entire train was searched, but Mr. 
Kernegood could not be found. The only 
explanation that can be given is that the 
man cither walked from the train in his 
sleep or that he became suddenly insane 
and jumpedoff. Mr. Kerneood is 46 years 
old and has dark hair, long black mous- 
tache and short cut side whiskers. He is 
5 feet 7 inches in height and weighs 146 
pounds, 


Now Westminster Murder Case. 

NEW WESTMINSTER, B.C., Nov. 13.— 
After consideration of the case, Mr, E, P. 
Dayis, of Vancouver, said he would not 
call any witness for the defence of his 
client, Sidney W. Lobb, of Nanaimo, who 
ischarged with shooting his wife. Mr. 
Davis intended to place before the jury 
Mr, Lobb's statement of how the shooting 
was done, that the revolver was discharg- 
¢d by the deceased and leave this state- 
ment to weigh aguinst the suspicions of 
the prosecution. Mr. Leamy, for the 
Crown, insisted on the technical right of 
delivering the last speech to the jury. 
Mr, Davis then reconsidered his decision, 
and on Saturday placed two witnesses in 
the box, both Vancouver surgeons who 
had been subpceenaed by the Crown.

NcGingan, formerly of Stratford, Ont., 
thought that the fatal wound might easily 
have been inflicted by the deceased. His 
colleague also judged from the position 
and surroundings as described and agreed 
that death might have been caused by the 
act of the deceased. 

No court was held yesterday and a ver- 
dict will be reached to-night. 





Serious Dynamite Accidont at Ottawa. 

» QtTTawa, Novy. 13.—Shortly after begin- 
ning work yesterday a serious accident 
happened in a drain on Cathcart street, 
where Frederick May, who lives at the 
corner of King and Bolton streets, was 
badly injured by a premature discharge of 
dynamite. He, with two others, was pre- 
paring the charge, when the cartridge 
went off, badly shattering May about the 
face and arms. His companions miracu- 
lously escaped injury, The poor “fellow 
was taken to the Catholic Hospital, where 
it was found that his injuries were of the 
most horrible character, and will probably 
result in death. His face was torn badly, 
being ripped open from the chin to the 
right ear, and upper lip terribly lacerated. 
The flesh on his right arm was torn off 
from the elbow to the shoulder, so that the 
joints and bones are exposed. The doctors 
think that he will dic from the effects of 
the explosion. 








His Wife Saved His Life,

CHINA'S FLERE RAN AWAY 


Or There Would Have Been a Naval 


Fieht at Talien Wan, 


TO CONCILIATE THE COMBATANTS 


The United States WILL Endeavor to Effect 
a Peace Settionent Between Chinn and 


Japau=-What the Latter WHI Clhatus 


as Indemnity—Groat Uritain’s Interests 


at Stako, 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13,—It ia understood 
the assurance which China has given re 
spocting the proposed mediation of the 
United States betwoen China and Japan 
do not favor arbitration but look only t« 
the use by the United States its good 
ofices in bringing the hostile countries to 
gother with a view to peace negotiations 
China’s pride will not permit her to accept 
the service of any country as an arbitrator 
but the situation is such that she will 
gladly accept the services of President 
Cleveland in arranging the preliminaries 
leading to a cessation of the troubles be 
tween herself and Japan, While there is 
little doubt that Japan will accept the 
friendly offices of the United States, as pro 
posed by Presideno Cloveland, there will 
be no cessation of aggressive movements 
on its part until a definite settlement has 
been made. 

Nothing oficial has been received at the 
State Department from either China or 
Japan. It is believed that definite replies 
will be received from both countries be- 
fore to-morrow. So far as China is con- 
cerned, it was not expected that her reply 
would be formally given until she had 
consulted Great Britain, and it is nob be- 
Heved that Great Britain will be willing 
that the United States alone shall gain 
the prestige which will naturally belong 
to this country from bringing the war toa 
close. Great Britain is more anxious than 
this country that hostilities should cease, 
but she wishes to have a voice in effecting 
this result, Another stumbling block will 
be the amount of the indemnity, Japan 
will doubtless hold ont for 100,000,000, 
while China will regard not more than 
half ®hat amount asthe proper figure, It 
will be a matter of great embarrassment 
for China in her present impoverished con- 
dition to raise so large a sum as Japan 
willoxact. It can only be done by in- 
creasing her duty on foreign importations, 
which is now about 5 per cent., and which 
in view of her treaty obligations will not 
be easy. Great Britain, which is the largest 
exporter of manufactured products to 
China, would be the first to protest against 
this increase in customs duties, and this is 
another consideration which will cause 
China not to act precipitately, but to await 
Great Britain's pleasure. 

Lonpon, Noy. 18.—A despatch from 
Tokio to the Central News says Count Ito 
Huobumi, the Japanese Prime Minister, 
reports that Japauese at Talien Wan have 
destroyed all the torpedoes laid by the 
enemy at that place and captured several 
torpedo boats with their apparatus, etc. 
The torpedo barracks at Talien Wan was 
occupied by the Japanese without disturb- 
ing the mines. Important maps of the 
position and all the torpedoes laid were 
also seized. When the Japanese fleet with 
transports entered Talien Wan Bay it was 
rufmored that a Chinese squadron had 
appeared outside and a naval encounter 
appeared imminent. Suddenly, however, 
the Chinese observing the Japanese fleet 
steamed rapidly away toward Wel-Hai- 
Wei. 

A despatch from Fusen, Corea, reports 
another rising of the Tong-Haks in the 
province of Kyong Sang Do, The rebels 
were dispersed by Japanese troops, who

NICHOLAS’ PEACEFUL POLICY. 


The New Czar Will Follow the Plan of 
Alexander, 

Sr. PeTerspurGc, Noy. 13.—M., De Giers, 
Minister of Foreign affairs, sent on Satur- 
day this circular to Russian Ministers and 
ambassadors abroad : 

“Our illustrions Sovereign upon assum- 
ing the supreme power conferred upon him 
by the inscrutable decrees of Providence, 
is firmly resolved to take to himself in all 
details the exalted task which his beloved 
father of imperishable memory undertook 
His Majesty willdevote allhis strength to 
the development of the internal welfare of 
Russia. He will dsviate in no way from 
the completely piific loyal and firm 
policy which has contributed so greatly to 
the general tranquility of the world. 

“ Russia will remain faithful to her tra- 
ditions and will endeavor to maintain 
friendly relations to all powers recogniz- 
ing as hitherto in the respect for right law 
and order the best guarantee of the safety 
of the nations. 

“At the opening of the glorious reign 
which now belongs to history the 
ruler’s goal was simply the ideal of a 
strongand happy Kussia, having proper 
regard for her own good, but at the same 
time without intending to injure anybody. 
To-day, at the beginning of a new reign, 
We avow the same principles with equal 
sincerity. We implore the Lord's blessing 
that these principles may be executed 
without modification fer many years and 
may produce invariably the expected bless- 
ings,” 

The circular ends with the request that 
its text be lnid before the government to 
which the recipient is accredited. 


IN A PITIABLE CONDITION. 


A Barquo Crowded With Sick Negroce 
Arrives at Verth Amboy, 

Perth Annoy, N.J., Nov. 13.—Tho 
American barque Robert S. Patterson, 
which has arrived here, was visited by the 
health officer, who found her crowded with 
negroes ina pitiable condition of suffering 
from disense, bad food and lack of cloth 
ing. The negroes were employed in the 
phosphate mines on the Island of Navassa, 
and being unable to stand the hard work, 
bad food and exposure to the climate, took 
passage for home aboard the vessel, which 
has no accommodations except for the 
crew. 

Seventy men were packed in between 
decks ina space 25 by 50 feet and suffered 
greatly from sea sickness and lack of ven 
tilation. A disease known as berri-berri, a 
form of scurvy, broke out, Three men 
died on the voyage and were buried at sea: 
three dled here and were buricd in the 
pauper burying ground belonging to the 
city, 

Dr. Ramsey, the health officer, applied 
for the admission of ten sick men to the 
Marine hospital at Staten Island, but was 
informed that only members of the ship's 
crew could be admitted. They will be 
tuken care of in the city’s emergen: y his- 
pital until they are well enough to be sent 
to their homes at Baltimore 
will tuke legal measures to abate this evil 
Lf possible

| Baily Hutedligeneer., 
TORONTO'S INVESTIGATION 


Full Powers to Be Given to Inquire 


Into Alleged Boodling. 


FINDINGS OF JUDGE M’'DOUGALL 


Alderman Stewart, Ho Snys, is Guilty on 
Two Occasions of Corruptly Solleiting 


Iribos of Monoy—Other Alilormon Aro 


Sald to be Connected With Him in These 
Dishonest Practices, 


Toronto, Noy. l4-«Judge MeDougall’s 
report was presented to the council last 
night by Mayor Kennedy. 

Tn regard to the judge's application for 
wider powers to make a fuller Investiga- 
tion, the Mayorsaid: “In the Nght of the 
testimony already given and the report 
thereon which I have in my hands, I 
would strongly urge upon the council the 
wisdom as well as the necessity of comply 
ing with the judge's request. It is clearly 
in the interest of good and clean govern 
ment of the city that the investigation now 
entered upon should be as extensive and 
exhaustive as possible. If it be true that 
members of this council are or have been 
wullty of selling theiv votes and influence 
in this chamber such charges, surprising 
and shocking as they are, should at 
be thoroughly inquired into, and if they 
are not true, the character of our alder 
men vindicated. If, unfortunately, the 
charges should have any foundation in 
fact the sooner the guilty ones ure located 
the sooner will the just men in the council 
breath freely, aud the council chamber be 
purged of those unworthy to sit and vote 
in it. 

A resolution: carrying out the reecom- 
mendations of the judge in this respect 
was moved by Ald. MeMurvrich, seconded 
by Ald. Poster, and unanimously carried. 

Ald. Stewart, whose conduct was so seri- 
ously condemned in the judge's report, 
was present at the Council meeting, and 
when the resolution was passed made a 
statement. At the last meeting at which 
he was present, he said, he had been grant- 
ed leave of absence. He knew that the in‘ 
vestigation was going on under terms of 
the resolution of the Council, and on the 
6th he received a subpona to attend. In 
the letter was $14, and as he had a return 
ticket he desired to hand back the money. 
He had read Judge McDougall’s finding 
in the papers and could hardly understand 
it. Nochuarge had been laid against him 
and he was there simply as a witness. He 
would like the Council to understand that. 
Yet his Honor brought him in guilty. 
He did not think it hardly British fair 
play. That was all he desired to say. 

The Mayor advised him to hand back 
the money to the court, aud with this the 
alderman resumed his seat and the mem- 
bers still sat in ominous silence. A mo- 
ment later the Mayor announced that Ald. 
Stewart's wife was ill and unconscious, 
and the alderman left the Council Cham- 
ber hastily. ‘The judge’s report was thus 
disposed of. 

Report of the Judge, 

Judge McDougall, in regard to the {n- 
vestigation just closed, reported his find 
ings as follows: 

1. I find upon the evidence submitted 
that after the City Bugineer had made his 
report upon the cost of establishing a civic 
plant and had also made his estimate of 
the cost of running the said plant, and be- 
fore Mr, McGowan’s report on the cost of 
running the said plant had been received 
or acted upon by the Fire and Light Com- 
mittee of the Council, Alderman William 
Temple Stewart, who was chairman of the 
Said committee, sent for Mr, John J. 
Wright, the manager of the Toronto Elec- 
trie Light Co., and informed him (Wright) 
that the aldermen had made up their 
minds to procure a civic plant for street 
lighting purposes, and thatif Mr, Wright’s 
company had any hopes of continuing their 
contract for electric lighting for the city 
after the expiration of the present contract 
the only way to defeat the project of estab- 
lishing a civic plant was to corruptly spend 
a&sumof money amongst certain alder- 
men. That he stated the sum required to 
effect that purpose was $13,000; and he 
gaye his own name and the names of four 
other aldermen as the persons amongst 
whom the said bribery fund would be dis- 
tributed and whose purchase would effect 
the defeat of the plan to establish a civie 
part, 

2. I find that in order to give some time 
to Mr. Wright to consider this corrupt pro- 
position that the said Alderman William 
Temple Stewart, chairman of the said Fire 
aud Light Committee, as aforesaid, stated 
thas he would adjourn a proposed meeting 
0- his committee. And I find on the evidence 
«iven that there was a meeting of the said 
¢ inmittee proposed to be held on the 25th 
day of June, 1894, but which was not 
called until the 27th day of June, 1894, 
Aud [find that the said Alderman William 
Temple Stewart, when asked in examina- 
tion ay.to the reason for the postponement 
of this meeting of his committee, untruth. 
fully stated that it was because Mr, Mc- 
Gowan's report was not ready, the fact 
being that Mr. MeGowan’s report was 
ready and in the printer’s hands prior to 
the 25th day of June. 

8. I find that subsequently, on the 14th 
day of September, the said Alderman Wil- 
liam Temple Stewart again sent for Mr. 
Wright, the manager of the Toronto Elec- 
tric Light Co. and submitted to him cer- 
tain figures which he (Stewart) stated were 
the fignres which would be inserted in the 
tender of the Toronto Railway Co. for 
street light. The said Alderman Temple 
Stewart admitted in his examination before 
me that such statement to Mr, Wright was 
false and that the figures shown were not 
the figures of the tender of the Toronto 
Railway Co, I find that the object of such 
false and dishonest statement was to de 
ceive and mislead the said Joho J. Wright, 
and, through him, the Toronte Electric 
Light Co, to induce them to putin a tender 
for lighting at prices Slightly below the 
alleged Toronto Railway Co.'s figures, in 
the belief that such false induced tender 
would prove unsuccessful.

4. I find further on the evidence,and asa 
proper conclusion to be deduced therefrom, 
that on or about the second day of Octo 
ber the sald Alderman William Temple 
Stewart, chairman of the Fire and Light 
Committee, again sent for Mr. Wright, At 
this time the tenders were all in and the 
tender of the Toronto Electric Light Com 


pany had proved to be the lowest, Alder 
man Stewart again made corrupt pro- 
posals to Mr. Wright, and suggested to

5ST, Perenspona, Nov. 14.—The prepara 
Lions for the reception of the body of Alex- 
wider IIT. in this city were hardly equal to 
those in Moscow and in consequence of a 
thaw followed by fog and a heavy snow 
fall, the procession lad to march through 
deep slush and mud. 

The heralds announced that the body 
would arrive at 10 o'clock in the morning 
The hotels were crowded to their fullest 
capacity with visitors from all parts of 
lussia and the continent, and windows 
niong the route of the procession had been 
readily rented days ago at 100 roubles, 

Preceding the ceremony of removing the 
from the Nicholas station to the 
fortress threo suns were fired, After the 
third fun the church bells were tolled and 
throughout the day minute guns were 
fired. When the funeral train arrived at 
the Nichols station, the weather was dull 
mid damp and chilly, and the streets were 
very muddy, ‘The station was crowded 
With the nobility of Russia and represen- 
tatives from every other European country 
and the long platform in front of the 
station was covered with black cloth. 

The hearse, with a silver and gold body, 
a golden canopy surmounted bya crown 
aod topped and edged with three white 
feathers, stood ready to receive the re- 
miuins of the dead Emperor, and around it 
Was ranged the guard of honor, all repre- 
sentatives of the navy. In addition to 
these there were a lurge number of clergy- 
men, choristers and others awaiting the 
arrival of the train. Beyond the limits pre- 
scribed by the police and military was an 
linmense crowd of people. 

Amid the solemn music of the band and 
the chanting of priests and singers, the 
long funeral train drawn by two locomo- 
tive with wide flaring smokestacks and 
wood piled high upon their tenders, slowly 
stole into the station until the mortuary 
car was opposite the steps leading to the 
hearse, when it came to a full stop. With 
candles and incense, the priests in a group 
lining the steps, the Metropolitan of St. 
Petersburg and the higher clergy at the 
top near by bowed a salute, the roll of the 
drums of the Grenadiers mingled with the 
chanting, showing the harmony of the 
tributes of the church and army to their 
former head. A boy choir began a chorus, 
in which the men joined, and the volume 
of yocal music swelled high upon the 
frosty air. The roofs of the houses were 
crowded with people as the procession 
moved at 10.30 o'clock.

“The Prince of Wales walked with the 


Czar Nicholas, each wearing a uniform 
similar to the one he wore in Moscow only 
more elaborate. This characterization is 
true to the whole procession. It was con- 
ducted upon the seme plan as that in Mos- 
cow, only more elaborately. ‘There were 
more horses caparisoned with flowing 
black and emblazoned with the arms of 
the various provinces, more regiments, 
ete., but except that the procession and 
ceremony were on « larger scale, every- 
thing was the same as last Sunday. The 
procession was divided into thirteen sec- 
tions, each headed by a master of cere- 
monies wearing a black and white scarf. 
The sections represented various degrees 
of mourning. The first section com- 
‘prised the late Czar’s companies in all the 
principal regiments followed by footmen 
and pages. 

The second section included the Czar’s 
family standards, the red military stand- 
ard andthe Czar’s charger, the former 
carried and the latter attended by superior 
officers, E 

The third section floated the standards 
of Siberia, Vetebsk, Bulgaria, etc., also 
carried by superior officers. 

The fourth section carried similar stand- 
ards, and like the second and third sec- 
tions was closed up by subalterns and the 
horses of leading officials, ~ 

The fifth section also carried various 
standards together with the Imperial pen- 
nant borne by a yice-udmiral, and the 
standards of the Empire in black and 
white silk. a 

The sixth section “included the great 
standard of the Empire, carried by two 
major-generals, two colonels and two 
superior officials, 

The seventh section was composed of 
peasants, burghers, merchants and dele- 
gations from yvrious places and the mayor 
and municipal authorities of St. Peters- 
burg. 

The sections from eight to eleyen inclu- 
sive were composed of delegations from 
local bodies, public officers and the 
Imperial household, the members and 
officials of the senate, the officials of the 
various chancellories, the secretaries of 
Finland and the Empire,the Imperial mini- 
sters and the members of the Imperial 
council, 

In the twelfth section were four colonels 
holding the four glaives of the Empire, 
points downward, and the dead Cyar’s 
medals and orders carried by officers of the 
army and nayy, 

In the thirteenth section were the choir 
of the Conventof Alexander Newsky and 
the Czar’s confessor, Father Yanichef. 
These were followed by the hearse drawn 
by eight horses, rencrals holding the tus- 
sels. On both sides of the hearse were 60 
pages, 80 on cach side, with lighted torches. 
Immediately after the hearse came the 
Czar Nicholas 11, wearing a general's 
uniform, with the Imperial household, the 
Prince of Wales, the King of Greece, the 
Russian Grand Dukes and their aldes, and 
a company of grenadiers, Following came 
the Czarina, Prineess Alix of Llesse-Darm- 


studt, the Duchess Xenia, the Grand 
Duchess Olgo, and a large number of 
equerries, companies and regiments The 


floor of the cathedral of St. Isaac's was 
covered with black cloth; the edifice, 
built of massive stone and full of dignity, 
was in sharp contrast to the gem-like 
cath dval of St, Michael the Archangel in 
Moscow. 

The procession arrived at the cathedral 
at 1.30 p.m. ‘The coflin was at once placed 
on the catafalquein the centre of the 
cathedral. The lying in state will con- 
tinue until the day of the funeral, Con- 
stant masses will be celebrated,

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MASSACRED BY CANNIBALS 


The Fate of European Settlers on 


South Sea Islands, 


TRADING POSTS LAID IN ASHES 


Tho Uprising Generalon All the Talande 


Near New Guinea The Victima Were 


Suljected to the Croellest Tortures and 
Afterwards Devoured by the Savages 
Volunteers to Avenge the Outrage, 


New York, Nov, lt A special from 
Vancouver, B.C., says: ‘According to 
latest advices from Australian by the 
steamer Miowera, word has been received 
at Sydney from the Bismarck Archipelago 
that a native uprising has taken place on 
all the islands near New Guinea, and that 
the European settlers have all been mut 
dered by the Kanakas 

“The steamer Three Cheers, of Sydney, 
reports calling at Admiralty Island and 
New Lreland with supplies, and finding 
the trading posts there in ashes and white 
men nowhere to be found, while the trad 
ine schooner was also burned to the water's 
edge. On the approach of the vessel to 
Admiralty Island the natives fled to the 
hills until not a soul remained in the vil 
lage that tho white men 
had come for vengeance 

“On landing the worst fears of the cap 
tain were realized. Traces of a cannibal 
feast of recent date were found. Withogt 
doubt all the inhabitants of the trading 
post had met with the most horrible of 
deaths, being tortured and afterwards de 
youred by the cannibals, Carlson «nod 
Miller, two of the victims, were promi- 
nent citizens of Sydney, and in that city 4 
movement Ison foot to ask the Govern- 
ment to allow a company of volunteers to 
visit Admiralty Island and avenge the 
death of their fellow-citizens, At New Ire 
land the Australian trading post was 
burned to the ground. A prominent white 
trader named Rodjohn was missing, while 
it is feared the entire white population 
have all met with a horrible death at the 
hands of the man-eating savages, Massa 
cres are also reported on other inlands. It

YAMAGATA'S ADVANCE IN MANCHURIA 


Two Divisions of the Japanese Army 


Marching to Meet the Chinese 


in Corea Causing Trouble—No 


Pope Watches the War, 


Lonpon, Nov. 15.—The Tokio ‘corre 
spondent of the Central News telegraphs: 
“Japan has nob yet received any peace 
overtures from China. If Japan accepts 
America’s offer of mediation she will do 
80 only upon certain conditions concern- 
ing the question of indemnity. It is under 
stood that Japan's actual outlay for the 
war up to the present has been about 
280,000,000, 

* Despatches from Field Marshal Yama 
gata say that he is continuing his advan 
in Manchuria. Hs left division Is march 
ing up on Sui-Yen, where a force of 20,000 
Chinese under Gen, Ma is encamped. The 
right division recently rceuted u large force 
of Chinese cavalry on the road to Lin-San 
Knan, which was occupied later without 
opposition from the Chinese. The division 
is now advancing upon Wo-Tin-Ting, 
where the Chinese under Gen, Tho have 
taken a position,” 

The ‘Tien-T'sin correspondent of the 
Times says: “ Prince Kung sent back to 
Port Arthur Gen. Shiu with 2,000 men. 
They made a vigorous defence custward of 
Kinchow on the seventh and fought 
throughout the day, They checked the 
Japanese advance thongh unsupported -by 
the other commanders. Another severe 
fight took place on the eighth when Gen 
Shiu was overcome by the Japanese then 
occupying Kinchow, Some thousand of 
refugees fleeing from Kinchow towards 
the villages in the vicinity were mistaken 
for the enemy by the Japanese who fired 
on them from the defences killing hun- 
dreds" 

The Times hears from Shanghai: “ The 
relations of Li Hung Chang and the Im. 
perial oflicials in Pekin are now close and 
apparently cordial,’’ 

From Chemulpo the Times has this 
despatch ;—"The rebellious Tonghaks are 
very active. The Japanese armed 400 
Corean soldiers and despatched them 
against the rebels whom the Coreans 
joined. The Tonghaks are issuing notices 
declaring that the king isa prisoner and 
must be delivered. They quote a secret 
message from the king appealing for 
help.” 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—The Japanese 
Minister received the following cablegram 
from the Japanese Government :— 

“Our army occupied Talien-Wan on the 
afternoon of the Shh instant. Our fleet, 
transports and torpedo boats are safely 
anchored in the bay. The torpedo station 
with igniting equipments, charts of sub 
marine torpedoes, eighty cannons and the 
telephone lines were captured.” 

Lonpoy, Nov. 15.—The daily Chronicle's 
Rome despatch says ;—'‘The Pope follows 
the war in the east with interest, hoping 
that the collapse of China will fayor the 
Christian propaganda. He wishes after 
the war to establish a hierarchy in China 
and he will negotiate with Japan for dip- 
lomatic relations.” 





A Canadian Tunnel at the Falls, 

NIAGARA FALLS, N, Y., Noy. 15.—Wm, 
B. Rankine, secretary of the Cataract Con- 
struction Company, who has been in the 
city for the past two days, has left for 
New York? During his stay here Mr. 
Rankine has been unusually busy, and 
among the matters requiring his attention 
were those on the Canadian side of the 
river. He made a trip to the other side of the 
river, and, of course, his movements, like 
all others that have any possible bearing 
on the situation, so far as work on the Cana- 
dian tunnel is concerned, are watched with 
eager interest. It is impossible at this 
time to obtain any accurate information 
regarding the company’s plan respecting 
the Canadian tunnel beyond the facts that 
the work over there is to begin in a short 
time. 





German Anti-Revolution BILL 
BERLIN, Noy. 15.—The anti-revolution 
bill was sent to the Bundesrath yesterday 
for the approval of that body. The bill is 
short and refers chiefly 180 and 181 of the 
common law which is extended. The bill 
contains the following passage: “It shall 
henceforth be punishable to incite any 
person in the military service to disobedi- 
ence of law or orders, to glorify criminal 
acts by word or rioting or to threaten by 
force or by menacing letters. Any news- 
papers reporting or reprinting any such 
writings or letters will be summarily sup- 
pressed, pending the’ sentencing of the 

person guiltp of such publications.” 





Korngood's Mysterious Disappearance, 

Rocuester, N.Y,, Noy. 15.—The disap- 
pearance of Jacob 8. Kerngood from St. 
Thomas, Ont,, reported on Tuesday, is 
still a mystery. A brother of the man, 
who lives at East Saginaw, Mich., has 
started east, and will carefully follow the 
route taken by his brother from Detroit.

The gang proceeded to place dynamite on 
the trucks of the oxpress nnd baggie 
cars. Five sticks of dynamite were ex 
ploded but only resulted in blowing holes 
in the bottoms of the cars 

One of the gang then entered the smok- 
ing car while three on each side of it key 
up afusilade of bullets through the car 
The robber who entered levelled his gun 
on a young man from Indiana, seated near 
the front of the car, and ordered him to 
carry a sack, into which the other pas- 
sengers were told to throw their valuables 
The robber with his gun and the young 
hoosier in advance passed down the train, 
everybody but the women contributing 
liberally, The robber was not satistied, 
however,shouting that not enough watches 
were coming in, and turned over the cush- 
ions of every seat, Where he found many 
hidden watches. Having passed through 
all the cars, the sleeper included, with a 
farewell yolley, the robbers left, taking 
the young hoosier with them. A few 
minutes later the passenger returned, 
stating that the robbera had taken him i, 
quarter ofa mile and then turned him 
loose, \ 

It wasa hard matter to find the en- 
gineer and firemen even after the robbers 
had gone as they were afraid of a sudden 
return of the gang. The train was de- 
layed an hour, All the windows were shot 
out, and the sides of the cars were riddled 
with bullets. Seven men were engaged in 
the holdup, and they were undoubtedly 
led by Bill Cook, Cherokee Bill and *Dy- 
namite’’ Dick. The robbers when leaving 
struck out forthe bottoms between the 
Verdigris and Arkansas rivers. A posse 
from Muskogee and the surrounding coun- 
try started in pursuit but no tidings have 
so far been received. ? 


A Subpanna Issued for Col. Colt, 

CoLumbus, O., Noy, 14.—A subpania for 
Col. Coit, who commanded the militia at 
Washington court house during the recent 
riot over the attempted lynching, has been 
issued. The subposna cites that Col. Coit 
is wanted as a witness at the trial of the 
negro whom the mob attempted to lynch. 
His friends here have urged him not to 
accept service of the subpoana as they 
claim that itis merely a ruse on the part 
of the authorities of Washington court 
houst*to get him there and then place him 
in jail on the charge of murder.

The Goy- 
ernor is reported to have advised Col, Coit 
to go to Washington court house in re- 
sponse to the subpoena and that if he flnds 
that matters there are of such a character 
that his life is in danger the governor will 
order out the militia to protect him and 
preserve order,

America's Oldest Protestant Church. 

NORFOLK, Va., Noy. 15.—A special from 
Smithfield, Va.. says -—The oldest Protes- 
tant church in America, Old St. Luke's 
church, five miles from here, which has 
undergone recent repairs was re-dedicated 
yesterday. The church was erected in 
1632, and was in constant use until 1776, 
and was not entirely abandoned until 
1836. The work of restoration began five 
yearsago, The inside has been renovated 
and magnificent memorial windows placed 
in memory of Pocahontas, Rolfe, Wash- 
ington, Lee and several other colonial 
heroes and dignitaries. 





Rosebeory’s Reply to Salisbury. 

Lonpon, Noy. 15.—Lord Rosebery said 
in a speech in Glasgow last evening that 
the first measure of the next session would 
be Welsh disestablishment, The Govern- 
ment intended also to bring forward a 
liquor veto bill.

Ne Vessels Report Kough Experiences 


in the Storm and Loss of Seamon—Teatie 


onthe Cliunnel Suspended, 


LONDON, Noy, 15 The storms which 
have been raging throughout England, 
the Channel and the North Sea since Mon 
day, continue unabated and are particular 
ly severe In the west and southof England. 
Che Channel traffic from Folkestone has 
been entirely suspended. ‘The promenade 
plier at Dover is wrecked and many of the 
piles Lave been carried away. A heavy 
landslide has completely blocked the rail 
ron at Strous. The bark, Lelf, belonging 
to Draminen, Norway, has been wrecked 
at Dover and three of her crew were 
drowned, Other cases of drowning are 
reported from different places, The River 
side Lawns at Kew and Richmond are 
flooded, ‘he Thames has risen four feet 
at Richmond, 

The vessels coming into port bring 
stories of trying experiences in the storm. 
Cho steamer Wanderer, from Li¥terpool, 
entered Falmouth harbor with her boats, 
funnel, -bridge house and chart house 
missing. She also lost one seaman, The 
steamer Finsbury, which arrived at Fal- 
mouth a little later, had suffered almost 
asmuch damage in the storm. She had 
been thrown repeatedly on her beam ends, 
her cargo had shifted, and she had lost her 
boats, deck gear and a seaman. Every 
hour brings fresh reports of damage to sea 
wills, losses of coasting craft and crippling 
of the life boat service, Only isolated 
cases of death in the storm have been re- 
ported. The storm is now subsiding all 
along the coust, 

The Royal Mail steamer Colon arrived 
at Plymouth from Colon, For the past 
four days her captain reports she experi- 
enced terrible weather, Her decks wore 
washed repeatedly. On the 11th off the 
Azores she lost half her bridge, part of her 
upper deck, her steering gear and compass. 
An officer und two seamen were washed 
olf the bridge and severely injured. The 
passengers suffered severely. ‘The steamer 
lay to for four hours on the llth and two 
hours on Monday. 

The captain saw a two masted vessel on 
the rocks half a mile west of Guernsey. 
She had adistress flag up andthe seas 
were breaking over her, There was arain 
squallat the time. When it cleared the 
vessel was inyisible. Nothing was heard

EPISCOPALS IN CONVENTION. 


English Cathedral Services in Canadian 
Varish Charches—Chureh Union, 

St, Jon, N. B., Nov. 15,—At yesterday's 
Church, of England conference the first 
subject was © paper prepared by Rev. W. 
J. Armitage, of St. Catharines, Ont. Dis- 
cussion followed its reading, by Rey. 
Foster Almon, Rev. Dyson Hague, Rey. 
A. F. Burt and Rey, J, Desoyres. The 
second paper was prepared by Rey. J. M. 
Snowden, rector of St, George’s church, 
Ottawa, and was most instructive and in- 
teresting. 

After dealing with history of music in 
Jewish and Christian worship, special re- 
ference being made to St. Ambrose, of 
Milan, and Gregory. The next subject 
Was congregational, as opposed to choir 
singing, and was ably referred to. The 
difference was pointed out between the 
Cathedral service and that of the Parish 
church and the attempt to initiateKnglish 
Cathedral services in Canadian parish 
churches was depreciated. ‘he necessity 
for plain, hearty and inspiring tunes and 
chants was urged and a solemn protest was 
entered against the practice at such bright 
and joyous festivals as Easter and Christ- 
mas, when every Christian wants to lift 
up his voice in song, of making this impos- 
sible by the introduction of what is called 
“special music.’ The singing of the 
prayers such as the “ general confession” 
was called an outrage on common sense, 
Several clergymen agreed with the paper, 
including Rey. Dyson Hague, who urged 
congregational singing and abolition of all 
objectionable choir monopolies, 

Christian reunion occupied the afternoon 
session, the subject being introduced 
through & paper prepared by. Principal 
Shératon, of Wycliffe College, strongly 
favoring union of all Protestant denomi- 
nations, Discussion followed by Rey, Dr. 
McRae, Presbyterian; Rev. C. H. Pais- 
ley, Methodist; Rev. A. M. Gordon, W. 
Baptist. Dr. McRae favored the union 
and thought concessions could be made on 
both side, Revs. Paisley and Gordon did 
not see how their respective churches 
could unite with the Church of England, 
as neither could accept the doctrines of 
that denomination. Rev, J. Desoyres, 
Episcopalian, expressed the belief that 
church union was surely coming, but it 
might be a century or two, perhaps much 
nearer. The Ritualists, he declared, would 
be found with the Catholics, while the 
other branches of the churches would be 
found working in harmony with all other 
Christian churches,

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HE winter of 180—was 
memorable on account 
of many things; but to 
me it was chiefly re 
markable for having 
given me my young 
bride, We were spend- 
ing our honeymoon in

which stands at the foot of the plateau 
where the great pyramids of Gizeh are so 
majestically enthroned.

The sloping floor was so smooth and 
steep that we were obliged to crawl on our 
hands and knees in order to make any pro- 
gress. In this way we clambered along 
for fully fifty yards, with much labor and 
wenriness; slipping back every now and 
again, and more than once narrowly es- 
caping a glissade into the hateful chamber. 
It wasa fearful task! but at length we 
reached the top, and found that the gallery 

‘debouched ata spacious hali where every- 
thing was brilliantly illuminated in a 
most peculiay mauner by means of appli- 
ances which for want ofa better term 
must be called reflectors. 

The whole of the upper part, or ceiling, 
of this marvelous room presented a most 
extraordinary appearance, being honey- 
combed=so to speak—by a vast array of 
hollow cones, each cone ending ina small 
aperture, or skylight, through which the 
beams of the moon,or the rays of the stars, 
were shining with a hundredfold their 
normal power. The apices of these cones 
must have consisted of some magnifying 
material, and the sides were lined with a 
kind of material that multiplied to an 
enormous extent their power of transmit- 
ting light. The entire series was so skill- 
fully arranged that the combined pencils 
impinged on one spot, where there was a 
most singular and complicated apparatus 
for their reception, 

In front of the mouth of the gallery 
stood a manifold frame, almost completely 
filling the opening, which, however, was 
scooped out on one side, thus enabling us, 
breathloss as we were from our climb, to 
creep through. This frame was in truth 
an extraordinary structure, It was fitted 
with an infinite multgfude of lenses and 
other transparent appliances, the like of 
which I had never seen before, I very 
much regret that I cannot give a better 
and more detailed description of this piece 
of work, which to my mind affords con- 
clusiye proof that the ancient Egyptians 
were the possessors of a long since VYanish- 
ed lore. The reader will shortly be able to 
seo why it is that any account of these 
marvels is so vague, 

Whilst I was in the act of making my 
way past this frame the never-to-be-for- 
gotten grinding sound again met my ears, 
coming from below in the direction of the 
chamber we had just quitted. I at once 
turned and looked down, but could see 
nothing. The track we so painfully had 
traversed was now as dark as Erebus. It 
was manifest that our retreat was cut off; 
the ponderous lintel had risen to its ori- 
ginal position.

It was on this occasion that Droop 
poured into the widow's ears hia tale of 


love. But the widow had heard such 
tales before, and she was shy. Further 
than accepting his proposals to keep 
company, she made no promises, They 


continued to enjoy cutter drives in the 
rigs of Droop’s employer, and finally an 
engagement of marriage was consented 
to by the widow, and June 7, 1893, was 
fixed Won as the date of the wedding. 
On April 5 Droop took advantage of the 
Suileless widow, and when leafy June 
arrived failed to carry out his promise 
to wed. A child was born to her in 
December, 1898. 

In outlining the case to the jury, tho 
plaintiff's counsel, Mr. Riddell. said the 
defence sect up was in some respects alt 
most unprecedented, since Droop claim- 
ed that the plaintiff made all the ad- 
vances, and even went so far as to Ae- 
duce him.

Disastrous Forsst Fir s. 


Boulder, Col,, Nov. 16,—A forest’ fire 
which was sturted from a camp fire last 
evening has becn raging all night and 
to-day north of the mining camp of Gold 
Hill, a town of 5600 inhabitants, 15 miles 
from here. Filts people came into Boul- 
der fails afternoon in wagons srom Gold 
Hill. They reported that the business 
men and miners were carrying what 
goods and property they could into the 
mining tunnels and had abandoned hope 
of waving their stores and dwellings. A 
courier arrived at Boulder at 1,30 p.m., 
reporting that all the buiidings at Camp 
Talcott, a short distance from Gold Hill, 
were burned except the stamp mill and 
that the fire had reached the western por- 
tior of the Gold Hill burning the mill of 
the Prussian mine.

Two Sides to This 


Ottawa, Nov. 16.—There ia a good 
deal of quiet talk abroad as to tho liker 
lihood of w general election before an- 
Other session of Parliament. The Lib- 
eral leaders, some of them, take this 
View. Hon. L. H, Davies of Prince Ede 
Ward Island told his frienda at a Keform 
eaucus the other day that he sized it 
up that way. It looks as if the mew vot: 
Crs’ lists might bo ready by March 1 of 
bext year. If that were #o an election 
could be held before April 1. What then 
are the advantages and disadvantages 
of such an appeal? 

Against buch an clection are the reas 
sons (1) that it is not necessary to apr 
eed to The country until ouother session 
8 held, or two sessions, for that matt 
ter; (2) that just now is an off-time to 
go to the people, that a party appeal- 
ing to the people uow is secking trouble 
When it does not need to; (3) that the 
great body of members do not desire an 
election before another session. 

Some of the advantages which Liberals 

say the Government would gain from an 
early appeal arc: (1) They (the Governr 
ment) think thoy would catch the Op- 
position unprepared; (2) that the Govern- 
ment would avoid o Parliameutary de- 
cision before the election on the Curran 
bridge scandal; (3) that the Government 
would avoid a decision before the clec- 
tion on the future of the Intercolonial 
Railway; (4) thowe M.P.’s who are to be 
retired to office could enter therein al» 
most immediately, To these reasons 
some Conservatives add that their party 
could appeal on the late tariff revision 
ndvantageously at the present time, and 
if they won, as they expect, they would 
then have an opportunity of introducing 
new avd desirable legislation. 
_-As to the Patrons and the MeCarthy- 
ites, it is held that these two parties are 
neither more nor Jess dangerous now than 
they will be a year hence. 

The above is in substance what is 
quietly going on in political circles of 
more or less information, and readers of 
EA must take it as they think

TARIEP REFORM. 
Serious Situation Owing to Divisions in 
the Tarif! Reform Ranks. 
‘Toronto, Noy. 16.—The recent inter- 
view with a representative McCarthyite 


regarding the necessity of friendly ac- 
tion in the constituencies between the 


friends of tariff reform was used by the. 


labor organ here as the basis for an at- 
tack upon the McCarthyites for wanting 
to push behind the Patron wagon. 

Since then Mr. Mallory’s: Patron mani- 
festo condemning affiliations has some- 
What changed the aspect of affairs and 
rendered the situation more complex, the 
manifesto being immediately followed by 
a conference of the Council of the Me- 
Carthy League. 

From official political sources a 
correspondent has received the 
important information which follows: 
A canvass of the} tariff reform strength 
has been made in detail in practically 
every county in the Province of Ontario. 
In scarcely an instance can it be said 
that the tariff reformers are strong 
enough to run two candidates against 
a Government candidate, and the figures 
carefully compiled by the local commit- 
tee bear out the: contention of Sir Rich- 
ard Cartwright, in his recent letter of 
warning to the Patrons; that_a division 
of strength at the, coming general elec- 
tion would defeat all attempts to over- 
come the Protectionist inajority at Ot- 
tawa, Reliable estimates indicate that 
rivalry between tariff reformers has al- 
ready gone far enough to practically in- 
sure a walkover for several protectionist 
candidates. 

The instances quoted are these; Centre 
Wellington hada protectionist candidate. 
then a MecCarthyite was put in the field. 
Althouz,« ariff reformer he has had a 
rival tariff reformer placed in the field 
against him by the Patrons, and there 
is a strong probability pof a Liberal 
being nominated, Unless the tariff re- 
formers of Centre Wellington unite their 
forces the estimate given to The Wit- 
ness’ correspondent indicates a certain 
triumph for the Dominion Government 
candidate:

THAT DOG FIGHTING CASE. 


Tho Principals Fined 625 Each and the 
Spectators 85 Each With Costs, 


There was, ifanything, a larger crowd 
than on Wednesday present this morning 
ab the police court when the dog fighting 
case wes called, The Magistrate sald the 
defondaats had a'l} acknowledged ther 
gallt. The act under which the {nforma.- 
tlon was ald was a Dominion Act, and 
Was gonerally known as an act for the pre- 
vention of oruelty to aulmals. The maxi- 
mum penalty fixed by the act was a fine of 
$50 or six months imprisoumcnb. This 
was tho fireb case where a wager had been 
Isid be'ween the parties that had come 
bofcre him. It waz one of the most >sruel 
kinds of so-called sport, and he could not 
uudorstand how men with hearts In their 
breasts could witness such a spectacle. One 
of the dogs had died on the way home and 
the other, he understood, was now dead, 
Tho sport was demorasizing, degrading and 
could not be allowed. He applauded the 
action of tho Humane Society In taking up 
the case. Ifasimilar case came before 
him to fatore he would Imprlson the 
parties without the option of a fine, but 
this did not refer to a dog fight on the 
public street, but where people meb to- 
gether In oold blood and openly violated 
the law. Wibhoub the principals, Boyd 
and Downes, tho occurrence would nob 
have taken place, oud he thonght thelr 
punishment should be much more severe 
than that of the spectators. Some in- 
flnontlal men had pointed out to him that 
the former had preylouely borne a good 
character, was Indostrious and had a large 
family depending on his boll for suppor). 
In this case fb would bo a hardship to send 
him to prison, The maximum fino of $50 
In the Act he thought sulted tho requlre- 
ments of this caso, bub he would only Im. 
poseon Boyd a fine cf $26 and $5 costs 
payable forthwith or 40 days in gaol, 
Downs, the othor princlpsl, was nob 
preacnt, and he andorstood he had left the 
country. Killott, the owner of the barn 
in which tho fight took place, ho thought 
more to blamo than the other spectators, 
as ho had farnlshed the plaoo for the dis- 
graceful scene, Eillott not belog prosent 
hfs case was onlargod till Monday. Some 
of the spectators had come before him and 
admitted thote gullt and wanted to pay 
ther fines privately, bab they won!'d havo 
to eppear fa cours, The osses of thove 
who Were nob present wore enlarged till 
Mondey acd thoas proaend wore fined 86 
aod $5 costs each. Tho case of (he young 
man who drove the party out to the barn 
was taken ap. He swore ho did nob know 
they wore golng ‘to a dog fighd tiilhe gob 
on the road. Ho way in tho barn during 
tho fight, bud was attending his heraes. 
His case waa also oolarged till Monday.

As regards the modus operandi of the 
wondrous mechanism by means of which 
the passage was opened and closed, IT can 
only offer my opinion,arrived at after much 
subsequent reflection on the subject.

EXPERIMENTAL FARM WORK. 





Pho Distribution of Grain and the Influ- 
enes of Unitod Action, 


The importance of the distribution of 
erain can best be indicated by giving an 
idea of what hes been done in the dif- 
forout departments and the effect of the 
experimental work of the Central Ex- 
perimental Farm at Ottawa upon the 
quality and prodnction of Canadian 
furm products. In order to induce the 
farmers to obserye and study the pro- 
ductive elements of their land and as- 
certain by actual experiment what vari- 
cties of grain are best suited to the soil 
and climatic conditions of the districts 
in which they live over 22,000 three: 
pound bags of various kinds of seed 
grain were distributed last year to far- 
mers in the different provinces. Owing 
to the early frostsin the northern dis- 
tricts of the northwest there is consider- 
able danger of crops being damaged. 
Experiments in crossing different vari 
eties of grain, such, for instance, as 
Ladoga wheat, noted for its early ripen- 
ing qualities, and red Fife wheat, cele. 
brated for its productiveness, have re- 
sulted in obtaining new varieties pos- 
sessing a blending of both qualities of 
early ripening and productiveness. Ex 
periments are also made in early and late 
seeding, and the effect upon different 
varictics of grain and the results made 
known by monthly bulletins giving the 
results, In the other proyinces the ten 
dency toward mixed and dairy farming 
is accentuated at the market end by an 
ever increasing demand for the products 
of the dairy and stockyards, while at 
the other end the rest given the land 
from continual seeding of grain and 
other cereals preserves the utility of the 
soil. One of the greatest inducements 
offered to the farmer in turning his at- 
tention to stock raising and dairy farm- 
ing is the success of experiments made 
in obtaining scientific mixtures of fod- 
ders, which giye a complete ration to 
animals in the shape of ensilage. The 
adoption or this cheap and productive 
means of feeding cattle throughout 
Canada during the past few years has 
worked a maryelous change. In 1886 
there were not more than a dozenfsilos 
in the entire Dominion, while now, as a 
result of the work done onthe experi- 
mental farms, over 5,000 are in use in 
the province of Ontario alone. As are- 
sult the growth of torn as fodder pur- 
poses has more than doubled each suc 


ceeding year. Last year experi 
ments proved that an _ ensilage 
mixture containing sunflower seeds 
produced most satisfactory results. 
It was found that the 720 pounds of fat 


contained in an acre of sunflower seeds 
grown atacost of 8 cents per pound 


in the form of butter fat at least 18 
cents per pound, 

Not only has corn fodder been found 
cheaper and more productive as a food 
for cattlein tho production of dairy 
products, but stock raisers and feeders 
of fat cattle are adapting the ensilage 
system with beneficial results, The 
feeding of swine on damaged grain has 
shown very satisfactory results, Ex- 
periments show that it produces an in- 
crease of from eleven to fourteen pounds 
in live weight per bushel of wheat con 
sumed, ora realization on unmarketable 
wheat thus used of from 45 to 75 cents

The Russians now have possession of 
the Mount of Olives, the spot where the 
Lord’s Prayer was first uttered. 
of the mount is nearly 200 feet above the 
hill upon which Jerusalem {is built, 2,700 
feet above the level of the Mediterranean 
and about 3,900 feet above the sluggish 
waters of the Dead Sea. 
upon the exact spot which tradition says 
the Prayer was first spoken, the Carmelite 
Sisters have, through the kindness of Mme.

Shootsa Sidney Lady and 
Takes Her Money. 


Gatnod an Entrance Through the Collar 
Window—The Lady Lived Alono—Her 
Wounds not Dangorous—A Close Call— 
A Description of the Intrader—Tramps 

Suspected, 


Botween one and two o'clock this morn- 
{og Mrs. Adam Souaoders, of tho frond cf 
Sldney, abont three mllos from Bolloville, 
wae owakenod by a nolse In bor room and 
roso up ia bod. When she oponed her 
eyoo sho o8W & man standing 
{no front of tho bod with 
a rovulvor p-intod abhor. Whhout spoak- 
{ng ho fired « shot, which took «ff .ob In the 
lady's left noatctl, ab tho sare biwie grasp. 
Ing hor by the Joft arm, Then ta o harab 
voloo ke demanded her monoy. Mra,Siun- 
dors told blm {bt was fn her purse on the 
stand. He eald ho had that, bat appeared 
dissatisfied with tho amonnt, and asked hor 
{f that was oll sho had, ob tho seme time 
telling hur to keep qulob or she wou'd be 
killed, na there were three or four men ont- 
atdo, The burglar cariled a dark lantern, 
and whilo keeplug his eye on the defences 
less woman, was poerlog aboub for more 
plooder, He told the lady that he had ef- 
fected an entrance through the collar win- 
dow. When he had satlefied himself that 
there was nothing more to get, he wheeled 
agalo upon the woman and fired another 
shot, evidently Intended to destroy the 
evidenco of his crime. Tho sccond bullet 
pasacd through the lower parb of tho left 
oar. 

The {utruder then beata hasty retreat 
down atalrs, bat when about half-way 
down called back and asked tho lady if 
she was hart. Sho ssid ‘'no” and he left 
the house as he had entered {t. 

Mrs, Saunders ab once arose and without 
dressing ran down etalrs and across tho 
road to Mr, Bonleteel’s house and awaken- 
ed his family They ab once seb aboud 
atauuching the blood which was flowing from 
the two wounds {n the J/ady’s nose and 
ears, In the meantime Mr. B nlsteel 
went oubslde, budooald nob see any trace 
of the burgler, 

Mrs. Saundersdrove to the oiby this 
morning ands reporter saw her at Dr, 
Gibson's surgery, where her wounds were 
droesed. The first shob entered the left 
nostril and passed upward, lodging {In the 
upper méxillary bone, The second shot 
pierced tho left ear, and the pound {fs nob 
dangerous, albhough {b fs rather palpfal. 
When {in the surgery the wounds were 
still bleeding slightly. 

Mrs, Saunders fs a widow nbonb 45 
yoars of age, with a pleasant faco and eyes 
thab speak of courage and vim, She owns 
tho farm on which she lives and han just 
built a new hovse, in which she hsd only 
been Ilving abont sfx weeks, Although 
very much frightened she can remember 
the appearance of her assailant. From the 
rays of hisdark lantern shesaw that the man 
was about 6 fo. 7 In, In helght, had on dark 
clothes with black cutaway coat and cloth 
cap, palled down ovor his eyes. 

Asked es to Whether sho had secon any 
susplolous looking poreon about, ashe re- 
plied that she had nod. Ib {ts belleved by 
some to have beon a tramp, but {bt looks 
vory much as though the burglar knew the 
lady was alone and had money in the 
house. That he intended to kill seems ap- 
parent by the wounds, which were about 
on the samo level and nob over sn inch and 
a half spart. 

The puree taken from Mre. Saunders 
contained bwo $5 bills, four $1 bills and 
some change. 

Mrs, Saunders has beon married twice, 
her firsb husband belog Thos, Jones, and 
her second husband Adem Saunders, who 
died aboot threo years ago. Sho wasa 
Miss Caoningham of Amellasburg. 

At the Scene of the Shooting, 

A reporter visited the scene of the 
shooting this afternoon and went vhrough 
the house fcom the point where the burg- 
lar fs supposed to have entered. The 
house, which ts a new frame bullding 
painted pea geeen, s'ands on the south 


side of the Tronton roac, and abont 
thiity yards from it, There 
aro two cellar windows, one 


on the south side and the other on the 
vast. The sash hsd nob yet been put in 
tho latter and it !s through this that the 
burglar ls supposed to have entered. The 
window Is abound 15x30 Inches and close to 
the level of the gound outelde, There are 
marks on the alll that would Indlcate that 
the sole of a boot had soraped overthoe fresh 
paint. The stairs from the collar to the 
moin pard cf the house commences 
directly onder this window. On lighting a 
match the reportor found on one of the 
8b: ps a muddy footprint acd the sol! left 
on the step was still fresh, Tho stairs 
Joad to the dlulog room with arighbd turn. 
A oloso sorutioy cf this room revealed no in- 
dications that anything had been touched, 
nor were thore avy tracos such as wero 
found on the steps. The midnight visitor 
passed through this room aad turning to 
the righd entered 4 omall hall, from which 
ead the stalra to the sleeplog apariment.

Tho 
dogr opens against the foot of the bed and 
as tho wounded lady described the encoun- 
ter to Mr. Bonistee), sho first saw the man 
crouching ab the food of the bed, ard when 
she ralscd up he chot hor, ad the same time 
com|pg sround to the west side of the bed, 
botween {end the stend on which the puree 
whioh was taken Jay, Tho sccond shob was 
fired acrc sa the bed and after plorolng her 
onr struck the wall, chipplog oud tho 
plaster bub not plorolng it. The bullet 
was ploked up this morning by Mr, Bonta- 
tall aud [s of 22 calibre, the smallesb size 
made. Thorevolver from which {) was 
fired must haye boen ono of the cheaper 
makes or ib would have gono through the 
plaster. A strango featuro:f tho caso te that 
a valuable go'd watch lying on the stand 
near the parse was nod taken. There was 
also $1 30 lying andor a lottor a few Inches 
from the wa'led. 

Mes, Saunders must havo romalned fo 
bed for nearly an hour after the shootlog, 
as Mr. Bonloteel says tb wae 2:30 whon she 
camo to his door, and sho saya tb was abonl 
1:30 whon che first saw tho man {n hor 
room. Her wounds had bled profasoly, as 
on the sabeot on which she lay fs a pool of 
congealed blood and thore fs slao somo ou 
the pillow aud coverings, 

Outeide the house wero a few Lracks, 
bub they may have beon made by yisltors 
today. There fs no sign that anyone had 
tempered with the looks or tried to got In 
by the doors. Everything romalned jast 
the name as when the rhooting took place. 

Oonstable Garratt went out this morn 
fog, bab could nob gob Into the house, as 
Mrs, Saundors broughb tho keys to the 
olty wlth her.

nutritious food to keep any fire in their 
temperament. No fuel, no fire. I have 
sometimes seen the inside of the life of 
many of the American clergymen—never 
accepting their hospitality, because they 
cannot afford it—but I have seen them 
struggle on with salaries of $500 and $00 
a year, the average less than that, their 
struggle well depicted by the western mis- 
sionary who says ina letter; ‘Thank you 
for your last remittance. Until it came 
we had not any meat in our house for one 
year, and cil last winter, althongh it was 
a severe winter, our children wore their 
summer clothes,” 

And these men of God I find in different 
parts of the land struggling against an- 
noyances and exasperations innumerable, 
some of them Week after week entertain- 
ing agents who have maps to sell and sub- 
mitting themselves to all styles of annoy- 
ance, and yet without complaint aud 
cheerful of soul. How do you account for 
the fuct that these life insurance men tell 
us that ministers as a class live longer than 
any others? It is because of the joy of 
their work, the joy of the harvest field, 
the joy of greeting prodigals home to their 
Father's house. 

When prodigals come home, just hear 
those Christians sing! It is not a dull 
tone you hear at such times. Just hear 
those Christians pray! It is not a stereo- 
typed supplication we have heard over and 
over again for 20 years, but a putting of 
the case in the hands of God with wm im- 
portunate pleading. Men never pray at 
great length unless they have nothing to 
say, and their hearts are hard and cold, 
All the prayers in the Bible that were an- 
swered were short prayers: ‘God, be mer- 
ciful to me, @ sinner,” “Lord, that I may 
receive my sight;”’ “Lord, save me, or I 
perish,” The longest prayer, Solomon's 
prayer at the dedteation of the temple 
less than at eight minutes in length, ac 
cording to the ord‘nary rate of enunciation. 

And just hear them pray now that tho 
prodigals are coming bome! Justsee them 
thake bands!

Tho whole idea is pressure, Compression 
forces certain gases to becomo liquids, and 
when the pressure is removed aud they 
are permitted to return to the gaseous 
state, they absorb from thoir immediate 
surroundings as much heat, 
speaking, as was lost in 
them. 

Nitrous oxide gas is liquified by a pres- 
sure of 1,400 pounds to the square ineh, 
When it gasifies again, it creates a cold of 
130 below zero. Within its chamber is a 
chamber of ethyelne gas under a pressure 
of 1,800 pounds to the square inch, and 
the cold from the evaporation of the ni- 
trons oxide liquifies the ethylene at this 
pressure, Within the ethylene chamber is 
the pipe from the oxygen compressor, the 
oxygen being compressed to 750 pounds to 
the square inch, When tho ethylene gasi- 
fies or evaporates, it reduces the temper- 
ature to 229 below zero, and at this point 

the compressed oxygen liquifies freely and 
' is drawn off in quantity at a cost, includ- 
ing the waste, which is inevitably about 
90 per cent., of perhaps $000 a gallon. 
, This is only a rough estimate, to be sure, 
‘ but there is no doubt, all things consider- 
ed, that $500 a gallon as a selling price 
would have left no margin of profit if 
every quart of the beautiful pale blue 
liquid thus far obtained had been sold at 
this price, 

This much is preliminary, and may not 
be new. Now, however, comes the simple 
but inconceivable strangeness of heat, A 
globular glass oxygen vessel, as round as 
a ball, is filled with the liquid. The nar- 
row neck is open to the air, to prevent the 
explosion which would follow if it was 
confined and which would be similar to the 
explosion of a steam boiler with no valye. 
The oxygen simmers quietly, protected 
from the heat of the room by the glass 
compartment about it, an outer glass 
chamber which is a perfect vacuum and 
conducts no heat, The liquid touches the 
air only at the neck, and the cold belt of 
extremely cold oxygen vapor at this point 
prevents any rapid evaporation, 

A powerful electric light is now set in 
action beside the vessel, and the tremend- 
ous heat and light which it is giving off 
are sent through a lens, which blends the 
light and heat rays into parallel lines, and 
these are then sent through the oxygen. 
Their heat at the point of passage is great, 
far above the boiling point of water, say 
800 degrees. The heat is so powerful that 
if it is focussed by a burning glass, it will 
instantly set fire to wood or paper. This 
heat is sent through oxygen so cold that it 
will freeze mercury, alcohol, or any known 
liquid, a cold of 280 degrees below zero. 
In the presence of a heat which it would 
seem should instantly burst it, the oxygen 
shows no sign, Itdoes not increase its 
ebullition in the slightest degree, 

Tho oxygen simmers quietly as before, 
though the heat that is in it and is passing 
through it are great and undeniable. It is 
{impossible to believe that these heat rays, 
after passing through it, haveauy warmth 
or vitality left in them, but the absolute 
contrary instantly appears, The shape of 
the oxygen vessel is that of a burning 


generally 
liquifying 





glass, and it focusses the heat rays a short 


distance on the other side, A piece of 
paper placed in the focus instantly bursts 
into flame, and the heat, impervious to 
the coldest cold obtainable and after pas- 
sing a barrier that is ten times as cold as 
ice, shows no diminution whatever in ite 
flaming energy. 

Tyndall yaried this experiment some- 
What and showed the wide difference be- 
tween the heat and the light rays. He 
stopped the rays of light altojether by 
using a liquid which was impervions to 
that medium, No light came out of the 
other side, but the invisible heat rays pas- 
sed through as rapidly as before, without 
to the least affecting the liquid, and silent- 
ly and invisibly were in flaming activity at 
the focus when concentrated. ; 

These elusive and magical properties of 
heat cause some scientists to hesitate over 
dogmatizing concerning it, and make them 
loth to admit the probability of ihe abso- 
lute zero, ‘This point, however, which is 
461.2 degrees below the Fahrenheit zero, 
is so clearly indicated as a finality by the 
action of gases and metals suldjected to 
lower and lower temperatures, that it is 
certainly a point in nature of very great 
importance, By many it is believed to be 
tho extreme point of cold possible in the 
aniverse, the absolute starting polint of the 
force we call heat. Tho ratia of the 
diminution of bulk by contraction in gases 
and of diminishing conductivity in metals 
points it out alinost as eloquently as the 
needle indicates the whereabouts of tho 
North Pole, 

Prof, Dewar, who has carried working 
temperatures 150 dogreos farther downward 
than anybody before him, is still 115 de- 
grees distant from the great and ultimate 
end of his pilgrimage. He has gine as far 
a8 he can with the appliances which he has 
been able to devise, aud knows it, ‘To de- 
vise other appliances, «ra. least |o find the 
key to other appliances whish others may 
perfect, is his study, Oxygen has yet to 
be solidified. Hydrogen has yet to be 
Uquified at a calculated temperature of 
400, its boiling point being 418 below. 
Once hydrogem is liquified the end {is near,

Prof. Dowar's first field of investigation 
when his liquid oxygen gave him a work- 
ing temperature of 280 below zoro at will, 
was the alteration at lower and lower,tem- 
peratures of the power of metals to con- 
duct elestricity, He found that all con- 
verged to a common point in this respect, 
and that at the temperature named they 
became nearly equal, ‘Those experiments | 
led to the belief that the molecular force 
or cohesion of metala also increased with 
lower and lower temperatures, 
ments proved this, 

The increase in cohesive force at 
temperatures has an interesting 
astronomically, Cosmic dust and other 
theories of world formation which have nt 
times been advanced, have Sven based to 
some extent upon tho idea that when a 
planet died it underwent slowly disinte 
gration, 

Such an idea is entirely untenable, how- 
ever, in view of tho results of Prof. Dewar's 
experiments upon the action of matter ua it 
grows colder, The increase of cohesive 
force which he has made evident slows 
that the colder a planet grows the more 
tenaciously its particles must be held to- 
gether, and the harder and more enduring 
it must become. Nature, in fact, appears 
to embalm her dead planetary bodies 
throughout the universe very much more 
perfectly than the old Egyptians, so per- 
fectly, in fact, that the great tomb of space 
must aud will be filled with them forever, 
perfectly preserved unless some vagrant 
comet or eccentric star chances to knock 
them to pieces. 

Solid nitrogen is a white crystalline sub- 
stance, and in both its liquid and solid 
states shows no variation from the inert 
properties which it displays in nature. 
Solid air is a transparent gas in which tho 
nitrogen is solid, and the liquid oxygen is 
held mechanically, It isobtained in test 
tubes, each tube consisting of three com- 
partments, The outer is the vacuum 
chamber, The second contains liqnid 

oxygen, which is boiled off rapidly by ex- 
hausting the air, This produces such in- 
tense cold in the third tube, which is in- 
serted in the liquid oxygen and is open to 
the air, thatthe air from without first 
liquifies and runs rapidly down the sides 
of the innermost tube, forming a clear 
liquid like water at the bottom. As the 
cold is increased the liquid grows thicker 
and thicker, and in a few moments isa 
solid, looking exactly like ice or glass, 
When the tube containing it is taken ont 
it liquifies and vaporizes rapidly, and more 
air from the atmosphere liquifies on the 
outside of the tube and drops freely from 
the bottom, passing into vapor, however, 
before it reaches the floor. , 

Oxygen has not yet been reduced to a 
solid, and this achievement will be the 
next step downward. The present belief 
is that it will not solidify in orystalline 
form. The solidification of hydrogen, 

whenever in the future it takes place, will 
throw light on one of the most interesting 
problems in chemistry. Hydrogen, which 
we only know as the lightest and most elu- 
sive of all gasos, is believed, and for good 
reasons, to be actually the vapor of a metal 
and a true metal in all respects. It forms 
alloys with metals precisely as if it were

the world can scarcely fail before many 
years to gain new and perhaps startling 
knowledge, Every time oxygen is drawn 
off from the condenser, a profuse cloud of . 
snow fumes appears spreading in all di- 
rections. Nino tenths of the oxygen under 
its heavy pressure, vaporizes and scatters 
instantly upon reaching the air, and every 
molecule of it is so cold that snow, from 
the freezing of the moisture in the otmos- 
phere, fellows and marks its flying course. 
In the same way every open oxygen vessel 
has its own little snowstorm in unceasing 
progress, the white banks rising highor 
aud higher about the necks of jars and 
settling upon any ineatruments or objects 
which have been cooled,—H. J, Dam in 
Buffalo Express.

B, H. Thwaite 
and Jaines Swinburne, have worked out 
curefully the details of an electric trans- 
mnivsion to London of the energy of the 
coul fields of the Midlands aud Yorkshire, 
What wo propose is that the Paris Exposi- 
tion shall, iu like manner, have all its 
jower venerated at coal mines now sup- 
plying Paris, and that this power shall be 
transmitted electrically, 

The Chieago Fair made no demonstra- 
tion of this kind, In fact, none has ever 
yet Leen made. The nearest approach to 
it was the remarkable Waterpower trans- 
mission of 100 miles, under the patronage 
ofthe Emperor of Germany, from Lauffen 
to the Frankfort Electrical Exhibition in 
1891, Some idea of what is involved as 
to expense may be formed from the 
Thwaite-Swioburse plan of a 100 miles 
transinission of 10,000 h. p. of energy from 
coal, at a coat uot to exceed, all told, £840,- 
000; on which basis, uccording to C.E.L. 
Brown, small users of power in London 
could get 1h. p. per annum for $20, This 
plan contemplated the use of large gas en- 
gines at the generating points and a line 
potential of 380,000 volte. It is evident 
that all the apparatus, including line, 
would have considerable value after the 
close of the exposition. The Chicago plant 
for power reached about 20,000 h. p., and 
itis not likely that Paris would much ex- 
ceed, if it equaled, this; so that taking the 
figures already cited, the initial total 
cost would not exceed £680,000 or 
$8,400,000, and the investment in gas 
evgines, generators, transformers and 
motors would certainly be a largely re- 
coverable quantity, to say nething of the 
value of the copper in the line, costing 
abent $500,000. Indeed, if the demon- 
stration proved successful, the plant could 
be left intact for the daily supply of power 
to the various large and small industries 
lof the city, it being safe to assume that 
such a quatitity could very easily be mar- 
keted. We lave no data at hand as to 
cost of power in Paris, but is is probable 
that the ordinary Felling price of 1 h. p. is 
not below $40 or $50. 

Tf such « plan as this be not carricd out, 
the exposition will still have to be fur- 
nished with ils power in Some way, and if 
resort be made to the ordisary methods 
there would be reqnired for the 20,000 b.p.

Modern Gold Mining. 

The quartzis taken from the mine, sort- 
ed and then hauled to the stamping 
machine. Here the ore is crushed and 
pounded as fine as flour, It is then run 
through a sluice-box thut contains 
quicksilver. As the water carries the 
ore over the “quick” it is taken up and 
held by the mercury and forms an 
amalgam. The quicksilver is then 
placed in a retort nud brought to the 
boiling point. The “auick” passes out 
of tho retort through a tube and is col: 
lected in a basin of water, and hardly a 
bit has been lost, while the gold remains 
in the retort in the shape of gold dust 
and is now ready for market, Only 
about 50 per centum of the gold is saved 
by this means, and those who can or 
haye ore rich enough to justify it send 
it to the sinelters, where 95 per centum 
8 saved. 


Ingenlous Smuggling In Russia. 
One of the most ingenious devices for 
smuggling was detected in Rnasin not long 
ago, A great number of fulse bauk notes 
had been put into circulation within the 
dominions of the ezar, They could only 
have been imported, and althongh the 
strictest search was mado habitually over 
every vessel entering a Russian port, no 
trace of the smuggling of false notes was 
discovered, Accident, however, at last 
bronyht the mystery to light. It bappen- 
ed that several cases of lend pencils arriv 
ed one day from England, and while being 
examined one of ‘them fell out froma 
package aud the custom house officer, 
picking it up, cat it toa point and used it 
to sign the order whioh delivered up the 
pencils to the consignee, Ho kept the 
loose pencil for his own nee and a fow days 
afterwards, because it neoded a new point, 
he cut it again and found that there was 
no more lead. He cut still further and 
was surprised to find a thin roll of paper 
pasted in the hollow place whére tho lead 
waa xnyposed to be. The paper was one 
of the false notes and in this way they 
had been smuggled into the country,

Germany and France Sald to 
Have Combined. 





AN ALLIANCE TO THWART ENGLAND 


_—— 


Englishmon Aro Beginning to Look With 
Distrust Upon Gormany's Youthful and 
Warlike Kalser—The Dismissal of Ca- 
privi Regarded With Little Pavor—Bis 
marck’s Policy Triumphant, 


New York, Nov. 19,—George W, Smal- 
lay cablea: There is in a portion, and 
a very important portion, of the Exfflieh 
press a very marked change of tone to- 
ward Germany on the one hand and 
France on the other. The dismissal of 
Chancellor von Caprivi by the German 
Emperor haa left a mark on English pub- 
lic opinion, Not eno of the long and cir- 
cumstantial accounts for the motives for 
that act given at the time was thought 
satisfactory by students of German poli- 
tics, Bomething was left untold; there 
is a secret yet to come out, Whatever 
it be the manner of the dismissal made 
a bad impression. 

Englishmen who ever since the dismixsal 
of Peince Bismarck had pinned their 
faith to his successor seem reluctant to 
aecept the successor to Prince Bismarck’s 
successor, aud Englishinen who have 
long bymued the praises of the Eniporor 
have suddenly become silent or  suspi- 
cious. The note of adulation is no longer 
heard; a note of alarm is sounded in - 
stead, There is a certain uneasiness 
about the Emperor's domestic policy. 
There is something that almoust auounte 
to anxiety about his foreign policy. 

If his domestic policy concerns Ger- 
many, primarily his foreign policy con- 
cerns all Burope, and England not least, 
England thinks she has had but a shabby 
return for her good will to Germany and 
for all the moral support she has lent 
ty the Triple Alliance. She is not like- 
WY soon to forget the attitude of Ger- 
many in the Congo business. It is now 
believed that Germany and France then 
acted together tnd probably in direct 
diplomatic concert, to humiliate Eng- 
land, 

The rebuff of the other day when Eng- 
land suggested intervention between 
China and Japan was thought wanton. 
Lord Rosebery says there was no rebuff., 
He is entitled to choose the word which 
in his judgment best denotes the effect 
of Germnny’s refusal to have any part 
or lot in the transaction upon which 
England then, whether heedlessly or not, 
entered, These and other eyideuces of 
coolness are traceable, at any rate they 
are traced to the German Emperor him- 
self. That is one reason why the cup now 
offered to English lips is so bitter. Eng- 
land has flattered this young Hohenzol- 
lern’ who plays divine providence to Ger- 
many in terms which were fitting only 
for Divine Providence. He takes it all 
as if it were his due, then turns 
round and spurns those who burned all 
this incense. He in his turn has flatter- 
ed France, and he now flatters Russia, 
and his language and conduct are such 
as to leave it doubtful on which he 
Wishes to lean. What is not doubtful is 
his conviction that he can do very well 
Without England, 

It is thought ominous that Prince Ho- 
henlohe, the new Chancellor, should visit 
Priuce Bismarck, Things must have gone 
very far before the Emperor could be 
Willing to appeal to the statesman who, 
to use Prince Bismarck’s own words, he 
kicked out of office. That, however, is a 
matter of sentiment. As o matter of po- 
litics Prince Bismarck is known to favor 
a close alliance with Russia, and if the 
Emperor docs not mean to shake hands 
with Nicholas 1], why is Prince Hohen- 
lohe going to Varzin? It is almost 
equally significant if the new Chancellor 
wishes to consult the old about domestic 
affairs, in other words, about socialism. 
Low must have fallen the Emperor's pride 
if he is going to confess that his aliena- 
tion from Prince Bismarck was n mie- 
take, and to ask his discharged servant 
to help him put down the Socialists. One 
thing will go with the other. If Prince 
Bismarck triumphs at home he will *tri- 
umph abroad. If his views about deal- 
ing with Socialists prevail, is it likely 
that hie steadfast belief in Russia as the 
necessary ally of Germany will not find 
on Imperial convert ? 

But if England finds herself no longer 
on terms with Germany, she must turn 
elsewhere, She can't be left out in the 
cold, Lord Rosebery has been conspicu- 
ous as a friend of Prince Bismarck and 
on advocate of a close understanding 
with Germany. The French long since 
learned to regard him as hostile, and to 
detest his policy as much os they admir- 
ed his ability. The French press hates 
him. The French Foreign Minister has 
lost no opportunity of being disagreeable 
to him, Both resented his Sheffield allu- 
sion ta Agincourt. They accepted grudg- 
ingly hie indirect apology for it at the 
Guild Hall. How can he hold out tho hand 
to such men? But he does, He ostenta- 
tiously renounced Madagascar and dis- 
claimed all British intereat in Madagas- 
car, ond now the one English journal 
Whose deliverances on foreign affairs have 
Weight abroad haa deliberately and 
blaborately relinquished every French 
claim to interfere with the French pro- 
ceedings in Madagascar, The ‘Times sum- 
med up the question on Thursday. Their 
summary is a statement of the French 
case and an acquiescence in the preten- 
sion of M. Hanotaux, that because they 
have an ill-defined claim to an uncer- 
“tin protectorate France has a right to 
treat Madagascar as a French colony. 
Natives have no rights. France is ‘“com- 
pelled’ to make a serious effort to en- 
foree her treaty rights, Not a word of 
Sympathy for a gallant race “rightly 
Struggling to be free’; not a hint that 
the Salisbury recognition of the protec: 
torate is strictly limited, France, so far 
as Enzland js concerned, is to have a 
{ree hand, 

Sut the two thinzs together, the cool- 
ness towards Germany and this strange 
tolerations of the pretensions of Frauce 
and her steps towards the conquest of 
Madagascur, and what do they mean? 
Nobody can yet any just what they mean, 
or how far Eugland is ready to travel 
on the new road on which she has entered, 
But Lord Rosebery is practically just 
o4 much Foreign Minister as ever, and if 
Lord Rosebery ia going to be revolution- 
ary ht home he may contract a taste 
for a revolutionary policy abroad also, 
The Times, on & grave question like this, 
is more than likely to reflect the views 
of the Foreign Office. It will be taken 
for granted in France that it does, 
Nevertheless, France will be jealous, in- 
imicOl agérossive, unforgiving, profound- 
ly distrustful of England and itihe Enz- 
lish, Before anything like cordial feoling 
or cordial co-operation between the two 
countries can exist, England will have 
to bow lower than she {a likely, qo, or 
than her people wold endure, or than 
her Prime Minister could bring himself 
to attempt, 

Lord Rosqbeory at Glasgow und Mr. 
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Balfour at Neweaastlo have boon spoak« 
ing at leogth on tho ILowse of Lords, Dut 
it would be difficult to aay the argument 
on cither vide has been carried much 
further, except on One point. Mr, Balfour 
woe ih Lord Kosebery made a jrood 
fighting apeech, the kind of speech well 
vuough calculated to rouse the English 
people out of that “apathetic indiffer 
ence” to thelr oppression by the House 
of Lords of which the Prine Minister 
complains, Ilis Radjcal supporters are, 
nevertheless, atill but ill content with 
him, He repeata his profession of faith 
in a second ehamber., He uses sound ar- 
fuments against o single chamber, linble 
to gusta of passion and certain to legis 
late upon impulse, He declares himself 
absolutely convinced that his Radical 
friends are wrong, and puta on record a 
solemn pledge, “1, at any rate, could 
have no part or parcel in leaving this 
country to the sole disposition of oa 
single chamber.” 

The Radicals IJieten aghast. This 
pledze cuts the ground from under their 
fect. It yoos very far beyond the mere 
expression of an academical preference for 
a second chamber; it binds Lord Iose- 
bery, now and hereafter, to a specific 
course of conduct, It limits his — free- 
dom of action against the House of 
Lords, He sponks, of course, a4 a re- 
sponsible statesman, ond when he says 
he will never leave this country at the 
mercy of a single chamber he enters into 
an ecogzagement with the country not to 
abolish the House of Lords, nor to de- 
atroy its legislative efficiency till he is 
ready to put something in its place. He 
is bound in honor to produce a substitute 
for the existing second chamber before 
he abolishes tho existing chamber. Truc 
he says the House of Lords j# nota real 
second chamber in its present form, but 
that is only a rhetorical expression 
of his dislike to: a hostile majority. He 
sketches in a shadowy way a second 
chamber jin the future, \ consultative 
rather than legislative, yet a kind of 
high court of justice for the empire, ap- 
parently a sort of glorified privy coun- 
cil, with colonial representatives os 
well as home representatives. Lord 
Rosebery knows America, and is per- 
haps dreaming—it is not yet more than 
a dream—of somebody with an elective 
and popular basis, which should com- 
bine sone of the functions of the Ameri- 
can Senate with some of the functions 
of the Supreme Court of the United 
States. “I hope he) will pursue the medi- 
tations. They will be interesting 
studies in organic law, whether they 
prove fruitful or not.

Stam- 
boul, Chimes and Lavalard were up for 
inspection, with four Of tholr got raug- 
ing from 2 to 6 years in ago, us spocl- 
mons of their breeding Qualities. Comes 
Was accompanied by Fantasy, with a rocord 
of 2,06, tho fustest 4-year-oid trottor of 
the season; Charming, Chimos who scored 
2.18 1-2 at 3 yours, and wore a blue rib- 
bon for himeolf on Tuesday; Silvery Chimes, 
6 yours, with no record but the distinction 
of having boaten hix sire in tho ring two 
days ago, and Princess Royal, a foal of 
1890, who trottod in 2,20 at 2 years, Stam- 
boul was represented by Pawnes, 5 yours 
old, with a mark of 2,26 1-2, and out of 
tho noted dam Minunohaha; Hilda 3., a 
lovely filly of 3. yours, with a race record 
of 2.19 1-4; Silverboul, % years old, and 
Altaaboul, 2 years old, both prize winnors 
this week, Lavalard had wmong bls four 
only the ono fast record of 2,19 1-4, hold 
by Prince Layalord, and the others shown 
with him were Havalard, Lightmoon and 
Miss Murtha, Of tho three chiefs of these 
broods, Stamboul was the only one tliat 
Waa ublo to show any speol In the ring 
and his herd also cought the crowd, anc 
Won applause in turn by tholr bold, rapid 
way of going. Fantasy did not loud woll, 
but it was ovident that her turf careor 
woighed heavily in favor of Chimes. Tho 
rosult was that Chimes recoived the big- 
gest prize of the week for his kind, as 3500 
wont with the blue rosette in this hord 
competition, Stamboul was, of course, sec.

Tho 
names of the two men were given, and 
they were found to be sitting near to 
One another as deseribed. 


In the holding of these examinations 
Dr. Thorburn is given unusual powers by 
the Government. He may issue sum - 
monses just like a judge and commit 
seers to’ jail if they do not fulfil the law. 
The two men were summoned and tried 
in Detective Wasson’s office on Friday, 
but hothing could be proven against 
them. They ‘were two Torontonians of 
respectable standing.

MURDERED FOR INSURANCE 


Was B. F. Pitzel Foully Done 
Away With? 


A CASE LIKE THAT OF DR, MEYER 





Grand Jury in Philadelphia Returns 4 
Teve BILL Against a Woman and a 
Lawy © for Obtaining Insurance By 
Fraud -Did the Widow lp to Finish 
Hor Husband? 


Philadelphia, Noy. 20.—Tho grand jury 
yesterday returned truco bills of in- 
dictinent against Herman Mudgett, alias 
H, H. Holmes, who is under arrest at }oa- 
ton; J. D. Howe, a St, Louis lawyer, aud 
Mré, Carey A, Pitzel, alias Cook, for 
fraudulently obtaining $10,000  insur- 
anee from the Fidelity Mutual Life Aswo- 
ciation of this city opon tho death of 
B, F, Pitsel, 

Immediately following the finding of 
the indictments the Life Insurance Ayso- 
ciation received word of the arrest in 
St. Louis of Howe, and of the capture 
in Burlington, Vt., of the woman, who 
to-day confosscd to the conspiracy, Stops 
have been taken to extradite the accus- 
ed. While the indictments do not charze 
murder, the authorities believe it will be 
shown at the trial that Pitzel was dono 
away with either intentionally or by 
accident. At. the coroner’s inquest upon 
the body of the supposed Pitszel in this 
city Sopt. 5, a verdict was rendered that 
he came to his death from cougestion of 
the laozs, caused by inhaling fumes of 
® poisonous drug, and his body was in- 
terred in the potters’ field, The face 
was badly burued. The body was sub- 
sequently exhumed and jdentified by the 
alleged relatives as that of Pitzel. The 
dunount of the insurance policy was then 
paid to the woman. The insurance na- 
sociation afterwards became suspicious 
aud its investizations led to the present 
developments, 


Vice-President McKnight of the Fi, 


delity Association stated to-day: “It 
was @ couspiracy and possibly an .ac- 
cidental murder, One theory is that 


Pitzel was induced to submit to chloro- 
form in order that he might be pain- 
lossly marked with burns, which could 
be shown a physician. After the pby- 
sician Id gone a dead body similarly 
marked could be put in bed and the 
physician could be deceived into the no- 
tion that lis patient had died. The 
other theory is that Pitzel really died 
as the result of his treatment, and it gs 
this possibly whith leads to the suspic- 
ion of murder.” 

Holmes or Mudgett was interviewed in 
Boston, ant declares that Pitzel is still 
olive, or was about the middle of Octo- 
ber, when he last saw him at Detroit. 
The woman also declared to the best 
of her knowledge ond belief that her hus- 
band is alive, 

B. F. Pitezoll rented tho house tu Cal- 
lowhill-streot during the summer under 
the namd of B. F. Perry, and while there 
conducted a patent medicine business. 
The last week in August he disappeared, 
and on Sept. 8 a man with whom he had 
hud business relations went to the 
house and found Perry dead on the floor. 
Death was attributed to the explosion 
of a jar of cleaning fluid. On the body 
was found a smadjl sum of money and 
two letters dated St. Louie, evidently 
from the man’s wife, in which she signifi- 
ed her intention of comiug to Philadel- 
hia, The Coroner's jury called it a 
eath from burns accidentally received. 

The insurance company never doubted 
the truth of Holmes’ identification, al- 
though they bad a; belief that the case 
was one of murder, rather than accident. 
A month ago, however, one of the agents, 
while in St. Louis, became coguizaut of 
some of the facts and he formulated the 
theory of conspiracy. Working on slight 
clues, he discovered that! Holuwes and J. 
D. Howe, Mrs. Pitezell’4 attorney, who 
in Philadelphia, denied knowledge of 
each other, had been lawyer and client 
in a case where Holmes had been ar- 
rested under the name. of H. H. Howard 
for obtaining goods by false pretenses. 
Then it was found that Holmes and 
Pitezell had conducted the World’s Fair 
Hotel, 76 Sixty-third-street, Chicago, 
under the assumed name of Campbell, 
Yates & Co. Pijtezelli took out a policy 
With the Fidelity Company, and Holmes 
followed his example a month later, both 
fiving notes for the; first payment. 

The mother of the supposed dead man 
Was found and from minute des¢ription 
of her eon it at once appeared that the 
corpse found was not his, In the mean- 
time it was discovered that Holmes’ real 
name was Herman Mudget and his home 
New Hampshire. His aliases were legion. 
He is known in New York, Chicago, Fort 
Worth, St. Louis and almost every other 
big city, 5 

Then it was learned that Pitezell and 
Holmes obtained by some means or other 
corpse from the New York Hospital, 
brought it here, surrounded it by the evi- 
dence of a violent death in the Callowbill 


street house and obtained the $10,000 as 
above described,

F. U. A. recom- 
mending an Investigation and appointing 
Dr. Farley Coroner. 

Ald, Landenberger asked for the report 
of the committve appointed on the Audl- 
tor’s Report, but they had no report to 
make, 

Mayor Walmsley sald, tp reference to 
the fire Investigation, that he had asked 
Mr, Bogle for a stepographer to take the 
evidence and he had been told that ho 
could aupply one for $1 per night. 

The Oouncil went Into committee of the 
whole on reports, Ald.

THE MYSTERY MAY BE SOLVED 


, Xe ie Claimed That She Dressed in Mato 
| Aitire, Called at the Westwo d Mouss 
and Shot Frank Down—A Kovolver of 
the Same Calibre As That With Which 
Westwood Was Shot Found in Her 


Koom, Together With a Sulit of Men's 

Clothes, 

Toronto, Noy, 20, — Clara Ford, 
a mulatto, who has been 


employed as tailoresa with Samuel Bar- 
j hett, 164 York-street, off and on for 
the past eight months, aud who has 
| Dourded for that period in the adjoining 
, house, 162 York-street, with Mrs, Jobu 
Dorsay, was arrested last evening on a 
| charge of being the murderess of Frauk 
| Westwood, who was shot down at the 
| door of his father’s house, at the foot of 
| Jameson-ayenue, on Saturday night, 
Oct. 6. 

| ‘The girl gives hor ago as 38 years, but 
| looks more like 25, Sho is best described 
jos a “yaller” girl, and would almost 
pass for a white woman, She was born 
and raised-in this city, and until two 
years ago lived with Mra McKny,a white 
Wointn, in a cottage in rear of the Sal- 
vation Army Industrial Homo, which im- 
mediately adjoins the Westwood. resi- 
| denee on the north. Early in 1892 the 
Es was converted into a stable, 


and Mrs, McKay and Clara went to live 
at 107 Fern-avenne. Mrs MeKay was re- 
moved to the Home for Incurables, where 
she died, and Clara continued to live 
in the house alone, and rumor did not give 
her a good reputation, Eyen then she is 
supposed to have been addicted to parad- 
ing in male attire and carrying a revol- 
ver, as frequent complaints were made to 
the police that a colored girl in male garb 
had stopped different young women in 
the streets. About this time Clara  dis- 
appeared, and it has been ascertained 
that she went to Manitoba, returning 
about eight months ago, when she went 
to board at Mrs. Dorsay’s, 152 York- 
street, where she has resided eyer since, 
working at her trade as a tailoress in the 
various Hebrew tailor shops in the vi- 
cinity, When her room was searched, 
after her arrest, a suit of men’s clothing, 
several men’s white shirts and a 88-cali- 
bre reyolyer, with two empty chambers, 
Were found, 

Deteetives Slomin and ‘Porter never 
ceased working on the case since the shot 
was fired, Three weeks ago a pointer 
was obtained through words dropped in 
conversation by a woman. Then the 
officers went on a still-hunt for Clara 
Ford, but not until yesterday did they 
succeed in locating her. 

At 4.80 yesterday afternoon Detectives 
Slemin and Porter entered the store of 
Samuel Barnett, 154 York-street, and 
enquired the name of a young girl who 
was working at asewing miachine. 
When told it was Clara Ford, 
one of the detectives snid : “The 
Inspector of Detectives wishes to sce 
you at headquarters.” 

“All right,” replied Clara, “I wil go 
with you. Wat ti I go upstairs and 
get ay. things on.” 

“No ; wo will go with yon,” was the re- 
ply, and Clara, accompanied by the 
detectives, went upstairs to the room oc- 
bupied by the girl in Mrs.Dorsny’s board- 
ing honse adjoining. There they found a 
88-calibre reyolyer with two chambers 
discherged and a full suit of men-s cloth- 
ing, besides two men’s. shirts. 

They escorted the girl to Headquar- 
ters, where she was told the charze upon 
which she had been arrested. She  re- 
ceived the intellizence very e¢ooly. She 
was afterwards interviewed by Inspector 
Stark, ond as o result of the interview 
was locked up and a change of murder 
registered ozainst her. 

Mrs. Dorsay kuew very little of the 
antecedents of Clara, except that she was 
fn orphan with one sister. She was 
born and raised in Toronto, but both 
her parents haye been dead b for some 
years, Some time azo she went to Mani- 
toba, returning eizht months ago. Since 
her return she has boarded with Mrs, 
Dorsay, working for the greater part of 
that time with Mr. Barnett. Mrs, Dor- 


say could not tell from memory what 
time of night Clara returned 
to her boarding house on 
Saturday, October 6, the evening 
Frnuk Westwood was shot, but was 
sure she hayv® been out till 


couldn't 
11.30 o'clock. “I don't give my board- 
ers lateh keys,” said) Mrs. Dorsay om- 
phatically, “but let them in myself.” 
Clara always came in between 9 and 10 
o'clock, and if she camo in that night 
shi I certainly would. have remembered 

“There's nothing in the’ finding of the 
revolver,” continued Mrs, Dorsay. 
: Clara owned that revolver. I've seen 
it often, She always carried it when 
she went out nights to protect herself, 
and slept with it: under her pillow. She 
also wore men’s clothes sometimes, She 
was very masculine, and frequently went 
out in male attire, often wearing a pair 
of men’s pants under her dress, 

During the eight months she has 
been with me she: has worked for dif- 
ferent Hebrew tailors in York-st. I dave 
never heard her talk much about the 
Westwood case, but of course she dis- 


Samuel Barnett, the girl's employer, 
also said that Clara was steady 
ond industrious, She has work- 
ed for mo onl. three  difforent 


occasions during the past eight months, 
said Mr, Barnett, coming here the last 
time on Saturday, Sept. 15. Since then 
she has been working continuously,often 
wotil 9 and 10 o'clock at night. I am 
sure she worked on the day of the West- 
wood shooting, and also the Monday 
following, because I remember her 
marking tliat morning, when we were 
reading the account of the shooting that 
“it wouldn’t be safe for anyone to go 
to the door after this.” She never spoke 
much to the other girls, but attengled to 
her work, Her little 14-year-old siator 
used to come and seo her ocensionally¢ 
and once when she came at pight Clara 
told her never to do it again, that it 
waa not safe to go along York-street 
nights, and always to come in the day- 


time, We linye been very buay of late, 
working nighta, and Clara has 
“always been here, Only thia afternoon 


bhe said, “L gueas we'll have to work on 
Thanksgiving Day ond try to catch. up, 
but I don't mind,” 

The ovidence upon which the young 
mulatto waa arrested is briefly as fol- 
lowa: The girl lived for a long time in 
the immediate vicinity of the Westwood 
plaice, and wha consequently familiar 
With the locality. Sho ia known to hive 
been acquainted with Frank Weatwood: 
two Witnosses swenr to haying ween her 
on more than one occasion prowling ir 
Jomeson-nyenue in male attire, and her 
landindy saya she was in the habit of 
golng om the streeta dressed in menu's 
clothes; & 38-calibre revolver, the aame 
sieed Woapon with which Frank Weut 


wood wae killed, waa found in her room 
with two chiimbers discharged, and it 
ja known that she carriod this with her 
When she weut out, Ga she anid, “to pro 
toct herself,” 


The theory of the detectives in that 
the giel deliberately killed’ young Weat 
wood for reverse, That it is the old 
story, but with a different ending. 
They wore working on the lypo- 
thesiv that when Clara Ford lived in 
Mis. Mekny'’s cottage, which waa only 
& few yarde distant from the Weatwood 
house, she ond Brank were intimate. 
Then the girl dina ppoured, nai necord 
ing to the story told to Mrs, Dorsay 
the had been in Mauitoba until  ahe 
arrived at the York-street boarding 
house eight months ago. Since then, 


they believe, she haa been plotting the 
crime which was carried into 
effect on Oct. 6. She haa short 
curly hair, and, dressed in mon's clothes 
would readily pass for o younz man, o# 
she has & masculine walk and carriage, 
Her preeence jn thé vicinity of the Weat- 
wood houso thus attired would indicate 
that she was watching for a favorable 
Opportunity to carry her design into 
effect, oud finally hit upon the expedient 
of calling the young man to the door, 
having first watched the family retire 
See Hler escape ia casily account- 
oO lo@ Familiar with tho lo- 
cality, ashe could readily have 
rin from the front door across 
tho Westwood lawn to  Iawthorne- 
street; a fence o foot high alone divid- 
ing the street from the grounds. She 
would omeryge just about the spot where 
Mrs, McKay's cottage stood, and could 
cut across the vacant land to Victoria- 
Crescent and easily escape, Whether or 
not Frank Westwood kiew who it waa 
Who shot him, and went to the grave with 
the secret locked in hi sbreast is of 
course unknown. If he did, and Clara 
Ford shot him, this may explain his re- 
marks in his ante-mortem statement 
that “Muin’s the word,” and “You can't 
pump me,” 


CUATTELLE’S RELATIONS, 





Mave Not Decided to Difend Mim Al- 
though Some Toronto Lawyers lave 
Offered Their Services, 


Stratford, Noy. 21,—Malcolm 
farlane was in St, Hyncinthe recently, 
and while there hadi an interview with 
Eveebe Chattelle, the half-brother of 
the murderer, 

The half-brother keeps a grocery store 
in St. Hyacinthe, and appeared to be 
doing a flourishing busir®ss. Chattelle, 
the prisoner, left St. Hyacinthe when 
his half-brother was cnly two years old, 
so that the latter never saw him until 
he returned there last spring. Eusebe 
knew from his father that there was such 
a brother. While inl St. Hyacinthe the 
prisoner worked as a laborer on a rail- 
way, and appeared to be very quiet. 
All who knew him were shocked to hear 
of the murder, and all the laborers with 
whom he had worked all said that 
they had considered him yery quict. 
To his half-brother especially the news 
was o terrible shock. : 

“If wo had never seen him,” he said 
to Mr. Macfarlane, “ itewould have been 
nothing ; but it seems terrible that he 
should go away and commit such a mur- 
der after coming home and getting ac- 
quainted with us.” : 

Mr. Chattelle said his father had been 
married three times, the prisoner being 
4& son of the second wife, and himself 
a son of the third, The prisoner had 
two full sisters, one of whom is in 


There were two girls by the — 
first marriage and one by the laste | Ward, 
They are all married, excepting, of 


course, the one in the convent. he 
sisters have not been informed of the 
murder by BDusebe, adtbough they may 
have heard of it.-

ever, thinks his brother is perfectly sane, 
ond asked Mr. Macfarlane’s opinion as 
to the advisability of defending him.

THE SLAUGHTER CAN'T CONTINUE 


| 


They Hose Up tn Arms and Demanded 
That tho Manafacturer Remove His 
Business to Some Other Town—How 
Horse Meat Is Converted Into ‘Corned 
Beef" and Sirloin Steals. 


New York, Nov, 24.—There ia « small, 
old-fashioned frame building on the out~ 
skirta of the town of Kearney, N.J., 
which formerly was owned by Adam Gil- 
bert, At one time it waa used as a 
brewery, but later on a patent fluid for 
the dressinz of fine leather was made 
there out of decayed oz 78. 

For the past two weeks tho police of 
Kearney have noticed that a lot of old, 
decrepit, broken-down horses, somo 
hardly able to walk, were being Jed 
throuzh the town and along the old 
turnpike road, At first tha horse-traders, 
all strangers, put in their appearances 
at nizht, but since then large droves of 
sickly-looking equines haye been driven 
throuzh the town by day, 

To way that the ad ae of Kearney 
were angry when they discovered that 
these broken-down horses were taken to 
the old Gilbert brewery, and that the 
place had been trausformed isto ao 
slaughter-honuse for horses, where steaks 
and “corned beef" were being prepared 
for the market, is putting it very mild- 
ly) Nobody in town felt assured that 
the porterhouse and the roast on his 
table did not come from the Gilbert 
factory, which @ runby Henry Bosse, 
who has similar places on Long Island. 
The town butchers. began tol fee) uneasy, 
too, and hud to do a lot of explain- 
ing to their customers. Even the 
bakers who sell mince pies are up in 
arms. One poor, decrepit nag dropped 
dead in frout of a shop Wednesday, 
while on its way to the slaughter. 
The people of Kearney were not satis- 
fied with the dssurances they received 
from some of the men employed at the 
new slaughter-house that the meat was 
shipped to Lelgjum and France. Some 
of it, they sajd, went to New York. 

The people became so aroused that o 
special’ meeting of the Board of Health 
was held Wednesday in the Town Hall. 
The meeting waa a representative one 
and there were manoy interested specta- 
tors. Chairman Charles Engelstadter 
presided, There were also preseut Dr. 
James A, Exton, Health Officer of Kear- 
ney; Health Inspector Hugh Wilkie, 
Police Just{fpe T. E. Turnbull, Chair- 
man Samuel Worthington, of the Town- 
ship Commgttee, and Committeemen J. 
W. Congleton, William Beardsley, An- 
drew Engle and J. N. Matthews, secre- 
tary of the Board of Health. Earlier 
in the day Policeman Thomas Kirkby 
had gerved a notice, signed by the health 
officer, upon one of the employes of theo 
new bologna factory, directing the occu- 

ponte of tho place to abalte the nuis- 
ance within 10 days or be punished ac- 
cording to law, 

It was shortly after 8 p.m. yesterday 


when (Dr. Exton, accompanied by Dr. 


W. Runge, Dr, C. Lehibach, health offi- 
cer of Newark, Inspector Wilkie and 
World reporter and artist, ‘visited the 
horse-sausage shop. Dr. Henry Van der 
Roest of Newark, the veterinary sur- 
geon employed by Bosse, was on hand 
to receive them. Dr. Exton did not spend 
much time explainipg the cause of his 
visit, but welked right into the place to 
see whether the law was being violated. 
The three butchers employed at the place 
had received the tip that the Kearney 
authorities were to call earlier in the 
day, aud had made the place og present- 
able as possible, 

The large room on the ground; floor is 
occupied as the slaughter-house proper. 
Here the old broken-down shanks are re- 
lieved from their suffering by one of the 
three butchers. A horse had been killed 
earlier in the day, and its carcass Avas 
hoistéd clear of the floor, dressed for the 
market, The poor old nag must have 
been very thin, for there was no fat “to 
be seen anywhere. The meat looked 
very poor indeed, Along the walls were 
@ number of fore and hind-quarters, Dr. 
Van der Roest could not tell where they 
were to be event to. He thought they 
would probably go to Europe. 

Dr. Runge said that this was a clear 
violation of the Interstate law, which 
prescribes that no ment must be shipped 
from one state to another or out of the 
country without first being inspected by 
o regular United States inspector. Tho 
Kearney people mean business, too. 


FOUND A BURGLAR IN THE HOUSE. 
Ho Was Calmly Feasting on the Remains 
of the Thanksgiving Turkey. 


Owen Sound, Ont., Noy. 24.—James 
Johnston, who claims to bo from 
from ‘Toronto, and says he formerly

Sound un- 
der peculiar circumstances at 1 a, m. 
yesterday. The son of James Haw- 
ilton had been out spending the even- 
ing, and on entering the “house came 
suddenly upon Johnston, who was seated 
at the table eating the remains of the 
Thanksgiving turkey. The burglar was 
promptly collared, and the police sum- 


moned, A pane of glass, which had 
been removed, explained the means of 
ingress. An ulster which Johnston had 


on was recognised by an Owen Sound 
tailor as having been stolen from his 
place, which was burglarized a few 
nights before.

Tho following particulars regarding 
ita arrangemont may be helpful to 
othora with similar needs: 

‘Tho top of the stand was enlarged an 
inch or two in width and severalsinches 
in longth at each side by the addition 
of uasmooth board top, which was se 
curely nailed to position; this was coy 
erod with tightly drawn cream white 
rubber cloth, which was turned undor 
the edges and tacked around on the un 
der side. 

Into the under side of the shelf, close 
to cach table log, was tarned a strong 
scrow—almost, but not quite, through 
fo the upper surface of the board 
that the heads projected like four legs 
each nearly an inch long, These little 
legs dropped through and fitted closely 
into the eyes of strong screw-oyes 
which were turned into and projected 
from the ianer side of each table leg. 
Being held in position in this way, at 
four points, the shelf was as secure as 
need be, and it almost doubled the use- 
fulness of the table. 

A square, round or oblong shelf may 
bo adjusted to any four-legged stand 
or table in this way. They make con- 
voniont sewing or reading tables or 
commodes, 

At the end of the table, close to the 
pillow, arow of roomy pockets were 


for temporary 
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corner was secured to a similar screw- 
eye inside tho table leg. 

Standing close by the side of the bed 
every part of 
drawer and pockets—soon became in 
dispensable. Water, medicine, fruit, 
bell, handkerchief, napkin, fan, watch 
or book, any or all, could be safely 
within reach.

When the table was pronounced s 
success and a fixturo it was made more 
attractive and still more convenient by 
the addition of back boards to the top 
and shelf—see dotted lines—which, like 
the rest of the woodwork, was then 
given twocoats of prettily-tinted enamel) 
paint, the brass drawer-pull was polished 
and tiny ornamental brass hooks were 
placed wherever they were needed for 
the suspension or siufe-keeping of any 
littie article; wash silk or linen scarfs 
were draped over the back boards, their 
fringed ends falling gracefully at the 
sides, and the result was a piece of fur

In Moxico there is a plant known by the

who slew Ahab and around whom we 
came with such vociferation when he re- 
turned from victorious battle—can it be 
possible that our grand and glorious Naa- 
man has the leprosy?" 

Yes, Everybody has something he wishes 
he had not—David, an Absalom to dls- 
gracehim; Paul, athorn to sting him; Job, 
carbuncles to plague him; 
Delilah to shear him; Ahab, a Naboth to 
deny him; Haman, a Mordecai to irritate 
him; George Washington, childlessncss to 
afflict him; John Wesley, a termagant 
wife to poster him; Leah, weak eyes; Pope, 
a crooked back; Byron, a club foot; John 
Milton, blind eyes; Charles Lamb, an in- 
sane sister, and you and you and you and 
you something which you never bargained 
for and would like to get rid of. The rea- 
s0n of this is that God does not want this 
world to be toa bright. Otherwise we 
would always want to stay and eat these 
fruits and lie on these lounges and shake 
hands in this pleasant society. 

We are only in the vestibule of a grand 
temple. God does not want us to stay on 
the doorstep, and therefore he sends uches 
and annoyances and sorrows and bereaye- 
ments of all sorts to push us on and push 
us up toward riper fruits and brighter so- 
clety and more radiant prosperties. God 
isonly whipping us ahead. The reason 
that Bdward Payson and Robert Hall had 
more rapturous views of heaven than other 
people had was because, through their 
aches and pains, God pushed them nearer 
up toit. If God dashes out one of your 
pictures, it is only toshow toyoua brighter 
one, If he sting your foot with gout, your 
brain with neuralgia, your tongue with an 
inextinguishable thirst, it is only because 
he is preparing to substitute a better body 
than you ever dreamed of when the mortal 
shall put on immortality. 

It is to push you on and to push you up 
toward something grander and better 
that God sends upon you, as he did upon 
General Naaman something you do not 
want. Seated in his Syrian ntansion,all the 
walls glittering with the shields which he 
had captured in battle, the corridors 
crowded with admiring visitors who just 
wanted to see him once, music and mirth 
and banqueting filling all the mansion 
from tessellated floor to pictured ceiling, 
Naaman would have forgotten that there 
was anything better and would have been 
glad to stay there 10,000 years.

‘In the land from which I was 
stolen there is a certain prophet known by 
the name of Elisha, who can cure almost 
anything, and I shouldn't wonder if he 
could cure my master. Send forhim right 
away.” “Oh, hush!’ you say. “If the 
highest medical talent in all the land can- 
not cure that leper, there isno need of your 
listening toany talk of a servant girl.” 
But do not scoff, do not sneer. The finger 
of that little captive maid is pointing in 
the right direction. She might have said: 
“This is a judgment upon you for stealing 
me from my native land. Didn’t they 
snatch meoffin the night, breaking my 
father’s and mother's hearts, and many a 
time I have lain and cried all night because 
Iwas so homesick.’ Then, flushing up 
into childish indignation, she might have 
said: “Good forthem.

The first point is regulated by estab 
lishing shops ospecially for thosalo of 
horse meat, Or, if itissold from a cart 
or in a regularly licensed butcher's 
shop, by requiring that it should bo 
marked plainly. The sale of horse meat 
has grown to enormous proportions 
since the first shop was established 
in 1886. The estimate is, that it is oaton 
now ina third of tho Parisian house 
holds, In 1891 twenty-ono thousand 
two hundred and thirty one horses, six 
ty-ono mules, and two hundred and 

seventy-five assos were sold in Paris 
shops, The meat costs about half as 
much as beof. 

IT was particularly struck by the num- 
ber of cooking utensils I saw heaped up 
in one ofthe rooms at tho laboratory. 
“Confiscations of the inspector,” said 
the chemist. 

"Do you suryoy kitchens, then?” 

“Certainly,” he responded, ‘Every 
dish used in a public restuarant of 
Paris, eitherin the kitchen or for the 
table; every pot, pan, and utensil in the 
bakeries; aye every beer faucet in the 
wine shop—in short, everything used in 
preparing or serving foods, is under the 
caro of the inspector, The law forbids 
the use of lead, sinc, and galvanized 
iron in the manufacture of cooking ves- 
sels. In order that all copper vessels be 
tinued and kept in good condition, it di- 
rects that pottery which is covered with 
a glaze containing enough oxide of lead 
to yield a feeble acid be seized. It orders 
that tin can never be soldered on the 
inside, and that the materials used in 
their manufacture be conformed toa 
certain standard It is the inspectory’ 
business to look after all these things,” 

‘And the results?” 

“That depends. There are establish- 
mentsin Paris like the great restaur- 
ants which omploy a skilled tinner regu- 
larly, and their utensils are always kept 
in order. In many littleshops kept by 
women the copper vessels are the pride 
of the establishment, but in many others 
they are, unhappily, neglected, In 
1889, ont of two hundred and fifteen 
samples analyzed here, ninety-seven 
contained lead.” 


Boware of Fruit Skins. 

With regard to the eating of fruit an 
important caution must be given: Fruit 
skins’ carry germs and are no more in- 
tended for human sustenance than po- 
tato skins, melon rinds or pea pods. The 
bloom of the pers is a luxuriant 
growth of microbes, that of the grape 
only less so; and when these skins are 
takeninto the stomach they find most 
favorable conditions for their lively and 
rapid development, which canses the de- 
cay of the fruit before it is possible to 
digest it. This is the reason that many 
persons think they cannot eat raw fruit. 

Sane wouldin all cases discard the 
skin they could derive only good from 
the fruit itself. Nature provides the 
skin for the protection of the fruit from 
the multitude of germs which are ever 
ready to attack it, as is evidenced when 
the skin is bruised or broken in any 
way. Themicrobes at once begin thoir 
work of decay, and the fruit is unfit for 
food. Children are chief offenders in 
respect to this rule, and should be care- 
fully watched and frequently cautioned. 
A daintiness as to the condition of fruit 
should also be cultivated, to prevent its 
being eaten unripe, or too old, on the 
verge of decay. _Remember that it is 
sweet and ripe fruit, in prime condition 
only, that is recommended. 

DUST PARTICLES GOUNTEDL- 
A Mechanical Device That Rogisters the 
Atoms of the Air, 

A machine has been contrived by an 
expert for counting the number of dust 
particles present in the air, and this has 
been nsed at various places, and the at- 
mosphere tested. The machine allows 
a known quantity of air to be passed 
into a chamber where the atoms of dust 
are moistened and precipitated onto a 
counting stage divided into convenient 
squares, All that is necessary is to 
count the spots on certain squares, mul- 
tiply by a factor, and an estimate is 
obtained of the number of dust atoms 
present in the volu:ne of air in question. 
A cigarette smoker is said to send out 
4,000 million of these minute particles 
at overy puff. One cubic centimetre of 
airisaconvenient quantity to take as 
standard, and_it has been found that the 
air at Battersea Park contains dust par- 
ticles in amounts varying from 48,000 
to 116,000 per cubic centimetre; the 
Eiffel Tower uir varied between 104,000 
to as low as 226, 

There are many questions which are 
raised by these observations on dust 
atoms, one of them being as to whether 
inhabited places have a warmer mean 
temperature than uninhabited places, 
The suggestion is that these dust par- 
ticles, which are present in such large 
quantities in inhabited areas, serve as a 
covering to keep the earth's heat from 
radiating, and the bold speculation is 
made that possibly changes of climate 
in the earth’s past history may be traced 
to the presence or absence of dust. 
Many are the interesting subjects for 
study therefore provided by the minuto 
particles of aqueons vapor as they reveal 
themselves as dew, hoar frost, fog and 
inist.—English Mechanic.

Tt is 
to bo presumed that this abstract of Mr 
Lowell's paper is authoritative; but asit 
is not signed by his name, he may not 
hold the views there expressed. I have 
quoted a fow statements from this ac 
count becanse they seam to me to be 
very misloading and unfortunate, and 
all tho more so because they are very 
well written, and in some respects quite 
true 

The Lowell Observatory, le says, 1s to 
be devoted to “an investigation into the 
condition of life in other worlds, includ 
ing their habitability by beings like or 
unlike man.” On this sentence I re 
mark that any serious study of any 
planet by any menns is, in its degree, a 
study of the conditions of life on that 
plunct. A measurement of the angles 
of a crystal of fluorspar in a laboratory 
is part of nstudy of the conditions on 
earth, An accurate drawing of tho 
planet Mars is, in ita way, no doubt, a 
study of conditions of life on that plan- 
et. But I submit that the phrase, “the 
conditions of life,” is very misleading. 
It holds out hopes that are very unlike 
ly to be realized in the year of grace 
184, or during this contury. What these 
hopes are is roughly indicated by the 
noxt phrase, ‘their habitability, by be- 
ings like or unlike man, This is not-the 
chimerical search some may suppose.” 
Tho foregoing words seem to me to be 
especially misleading, Does the writer 
intend to aay that there isany probabili 
ty whatever that either of the two fol- 
lowing qnestions can be settled within 
the next decide. 

First—Are Mars, Venus, ete,, inhab- 
ited? 

Second—Are their inhabitants like (or 
unlike) human beings? 

The words [ have quoted seem to me 
to imply that there is a probability that 
these questions will soon be settled. But 
I think that nearly every living astron- 
omer will agree with ie in saying, as I 
do, that there is no reasonable probabil- 
ity whatever of any such settlement at 
the present time. The problem is one 
for the considerably distant future. 


The Canals of Mars, 


It may be that ‘‘the most self evident 
explanation of the markings on Mars is 
probably the true oue; namely, that in 
them we are looking upon the result of 
the work of some sort of intelligent be- 
ings.” It just may possibly be true, 
thongh by no means ‘'self-evident;”’ but 
I, for one, declare that I cannot find a 
scintilla of evidence in favor of that 
view. The writer is speaking of the so- 
called canals of Mars. These are long, 
dark, narrow markings on a reddish 
background, and they are sometimes 
many hundreds, even thousands of 
miles long, and seldom less than 50 miles

Finally, 
isit true that the lire objectives of 
modern telescopes aro especially well 
fitted to deal with faint contrasts like 
those on the planct Venus so as to hold 
ont a reasonable hode of new discoveries 
“of the wost important character” re- 
garding this planet? Idonbt it, speak 
ing for inyself; and Tecan givo at least 
one yood reason for my conclusion. 

With these few remarks, which could 
be carried much further, IT leave the 
paragraphs in question, They seem to 
me to hold out hopes that are not likely 
to be quickly realized, and therefore to 
to be suited to iislead rather than to 
lead the reader. ‘They are all the moro 
persuasive for being well written. But 
they tell only half truths; and the par- 
ticular half truths that the whole hu- 
manrace would be delighted to have 
verified.

I opened the letter and read it without 
attaching the slightest importance to it, 
or thinking for a moment it would ever 
become in any way interesting or worthy 
of preservation, but usa ds my rather 
methodical custom I threw ‘the letter 
and its envelope with others into a draw- 
or I use Tor the purpose, and gave no 
further thought to the matter until many 
Weeks after, when the entire city was 
startled by the horrible murder of a wo- 
mon and the discovery of a line of writ- 
ing on the wall over where the dead body 
was found, and which read: 

“IT will give myself up when I have

“You will Bemember that a atupid 
policeman rubbed this writing out, but 
the marks that were left were sufficiently 
distinct to show upon comparing it with 
my letter they were both written by the 
same hand, At once, upon the fact being 
published in the morning papers that this 
murder had been done, and the singular 
uname of Jack the Ripper being identified 
with it, of course recalled to my mind 
the letter I had received.

STORY OF A PRIEST'S ESCAPE. 


EeEa= 
Had Been Imprisoned My the Mahdists 
for Ten Years. 


Cairo, Noy. 27.—Father Rossignoli, the 
priest who, after the fall of El Obeid, 
Was imprisoned by the Mahdists with 
Father Ohrwalder at Omdurman, ‘where 
he remained for 10 years, and whose es- 
cape was announced a few days ago by 
the Associated Press, has arrived here. 
The escape was plamned by Maj. Win- 
gate of the Egyptian Intelligence De- 
partment, who contracted to march with 
Abdallah to effect Father Kossigavlis es- 
lease. Father Rossignoli gaye Abdallah 
a card on which was inscribed in Latia : 

“Father—The time of eliverance has 
arrived. Trust in God, Cour.” . 

Abdallah started for Berber in June 
and arrived on the 18th.

Tho Mother ts Prostrated and May Not

New Lowell, Ont,, Noy. 27.—The wto 
baby children of James Scott of Sunui- 
dale Township were burned to death 
Bunday night. The explosiou of a coal oil 
lump is supposed to have started tho 
fire. 

Shortly alter 7 o'clock in the evening 
Mrs. Scott put the two children, aged 
2 und 4, yeam, snugly in bed, ‘The 
clothes were tucked closely around them 
With a mother’s tender care. Then 
the lamp waa turned low, and the wife 
and Ynother went with her husband to 
looK after the stock in a barn, about 
150 yards from the house, 

They had been absent about 20 min- 
utes, when Mr. Scott noticed a glare in 
The whole 
room where tho children lay sleeping 
acemed to be in flames. With quick per- 
ception the father noted tho fiery gleam 
and ran toward the house, Bursting into 
he waa at first driven back 
by the smoke and flames that gushed 
forth. But the feeble criea of the little 


gave the father renewed courage, and 
ho dashed once more into the flames, 


the two tots in their blazing 
nightgowns, he dashed from the build- 
ing.. The two children were very badly 


burned, and, although everything was 
done to aid them, they died in o few 


hours. Mr. Scott was severely burned 
in his brave attempt to rescue his little 
ones. \ 

There was no one in the house when 
the fire started except the two children. 
It is supposed that the lamp exploded 
or else was thrown to the floor by one 
of the children. ‘The terrible affliction 
has seriously impaired Mrs, Scott's 
health, ond she is now very ill.

staying since the funeral of her husband. 
The formality of making the bride's toilet 
being over, the ladies of honon returned 
to the concert hall. In the meantime 
Emperor Nicholas, the King of Denmark, 
the King of Greece, the Prince of Wales, 
the grand dukes and the royal princes 
Were grouped in Malachite Hall, 

The bride looked pale and tired, but 
beautiful. Her ornaments were con- 
spicuously splendid, The crown of dia- 
monds which she wore was surmoujited 
by a diamond-studded cross. The Czar 
wore the red uniform of a Geperal of 
Hussars, ' 

After the ceremony the newly-wedded 
pair approached the widowed Czarina, 
before whom they offered thanks, They 
then received the congratulations of 
all present in the order of their rank, 
the couple receiving kisses from their re- 
latives among the guests. 

The cannon of the fortress fired a salute 
of 301 guns as the ceremony was con- 
cluded, The procession then re-formed 
and returned to the Winter Palace in 
the order in which it came, the Czar and 
his bride bowjng right and left in re- 
cognition of the congratulations they 
received, 

As the bridal party came out of the 
cathedral, the sun broke through the 
clouds and shone for the first time 
during the day. The weather had grown 
much colder, but tho sunshine complete- 
ly removed the dulness which had per- 
vaded everything out of doors since day- 
break. The yellow standards floated 
out in the stiff breeze from the palace 
and the fortress, and around the palace 
crowds presented ao

So the Turks Hilled All Armenians and 
Prevented Disaffection. 

Boston, Nov. 27.—A private letter re- 
ceived from Constantinople gives the fol- 
Jowinz details of the Armenian massa- 
cre: 


“We have word from Bitlis that the 
feermntion of life in Sassoun, south of 
oosh, was even greater than was sup 
posed, The brief note which has reached 
us says that 27 villaces were annihilat- 
ed in Sassoun, and 6000 men, women and 


Kurds, This awful story is only just 
bezinning to be known, though tha imas- 
sacre took place early in September. The 
Turks have used infinite pains to prevent 
the news leaking out, even going to 
the length of sending back from ‘Trebi- 
zond many hundreds from the Mooali re- 
gion who had come this way on business. 
The maasagre was ordteed from hei ig 
tle sense that some Kurda having rob- 
bed Armepiau villuz@ of flocks, the Ar- 
menians pursued and tried to recover 
their property ond a fight ensued, in 
which oa dozen Kurds were killed. The 
slain men were semi-official robbers en- 
rolled as troops and armed as such, but 
not under control, The authoritica there 
telezraphed here that Armenians had 
killed some of the Sultan’s troops. The

She wore over 
her black skirt and Eton jacket a beaver- 
trimmed jacket, and upon her head a 
fedora hat with a couple of feathe-s. It 
could easily be seen that she had a 
stromz dash of negro blood in her, being 
probably a quadroon or nearer akin to 
the black. Her curved nobe shows the 
white strain, while her restless eyes and 
Sensuous mouth tell of her African orizin. 
Her complexion is between a chocolate 
aud an unhealthy, yellow, 

Throughout the whole ordeal of five 
hours, she sat motionless, confronting 
witness and magistrate. Those who had 
expected to find a guilty, panic-stricken 
woman cowering in a corner of the dock, 
receiving the recital which will probably 
send her to the gallows, with protesta- 
tious and false assertions of her inno- 
cence, were mistaken, No terrified fe- 
male trembling at the words of her 
accusers was there, but a woman, rather, 
who, in the midst of ruin, faces them 
with indomitable pride and meets their 
menaces witb quiet scorn, Not a word, 
mot @ sizn escaped her; stoical as an 
Indian warrior at the torture stake, she 
bore it all, Those who watched her 
closely readily understood how it was 
that, all in the quietest and most com- 
posed of voices, as thouzh detailing in- 
cidents of every-day occurrence, she re- 
lated all the facts in connection with 
the crime to Detective Reburn. Whun 
the prisoner and her fputatiye daughter 
faced each other, the one in the felon’s 
dock, the other in the witness box testi- 
fying against her, there was a silence 
and all present looked from face to face, 
The spectators had an opportunity of 
comparing the two. The all but un- 
animous opinion of those present was 
that, without conclusive proof, they 
would be loth to conclude ‘that they 
were blood relations. A falcon and a 
piseon would mate as casily a# ‘these 
two. y 

The motive ascribed by Clara Ford in 
her confession was two-fold, that her 
victim had attempted to assault her and 
that she had beon made the butt for jibes 
by Westwood on account of her color. 
The World has no’ hesitation in saying 
that it gives no credence to the first 
motive, but it was easy from the down- 
trodden attitude she unconsciously as- 
sumed at times as memory brought back 
those days of uncomprehended suffering 
to understand that she had come to re- 
gard herself as a sort of social Pariah. 
In her early years her history, or 60 
much of it as can be gleaned, shows 
that, whered into the world by whom 
she knew not, she had been buffeted 
about with no more comprehension of 
cause or reason than has a dog; nay, 
not so much, for she knew not friends 
from foes. As she graw older she re- 


“lired that it was to tho presence of 
African blood in her veins that many 
of the rebuffs she received were due. 


She brooded ovar this fact and the un- 
told, untellable suffering and misery 
Which people of her color had suffered 
in the past. There is a tale of some 
chivalrous young Frenchman who eo 
heated his indignant blood with the per- 
usal of Spanish cruelties that them and 
there he sallied out to avenge the crime 
of past generations on tha offapring of 
tha evildoors, Such a wild impulso may 
have stirred in Clara Ford. f 

Sergeant Reburn'’s statement was as 
follows : Clara Ford was brought into the 
detective office about “4 o'clock on the 
afternoon of the 20th of this month by 
Detectives Slemin and Porter. She was 
brought into my private office. I asked 
her her name fnd she replied “ Clara 
Ford,” ond told me that she boarded at 
Mrs, Dorsay’s house in York-street, I told 
her that she was suspected of a very 
scrious crime. “I know," said she, “it 
is the Westwood murder.” I cautioned 
her, and told her that unless she liked 
she need not say anything, and that any- 
ated she might say would be used against 
Mer. 

I informed her that sho was suspected 
of shooting Frank Westwood. “I never 
knew him,” she said, “I was at the tho- 
otre that night, and I have evidence to 
prove T was there.” I asked her who twas 
the witness, and she said “ Florence Mc 
Kay.” I neked her where thia girl lived and 
she told me at Mra.

The Croziers wero then brought into 
Inspector Stark's office, where Clara 
Ford was sitting. I asked Mra. Crozier 
to repeat what she had previously ‘told 
me, She thon said that Clara Ford was 
at her place on Oct. 6 until 9 wr 10 
minutes past  o’clock in the evening, 
and that Clara had informed her that 
she ‘was. going to Parkdale to meet 
Florence McKay and take her to tho 
theatre, 

Then Clara Ford turned on her and 
commmenced to talk. I said; ‘ Hold on, 
you are on your trial for your life and 
I don’t want you to say anything.’ She 
stopped and Mrs. Crozier went on then 
to relate about Ford's baying a revolver 
in her pocket on that night and that sha 
saw it. Ford interrupted again: “ It’s 
all lies,’ she said, “it’s untrue,” 

Miss Crozier corroborated her mother's 
Statements, and I then allowed them 
both to go. After that I took Clara 
Ford into the commissioners’ room. The 
newspaper reporters had got on to the 
arrest by this time and I did not want 
them to see her. 

When we had got into the commission- 
ers’ room Ford said: ‘There is no use 
my misleading you any longer in the 
matter.” I asked what she meant and 
again cautioned her, ‘I don’t care,” 
she said, “If you had a sister and she 
was treated in the way, I was’ treated 
you would do the same. I shot Frank 
Westhvood,” . 

I asked her tho reyson ond ehe replied : 
“About the latter end of July or tho 
first of August he caught hold of me 
on Jameson-ayenue and tried to knock 
me down and take improper liberties 
with me. ‘The boys in the ucighborhood 
were always teasing me. I waa in the 
habit of sitting at the boat house read- 
ing aud you know the way these people 
call you names,” 

I asked her why she had said sho was 
at the theatre and she replied that she 
wished to throw off suspicion, I asked 
her where she went after sho left Mrs. 
Crosier. Sho answered: “I went along 
Camden street to the first street 
west; I went down that street where 
Gurney’s foundry is and alonk Kingt 
street’ to Dulferin-street, down Dufferin- 
street to the corner of Dominion-street.

Mr. Murdoch cross-examined witness 
shortly, in the cwarse of which he denied 
that at the first hearing he told the 
prisoner to change her plea from “guilty” 
to “not guilty.” 
since seen prisoner at the jail, witness 
replied that he had in the company 
of the governor. He asked prisoner 
whether Florence McKay was her 
daughter and she had replied: “That 
has nothing to do with my case.” 

Detective Slemin told how he and 
Detective Porter visited Samuel Barnett’s 
tailor slop in York-strect and arrested 
the prisoner, who was pressing some gar- 
ments, The two oilicers and the prisoner 
Went upstaira to Clara’s room in Mrs. 
Dorsay’s house adjoining. Asked if she 
had any men’s clothes, Clara hesitated 
and then said yes, she had, but she 
didn’t steal them. Then she unlock- 
ed a trunk and handed the officers the 
clothes. Questioned as to whether she had 
a revolver, she again hesitated and then 
said “ Yes,” and going to another trunk 
handed over the revolver praduced, the 
cylinders of which were empty. Asked if 
she had any cartridges, she went to the 
trunk, took out four and handed them to 
the officers. 

“It’s the Westwood case,” prisoner 
said. “I know what it is; it’s the {West- 
wood case,” before the officers made any 
allusion whatever to what they wanted 
her for. She also said, “I can prove 
where I was that night. I was at the 
Toronto Opera House, and the play was 
‘The Black Crook,’ "’ She referred the offi- 
cers to a girl in Jarvig-street for proof, 
but did not mention the xirl’s mame. 
Clara also said that she had not fired off 
the revolver since last spring, when she 
discharged two shots at some ducks at 
the foot of Dufferin-street. 

In reply to the magistrate, Detective 
Slemin stated that neither he nor Porter 
had cautioned the girl, but they had asked 
her no questions with respect to the West- 
wood case. She was not under arrest at 
the time. All they had said to her was 
that Inspector Stark wished to see her at 
the office. They did not discuss the 
Westwood case at all. 

Subsequently, ubout 9 o'clock, when 
Clara Ford was in the police station, Sle- 
min heard Sergeant Reburn tell Clara 
not {© say anything, as the charge 
against her was a serious one, and any- 
thing she said might be used in evidence 
against her. It was while Mrs. Wm, Cro- 
ziec was telling her story in prisoner's 
presence at headquarters, and when Clara 
was about to say something, that the 
caution was given. 

When Sergeant. Reburn stepped down 
from the stand Crown Attorney Curry {in- 
timated that he did not desire to call 
any more witnesses. The magistrate 
then committed the prisoner for trial. 

The girl in the dock maintained to the 
last the marked composure that charac- 
terized her attitude during the whole of 
the day. The visitors in the court crowd- 
ed around the box and stared ut the self- 
confessed murderess, but she did not 
flinch. Her face showed not the slightest 
sigan of excitement or emotion, she looked 
on the scene with the utmost indiffer-’ 
ence, and when requested by the con- 
stable {in charge to leave the dock hho 
arose with alacrity and walked down the 
staire with on unconcerned expression, 
The witnesses were bound over to appear 
at the trial ond the proceedings closed,

Prince Clarence left Blucfielda 
British man-ol-war at the time when 
his life wos threatened, Mrs, Hatch aud 
family were takon to Port Limow on tho 
Mohawk, Mr, Hatch, while the recoz- 
nized agent of Her Britannic Majesty's 
Government, was arrested, and with 
many other British and Americans taken 
to Managua, there imprisoned and with- 
out trial were expelled [rdm the coun- 
try. 

Great Britain’a claim for thie out- 
rage adds to the many millions of dol- 
lars claimed by her subjecta for previous 
outrages, The total is said to exceed 
$40,000,000, Germany has a largo 
claim. The American claims are said 
to amount to fully $10,000,000. For over 
two centuries Great Britain claimed 
sovereignty over that purt of the const 
of Central America, The Mosquito ever 
have been a free and unconquered race 
and an active ally of Great Britain. 
About a century ago o Mosquito con- 
tingent arrived in this island and  na- 
sisted England in restoring peace, The 
many vexatious questions between the 
Government of Mosquito nation and the 
Government of Nicaragua led to a long 
and tedious arbitration. The arbitra- 
tor named by Great Britain was His 
Majesty the Emperor Francis Joseph 
of Austria. The decision was in 
favor of Mosquito, On all questions 
concerning their independence and terri- 
tory they were free factors under the sov- 
ereignty of Nicaragua. Two direct in- 
sults have been offered Great Britain. Her 
Majesty's consul at Graytown, Mr. Her- 
bert Bingham, for nearly 16 years con- 
sul there, has his exequatur withdrawn, 
and Mr. Hatch was arrested. Nicaragua 
will be disciplined for it, as Guatemala 
was by the English and Nicaragua by 
the Germans. 

Many believe that ‘Chief Clarence will 
be reinstated by England in rights that 
are clearly his. 

Owing to the present distribution of 
the West Indian fleet, a number of power 
ful vessels can be concentrated at Blue- 
fields at short notice, 

The belief Gbtains that Great Britain 
has had ample time to study the claims 
of her subjects, and that Nicaragua must 
make the amende honorable.

THE CZAR 18 MERCIFUL. 


Remits Many Sentences in Mis 
Manifesto. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 29.—The Czar in 
his manifesto to the Russian people says: 
“Solicitous for the destinies of our new 
reign. we deem jt well not to delay the 
fulfilment of our heart’s wish, the legacy 
sacredly left by our father now resting 
with God, nor to defer the realization of 
the joyful expectations of our own pco- 
ple, that our marriage be hallowed by the 
benedictions of our parents, and that it 
be blessed by th> sucrament of the Holy 
Church,” 

The most important points in the mani- 

festo relate to improvements in the con- 
dition of all connected with husbandry, 
and yaroius facilities are conceded for 
the redemption of debts. To peasants 
certain debts to the crown and arrears of 
taxation are remitted. 
_ The Czar’s manifesto mitigates the pun- 
ishmenot of the Biberian exiles and re- 
duces by one-third the terms of imprison- 
ment of all criminals, A separate mani- 
festo grants favors to Finland. 

It is stated that the (Czar intends to 
introduce a number of reforms, the prin- 
cipal one of which contemplates the es- 
tablichment of Parliamentary representa- 
tives. ,

They 
filed a claim to the contraband in the 
United States ‘court, through Griffin & 
Warner, their attorneys, for the opium, 
setting forth that it was the property 
of Au Chung, representing ‘the Chinese 
merchants, and not of Williamson and 
Wright, in whose possession it was found,

A DARING BAND OF FREEBOOTERS 


Avwooped Down Upon Towns and Plunder: 
ed at Will, Then Took to Their 








Which Was Lying tn the oning 
The Molly Said To Bo the Pirate Vessol 
Mold. 

Ogdensburg, Nov. 20,—The good old 


timea when the freebootera terrorized the 
Atlantic const aro recalled by th allowed 


depredationa of the crow of the Soom r 
tho 


Molly, which haa boon haunting 
south shore of Lake Ontario during the 
last month. Numerous robberies have 


occurred on shore, and cach time thease 
have taken place, this strange ne hooner 
has put in an appearance in the vicinity 
and disappeared after the deed wha 
done. The Molly has no regular busi- 
ness that can be learned, and, although 
the craft has been seen olten, yet, 
etrange to gay, no ono socmeA to have 
noticed from what port sho hails. It iv 
rumored that #ehe came from Morrisburg 
down the St. Lawrence River, but none 
of the rivermen know of euch o craft, 

In description the Molly ia a typical 
free-booter, long and low in the water, 
with raking masta and an iImmonac 
spread of anil. With a froah breose it 
would be a good steamer that could 
overbaul hor, She ia quite a large ves- 
scl, and more men are secon on board her 
than would be necessary to man the 
largout freighter on the lakes. “Although 
robberies have been of frequent occur- 
rence in the freight yarda along the 
shore, tho police of the various towns 
have been slow to connect the presence 
of the Molly with the thicves. 

The robbera have confined their work 
largely to [reight-yards of the New York 
Central, Lake Shore and Rome, Watoer- 
town & Ogdensburg Railroads, The sum 
total secured by the freebooters aggre- 
gates many thousands of dollars, 

The local freight train from Rocheater 
to Charlotte seemed th cfayorite, and 
Jast Friday night over $1500 worth of 
shoes was stolen from th etrain on the 
sidiaz in Charlotte, On Friday  after- 
noon tho mysterious Molly sailed into 
Charlotte harbor and quietly dropped 
anchor, About dark th ecrow made sail, 
hoistéd the anchor and stood inta the 
lake, The crew of a ‘tugboat Report that 
early in the night they saw the boathove 

+ to in the offing, and Rochester police 
officials think that the Molly was await- 
fmz the arrival of rowboats from the 
shore With tho booty secured from the 
freight cars, This is but one instance of 
the many robberies that have occirred 
in the vicinity. Th epolice have search- 
ed th ehuts of beach-combers and fish- 
ermen, and claim to have discovered evi- 
dence which pointed to the piracy of 
the numerous crew of the erratic shooner, 
which has never been found with a canzo, 
It scems certain that the men are well 
posted, for the Molly has disappened, 
and is thought to be om the nort hshore 
o {the lake, An expedition will prob- 
ably be started in a Dix tug to search 
for the pirate craft and thiq desperate 
gang of pirates be broken up. Tho evi- 
dene ein the hands of the police smacks 
strongly of the Spanish Main.
